As the reader may poffibly expeft fome pre- 
vious account of this Hiftory ; the motives of my 
engagement in fuch an undertaking; on what 
foundations I have built the work ; and by what 
materials the ftru&ure is brought to the degree of 
perfe&ion, wherein it now fhews itfelf ; I fliall en-* 
deavour to fatisfy him in thof? particulars. 

The work then, in itfelf; is the Hiftory of all 
the noble Families, whfch, at prefent, eojnpofe the 
Peerage of Ireland, together with tbofe of 
their descendants, whether exifting or extinft; 
and, as many of their anceftors, from time to 
to time, have had a notable {hare in the govern- 
ment and trahfa&ons of the kingdom, toe hif- 
tory thereof, fo far as they were engaged, natu- 
rally fell within my intended compafs, ^nd is faith- 
fiilly (though briefly) related.— —There are, be- 
fides the Peers, who now enjoy the Peerage, 
feveral families in being, whofe predeceflbrs, by 
tlje revolutions of this country, have been fo un~ 

b 3 fortunate 
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fortunate as to forfeit their honours; and there- 
% fore, &et being entitled to a place in the Peerage, 
the hiftory of their families, with all thofe, which 
are now extind, fliall be publifhed, if time and 
opportunity permit, in order to give the world a 
full and compleat Baronage of Ireland *. 

Sir Robert Atkins, in his Hiftory of Gloucejier- 
Jhire, obferves, " That a genealogical hiftory of 
" families has its peculiar ufe ; it ftimulates and 
<c excites the brave fe> instate the generous adions 
" of their anceftors j and it fhames the debauched 
" and reprobate, both in the eyes of others, and 
" in th^r <?wji breads, when they confide* how 
€C they havie degenerated. v —*— Indeed, the ufe- 
fiilnefs of this part of hiftory, hath been fo amply 
fet forth by Sir William Dugda/e, and other writers 
on the fubjeft, as to leave no room to enlarge

arguments, 
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arguiaentg, the profit and pleafure of mankind, 
to iupport me in my lindertaking. 

Besides, the pedigrees of Midgut families, hik 
toxically deduced, recal pail ages, and afford a 
way t«> all, more j^nniediat^ly concerned, of con* 
verfing with tfceir deceafed anceftors, and becom- 
ing acquainted with the virtues, and honourable 
txank&ons of their own families, ■ ■■ , . T hofe 
pedigrees *lfa ate greatly inftrumental to affifl: the 
memory; t? decide controverfies concerning par* 
ticular occurrences } to io^print the chronology gf 
remarkables events ; to preferve thofe families fi-om 
ohUvkw, which are the fubieft of the enfuing 
p9kg5$i <ind to refcue their hiftory from the many 
Tn i ft afcre ^ndfstffities, which wnflduiil, or unguarded 
writers fcave cftft iqxm then*. 

Anp thefe were the chief inducements with me 
to take up the peu. I concluded, that neither my 
time, or labour would be xnifpent, or mifapplied, 
ihoii^d I endeavour, by a diligent fearch into the 
records of the kingdom, to rectify even a fingle 
.hiftorical error : But, when I confidered in what 
an advantageous point of light the Peerage of Eng- 
land hath been placed, I no longer hefitated to at- 
tempt ihewing the world a finular Itfftory of the 
Peers of Ireland; who, in their collective capacity, 
may vye, perhaps, with thofe of any kingdom in 
Europe, in every thing, that's truly great, and truly 
noble; and when 1 imparted my defign to fome 
of the nobility, was affured, fuch an attempt would 
not only prove honourable to them, but ufeful to the 
pubirck. 

Upon this foundation I was principally encour^g* 
ed to undertake the work, and had reafon to flatter 
myfelf, that each family, upon application, would 
have readily affiited ipe with their pedigrees, and 

fuch 
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fach other evidences, as correfpond with the de- 
lign: I found myfelf, however, difappointed : for, 
after much perfonal felicitation, and repeated ad- 
vertifements, I perceived, that iitde was to be ex- 
pected through this channel. Yet, I have found 
means, (notwithftanding this difcouragement) to 
get fuch a perfeft infieht into their niftory and 
pedigrees, and fo e^a&ly to trace their direft and 
collateral defcents, as will prove (I hope) agreeable 
to the Peers, and fatisfa&ory to the pubhck. And 
this leads me to mention the materials, by which I 
have been enabled to finifh my defign. 

And ? indeed, they have been almoft fo many un- 
cxpetted lights, tq guide me through this intricate 
and unbeaten Path. SOI may very well term it, 
becaufe whatever hath been already published on the 
fubjeft is fo lame and erroneous, that I dared not 
rely on any one cjreumftance, or date 9 and (upon 
examination) have had reafon to amend, or omit, 
almoft the whole contents of thofe volumes. 
They were colle&ed by Aaron Cro/ley* an HerakU 
Painter; and Francis Nichols, a petfon employed by 
the Engli/h Bookfellers, to fornifh an Irijp Cqnpen- 
dittnty fit to m^tch with tjiofe they had publifhed of 
England znd Scotland; and yet the former tells us, he 
employed twenty years in compiling his (forry) per- 
formance ; and the latter has the confidence to af- 
fert, that "his Book is more perfeft and xnftru&ive, 
44 more ufeful and lefs erroneous than any thing o( 
" the kind, no pains or expence being fpared, which 
** might conduce to make it correct ; and, that fot 
^ accomplishing of it, befides Hiftory and the pub- 
44 lick Records, was perfonal information, whicn he 
44 had from moft of the noble and worthy families, 

44 treated of in his Effay," 1. dare venture to 

fay, that.he never confulted the records of the king- 
dom (which his book fufficiently teftifies) and if he 
received the information he boafts of, the Peers aw 

very 
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tery little obliged to him, for his account of their 
families ; and the publick, in general, quite difap- 
pointed. 

To enumerate every particular authority, Would 
exceed the bounds of a preface. I have obferved 
fo many abufes on the reader, by falfe quotations 
of Records, Hiftories, and Memoirs the authors 
could never poflibly have accefs to, that I deter- 
mined againft that method, and purpofed only to 
give a general view of my proofs *. My firft cafe 
then, after I had engaged, was, to read the mod 
approved hiftories of England and Ireland ; 'and 
when I had extraded thence fuch remarkable 
events, and principal fa&s, as were pertinent to 
the fubjed, I obtained an admiflion to the records 
and manufcripts of the kingdom.— The moft 
honourable House of Peers were pleafed to fa- 
vour me with a general order to infped their Jour- 
nals. The Univerfity of Dublin gave me free ac- 
cefs to their choice (I may call it, invaluable) col- 
lection of manufcripts ; among which are many cu- 
rious volumes of pedigrees, chiefly colle&ed by the 
ingenious Mr. Molyneux, Ulfter King of Arms 
(which laved me the trouble of confulting Mr* 
Hawkins's office) feveral original vifitation books 
of counties in England, by the heralds of that 
kingdom, with many others, of equal importance 
to my defign. I alfo ranfacked the library of 
St. Sepulchre ; perufed the wills in the Prerogative 
Office; and consulted the regiftries of molt churches 
in Dublin, with fome in the country : But, what 
fupplied die defe&s of other repofitories ; correft- 
ed the miftakes of feveral writers ; afcertained th$ 
dates of creations, commiflions, employments, 
&e. ; deduced the genealogy of divers families j

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And all this without the poffibilitv of error, Irfetfe 
thofe two inexhauftible funds of hiltory, the Rolls- 
Office (wh&fe records 1 had the liberty to hr- 
fpe&, by permiffion of the Right Honourable Tho- 
mas Carter, Mailer of the Rolls) and BirmiKo- 
ham-ToWer *. 

I cannot omit to acknowledge my obligation* 
td thofe noblemen, who favoured me whh theif* 
pedigrees, and recommended me Xp others j and 
muft beg leave particularly to mention thfe late 
Earls of Kildare, ThoYnond, Weftmeatb, Cdvatiy 
Mount* Alexander 9 and Abetcorn ; the Earls of Or^ 
rery, Egmont, Tyrone, and HillJloroHgb ; the latfe 
Lords Power/court, and Carpenter; the Lords King- 
Jale, Blaynfy, Southwell, Newport,* MorrAngton y 
Kinglborougb, and Rawdon. 

Some may think, perhaps, that Ih4Ve ban tob 
minute, and particular in dates j but, as die proof 
of tranfa&ioris, in a feries of yeats, may verfr 
much depend upon the circumftanfce of time, I 
judged it not amifs, for the fake of pofterfty, to 
fpecify the event of occurrences ; which ittay alfo 
be confidered as a proof of their reality : and hath 
very much contributed, in the fof riiittg thifc work, 
to afcertain defcehts, and obviate many choncdogi- 
cal errors, which had been published by Writers 6f 
Irijh affairs. 

The hiftory of thole families, whbfd teftdttith 
is altogether, or chiefly, in England, will; probably, 
be found the mpft defeflive in this CoileSfonj thfe 
reafon for which is fo obvious, that (I prefimle) 
no apology for that d6fe£l is neceflafy: not will 
the reader (I hope) expeft any for a mifnomet, for

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fte omiffion of a chriftian name, or any other immate-t 
rial error, occafioncd by mifinfonuation, when he 
is told, that Sit William Dugdale, author of that ex- 
cellent work* the 8aron%e of England* found it 
his moft difficult talk (though recommended to the 
Nobility by K. Chyles li) to procure the modern 
tnarriage* and iffues. 

Tm jpmes of places, and denominations of 
had, are printed* as they appear upon the patent 
rolls, doeds* &V*; which, in many inftances, differ 
as much from the common pronunciation, as the 
French language, and therefore rouH not be fup- 
pofed to be fafle, or erroneous* 

That J may not be thought to copy the ac- 
taunt of lord Kildare's family, from the Peerage of 
England, pulpliihed by Mr* Collins, in the firft vo- 
lume of his Appendix, it is> I think, incumbent up- 
cm me to mention, that having been favoured Vith 
th* pedigree Jby the late EarJ of Kildare, I printed 
that hiftory in the year 1745 (except a few re- 
marks of his in the beginning, hot pertinent to the 
ramify, and his omiffion of the Earl of DefmoncF* 
branch) as a fpecimen of the Peerage of Ireland. 

Th£ method I have taken in compiling this hi£ 
tory, has been contrived as much for the reader's 
eafe and ferviqe, as I could poffibly conceive in 
fo complicated a work. In order to preferve the 
text from being tedious or confided, I have thrown 
the preambles of patents, grants of lands, and 
other collateral matters into notes ; which I have 
alfo interfperfed with accounts of feveral families 
of diiHn£tion, allied to the Nobility by marriage ; 
aAd have fupplied the text with marginal refe- 
rences, to facilitate the reader's occafionat* f ecourfe 
to any particular nobleman, or branch of his fami*' 

c ly; 
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ly ; to which is added an hdtx of every name, men* 
tioned in the work. * 

With what abilities this performance is execut* 
ed, the reader will better judge, than the author, 
in his own cafe, Can pretend to do. I (hall not at- 
tempt to belpeak his approbation, or apologize for 
what he may find amifs : I have endeavoured to do 
juftice to the fubjed, and recommend it only to 
fuch as will confider, that there is nothing more dif- 
ficult, than exadly to trace the defcent of ancient 
Families; that the utmoft diligence is frequently 
baffled in genealogical enquiries j and that a work, 
which conufts of fo great a variety of names and nu- 
merical figures, may very poffiblv be attended with 
errors: I dare not, however, tnink, what I have 
done, will anfwer every one's expe&ation, nor do I 
affirm that I have made no miftakes ; I can only fay, 
there are none voluntary ; let that cover any inaccu- 
racy, or impropriety, the reader may meet with, 
which is all I have to defire from, or trouble him 
with, in this place.

A HE antiquity, dignity, and importance, of the illuftri* 
oas hotife of Brunfwic, have occafioned fuch extraordinary 
care to tranfmit their annals to pofterity, and haye employ- 
ed the pens of fo many ingenious writers, in various lan- 
guages and different parts of Europe, that we are thereby 
enabled to trace it up to a very early period with the greateft 
certainty. 

In tracing the origin of this ancient hotife, it will be ne- 
ceflary to treat diftinftly of the lines of Witekind the 
Great, the Guelphs, Efte, and Billung, all of which, with 
their immenfe poflenlons, became united in Henry Air- 
named the Lion. 

The HOUSE of ESTE, 

which is the male-line, derives its origin from the A&ii, 
a noble Roman family in the time of Tarquinius Prifcus, 
who became king of the Romans (£13 years before Chrifl. 
Vol. I B Thk 
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This family retiring from Rome during the time of its 
republican government, fettled themfelves at Efte, an an- 
cient city in that part of Italy, which is now called the 
Venetian Lombardy, and from thence received the name of 
the houfe of ^Efte. Their retirement is, without doubt, the 
reafon that we have no fatisfaclory account of them before 
the year of Chrift 390, at which time Caius Aftius refided 
in the Caftle of Efte ; he left a fon of the fame name, who 
rendered himfelf famous in the wars which the Emperor 
Honorius carried on againft the Wifi-Goths, who invaded 
Italy in the beginning of the fifth century; his valour in the 
battle fought near Verona, procured him the titles of Qua- 
tuor Vir, Decurio, and Senator of Rome, and he became 
Prince of Efte in A. D. 402. At his death in the year 
410, he left three fons and one daughter, Flavius A&ius, 
Caius Xillus, and Aurelius Aftius, the two former died 
without iflue, as did alfo the daughter called Luxonia. 

Aurelius Attnts,. the youngeft fon, ftirvived and fucceed- 
ed his father in the Lordfhlp of Efte, but died in 418* 
leaving ifliie by his wife Norca, three fohs, Lucius, Ti- 
berius, and Foreftus ; they acquired MonfeHco, Vicenza, 
and Feltri, alfo built the city of Ferrara. 

Lucius declined taking any part of the government at his 
father's death, upon which Tiberius iuccoeded thereto, and 
married Jucunda, daughter bf Lavinius, and iifter to Va- 
lerius Rhutenus, by whom he had two fons, Marvellus and 
Alphorius. Tiberius died in 428, and was fucceeded by Jiis 
brother Foreftus, who was Prince of Efte and Adria. This 
unnatural fucceffion of the uncle in prejudice to the fons of 
the deceafed IxJrd, occafioned great domeftic feuds, left 
-Foreftus ihould fettle the Lordfhip upon his fon Acharinus, 
hi fuch a maimer as to prevent the honours of the family re- 
Vertmg to the lawful heirs. But to reftore that peace and 
harmony which had fo greatly conduced to the aggrandife- 
tnent of the family, Foreftus made fuch a partition of his 
lands in reverfion, as might not only accommodate all diffe- 
rences for the prefent, but prevent any difputes which might 
arife upon his deceafe. 

Foreftus overcame Attila, King of the Hutis, in three 
battles, but was mortally wounded in defending the city of 
Aquileia againft him in 45 2, and died in the year following. 
The diviiion of the lands now took place to the fatisfaction 
of all parties, and, 

hlarvellus, elileflt fon of Tiberius, was Lord of Ve- 
renza, but died A. D. 457, without iflue. 

Alphoriflus, 
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Alphorifius, fecond fon of Tiberius, was Lord of Feltri, 
and left three fons, Maximus who continued the race, and 
of whom hereafter, Sabinus who was governor in Illyria, 
and died A. D. 518, unmarried, and Tiberius who died 
without ifTue. 

Acharmus, the fon of Foreftus, by the fame partition*, 
was made Lord of Efte and Monfelico. He firft married 
Gardena, Daughter of the King of Damafcus, whom he 
prevailed upon to embrace chriftianity, and at her baptifm 
gave her the name of Elettra, by whom he had a fon, 
Azo I. born A. D. 450. His fecond wife was Amala- 
funtha, daughter of Dietric, Duke of Franconia, and by 
her he had a fon Conftantius, born A. D. 459. 

About this time Odoacer, King of the Heruli, attempted 
the conqueft of Efte and the other territories in the pof- 
feffion of that houfe, but was oppofed by Alphorifius and 
Acharmus with the great eft intrepidity, and after feveral 
ikirmifhes, a general engagement enfued near Lodi, in 
which Odoacer prevailed by a fuperiority of numbers, and 
the gallant defenders of their country both fell in the field 
of battle A. D. 478. 

In confequettce of this viclory, Odoacer foon became 
xnafter ©f all Italy, and driving Azo I. the fon of Achari- 
nus, from his inheritance, feized upon the lands that had 
been the property of the deceafed Lords. 

Azo I. retreated to the court of Theodo, King of Ba- 
varia, whofe daughter he afterwards married, but died 
without Ufoe, A. D. 538, having returned to Efte in 504. 
Conftantius, half brother to Azo, was (lain in battle by an 
officer in the fervice of Theodoric, King of Italy, in 538, 
a fhort time before the death of Azo. He had been mar- 
ried to Anthefia, the daughter of a Gothic Prince, by 
whom he had a fon, Bafilius, who died 564, and was the 
hft of that line. 

Odoacer, King of the Heruli, mentioned above, having 
wholly abolilhcd the weftern empire, and ere&ed thofe 
territories which are comprifed under the general name of 
Italy, into a kingdom, was proclaimed the firft King thereof, 
bat was flain in 492 by Theodoric, who was employed by 
the Emperor of the Eaft, and who became the fecond King 
of Italy. 

Maximus, the^ fon of Alphorifius (of whom we promifed 

to fpeak) taking advantage of the confufion that enfued 

upon the above revolution, recovered the lands and ho* 

nours to which he was the lawful heir A. D. 493, and died 

B a A.D. 
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A.D. 538) leaving iflue, Bonifacius and Sevcrianus, the 
latter of which died unmarried. 

Bonifacius fucceeded his father in Efte, and was flain in 
battle againft the Goths, in 556. By his wife Eliza, he 
had one fon, Valerianus of Efte, Lord of Feltri, who by 
his wife Conftantia, was father of two fons, Aldoardus and 
Gundelard. 

Valerianus was greatly difturbed after his acceflion to the 
principality, by the incurfions of the Longobards, and gain* 
ed feveral victories over them, but in a general engagement 
in coo, he loft his life with a handful of intrepid, troops 
defending his country, although deferted by the Frapks 
on the firft charge, on whofe af&ftance he had built his 
hopes of fuccefs. 

Aldoardus, his eldeft fon, fucceeded him, and was fre- 
quently attacked by the Longobards, who endeavoured to 
defpoil him of his dominions, but when they found the 
brave defence which he made, ceafed to moleft him. Me 
married the daughter of Sigelhilf, conftable of Triaul, but 
died without iflue, A.D. 638. 

Gundelardus, his brother, fucceeded him, and after- 
wards accepted the Stadtholderfhip of his kingdom, and 
had almoft a fupreme authority. He died in 681, leaving 
two fons, Aldoardus, whofe great grandfon ^Elbardus 
was the laft of his line ; and Heribertus who continued 
the family. 

Heribertus, youngeft fon of Gundelardus, wa$ remark- 
able for a pious and exemplary life, he died in 694, and was 
fucceeded by his fon Erneft, who overcame the Longobards 
in feveral battles, but was at laft flain by an arrow from 
their camp in 752, when they had. befieged the city of 
Ravenna for near three years, whereby the Longobards 
entered upon the pofleflion of what they had long toiled 
for. Upon the conqueft of this city ended the Exarchate 
of the Greeks, which had lafted 185 years. 

Henry I. fon of Erneft, was made Prince of Trevife by 
Charles the Great, King of the Franks, afterwards made 
Emperor, who alfo erected the principality of Efte into a. 
Marggraviate, in favour of Henry, from which time this 
family was honoured with the title of Marggraves. He 
aflifted the Emperor in fubduing Defiderius, the laft King 
of the Longobards, and loft his life in a tumult at Trevifo, 
A.D. 780, leaving iflue by his wife Ateftia, a daughter, 
Martia, married to Obelorio Antenorio, Doge of Venice, 
and one fon, 

Berengarius, 
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Berengarius, who fucceeded his father as Marggrave, 
bat refided chiefly in the court of the Emperor Lewis, 
faraamed the Debonair. He died at Paris A. D. 840, leav- 
ing three fons, 1. Abaldus, who had no male ifliie ; 2. Hu- 
nibald, who became Marggrave of Camerino, and Spoleto, 
who died in 849, leaving iflue Godfrey, who had an only 
fon, Adelongus, who died in 911, without ifliie; and, 3* 
Otto I. Prince of Efte, of that name. 

Otto I. was put in pofleflion of the city and Lordfhip of 
Commacio, by the Emperor Lewis, in consideration of the 
fervice done by his father and himfelf. He died A. D* 
898, having had iflue by his wife Lada, daughter of Cala- 
doccus, Conftabk of Triaul, five fons. 

Sigfrid, the youngeft fon, was the continuator of the 
family, the ifliie of all his brothers being foon extinft. He 
was Lord of Lucca and Parma, and died in 954, being 
fucceeded by his fon Azo II. Marggrave of Milan, and 
Genoa, and Lord of Placentia, and Reggio, alfo Imperial 
Vicar and Stadtholder in Italy ; after many warlike exploits, 
wherein he was generally victorious, he died A. D. 970, 
leaving by his wife Hildegarda, four fons, two of which 
died young. 

Theobald I. and Albert II. the other fons of Azo II. 
fucceeded their father, and agreed upon a divifion of his vaft 
pofleflions ; we fhaU fpeak of thefe two Princes diftin&ly. 

Theobald I. had a daughter Mary, married to her coufln 
Hugo HI. fon of her uncle Albert, and three fons, of 
whom, the youngeft named Bonifacius, fucceeded at his 
father's death in 1007, to thofe pofleflions which were ap- 
propriated to the elder branch upon the above-mentioned 
dhnfion, made after the death of Azo II. He firft married 
Richelda, daughter of Gifelbert, Imperial Stadtholder at 
Verona, by whom he had no iflue; fecondly, Beatrix, 
daughter of the Emperor Conrad II. whereby he acquired 
Verona, and the office of Imperial Vicar in Italy. Con- 
rad II. was fucceeded in the empire by Henry III. whofe ' 
enemies were determined to free themfelves from fuch an 
invincible object to their proceedings as was Bonifacius, and 
accordingly in 1052, put a period to his life by a poifoned 
arrow. He left a daughter, Mathildis, fole heirefs to a great 
part of Italy. She firft married Godfrey Gibbofus, Duke 
of Nether Lorrain, and Spoleto, who died 1076; fecondly, 
Azo, : grandfon of Hugo III. ; thirdly, Welpho VI. from 
both of whom flie was divorced. 

Albert 
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Albert II. the youngeft fon of Azo II. and brother of 
Theobald, married Adelheid, widow of Hugo Count of 
Paris, and fifter to the Emperor Otho II. by which, and 
the fervices he rendered his Imperial brother-in-law, he ob- 
tained ten caftles in Lombardy, and became Count of Fry- , 
bcurg in Germany. He died A. D. 995, and was fucceeded 
by his only furviving fon, 

Hugo III. Marggrave of Efte, Milan, Genoa, Tufcany, 
and Stadthblder in Italy, who married (as before obferved) 
Mary, daughter of his uncle Theobald. He oppofed the 
acceffion of Henry of Bavaria to the Imperial throne, on 
whofe exaltation afterwards, by the fotcfc of arms, he was 
obliged with his three fons, to abdicate Efte, and fled to 
avoid the rage of the conqueror, who purfued and made 
them captives 5 but inftead of facrificing them to his x refent- 
ment, he reinftated Hugo in his pofleflions, and afrefh con- 
ftituted him the Imperial Vicar in Italy. The fons were 
alfo fet at liberty, and received marks of the Emperor's fa- 
vour. This quarrel originated by Henry's threatening the 
extirpation of the houfe of Efte, common policy, there- 
fore, directed Hugo to prevent his acceffion to fuch power 
as might enable him to fulfil thofe threats, which it was more 
than probable were earneftly intended, as th^re fubfifted an 
animofity between their fathers, which the implacability of 
each rendered unconquerable, but the Emperor's lenity 
changed Hugo from an inveterate foe to the firmeft of 
friends. Hugo died A. D. 1 o 1 4, ten years before the Em- 
peror, by whom his death was greatly lamented. 

The three fons of Hugo were, 1. Obizzo, who died in 
1 046, without iflue 5 2. Adelbrandinus, whofe only fbn 
Azo was fecond hufband to Mathiklis, the heirefs of the 
elder branch of the houfe of Efte, but the Pope difan- 
nulled this marriage on account of their near relation- 
fhip ; 3. Azo III. called the Great, who, notwithftanding 
the icniority of his brothers, became Marggrave of Efte. 
He married Cunigunda, daughter and heirefs of GueU 
pho III. Duke of Lower Bavaria, and Count of Weint- 
garden. We fhall therefore proceed to fhew the antupiity 
and defcent of, 

The GUELPHISH LINE, 

which is derived from the Scythians, who being driven by 
the Goths from their fettlement at the mouth of the Da- 
nube, firft erected a kingdom upon the borders of Ger- 
many, 
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rany, near the German fea. Upon their firil arrival they 
were called Newmagx (or New Kindred), afterwards they 
went under tl>e denomination of Sicambri, and laftly of 
Franks or Franconians. 

Marcomir, the firft King of the Sicambri, took poffeffion 
of that country now called Weft-Friefland, Guelders, and 
Holland, A. M. 3573 ; he was anceftor to Pharamond, 
Duke of Eaft Friefland, who married Argotta, daughter 
and heirefs of Genebald, and grand-daugnter of Mar- 
comir V. the laft King of the Franconians ; and died A. D. 
430, being fucceeded by his fon Clodio, who deceafed A. D. 
445, leaving two fons, Merovaeus, anceftor to that race of 
monarchs who were ftiled the Merovingian Kings' of 
France ; and Albero or Adelbertus, Duke of MofeUe, who 
died A. D. 491, and was fucceeded by his fon Vanbertus, 
who died in ca8. Anfbertus, his only fon, dying in 570, 
left a fon, Arnoldus, Marggrave on the Scnelde (from 
whom the Carlovingian Kings of France were defcended,) 
and a daughter, Gertruda, married to Richemers, Duke 
of Franconia, by whom fhe had a daughter, Gerberga, 
who married Ega, Major Domus to Dagobert I. King of 
France, their iffue was a fon Erkembaldus, who died in 
661. His fonLendifius died 680, leaving one fon Ethicus, 
furnamed Adelricus, who had the dutchy pf Alfatia, in 
which he was fucceeded A. D. 720, by his eldeft fon Adel- 
bertus, and by his grandfon Eberhardus, in 741. 

Alfatia afterwards pafled to the pofterity of Hetto, the 
youngeft fon of Ethicus ; and Warinus, fon of Eberhardus, 
retired to Swabia, where he acquired the Lordfhip of AI- 
torfit now called Weingarten, and from thence was called 
Lord or Count of Altortft. 

Warinus died in 780. His fon Ifembart, married Irmin- 
trudis, fifter-in-iaw to the Emperor Charles the Great, and 
had by her Guelph I. from whom his defcendants were call- 
ed Guelphs. 

Guelph I. married a Saxon lady, named Hedwig, by 
whom he had three fons and as many daughters, and died 
A. D. 820. 

Ethico, the eldeft fon, inherited the countries of Altorfft 
and Ravenfburg as a fovcreign, but at length, retreated to 
a convent, where he finiflied his days. He married Judith, 
daughter of Ethelwolf, King of England, by whom he had 
two fons, Henry I. and Bardo, flain by the Normans in 
880, alfo a daughter, who married Lewis the younger, King 
of Franconia.

Henry I. fucceeded his father, and was furnamed with 
the Golden Chariot, and by the gift of his brother-in-law, 
Lewis, became Duke of Lower Bavaria. By his wife Orian, 
Countefs of Flanders, he had his fon and (ucceflbr, 

Henry II, who died 930, having been married to Hatta* 
Counted of Howenwart, by whom he had three fons, 
Rudolph, his fucceflbr ; Conrad, Bifhop of Conftance from 
934 t0 975* an( ^ w ^° was canonized by Pope Innocent 

II. in 1 142; and Ethico, Patriarch to a noble family in 
Sweden. 

Rudolph I. fiiccfteded his father, and died 940, leaving 
iflue by his wife Seeburgis, Dutchefs of Swabia, an only 
{laughter, married to Arnolph, nominal Duke of Upper 
Bavaria \ their ifliic was Guelph II, Count of Altorf and 
Ravenfburgh, and Duke of Lower Bavaria. Jle died in 
980, and was fucceeded by his fon Rudolph II. 

Guelph III- fucceeded his father Rudolph II. and married 
Irmengardis, fifter to Cunegunda, wife of the Emperor 
Henry II. by whom he had Guelph IV. who died about 
1 05 j, without iflue; and a daughter, Cunigunda, heirefs 
of Bavaria, and of the Guelphic ftates j fhe married Azo 

III. (as before mentioned) Marggrave of Efte, whereby the 
blood of thq Guelphifh line and that of the houft of Efte 
were united in their fon, 

Guelph V. who began to reign as firft Duke of Upper 
and Lower Bavaria, immediately upon the death of his fa- 
ther A. D. J 097. He had three wives, firft, Ethelma, 
daughter of Otto, Duke of Saxony on the Wefer ; fe- 
condly, Judith, daughter of* Baldwin V. Count of Flan- 
ders, and fifter-in-taw to William the Conqueror 5 thirdly, 
Agnes, widow to the Emperor Henry III. In 1096, he 
engaged in the firft Crufade then entered into, for the re- 
covery of the Holy Land out of the ' hands of the Turks, 
and died in his return at Paphos, in the iflancl of Cyprus, 
A. D. noi, leaving two fons by his feqpnd wife 5 alio 
a daughter, Adelheid, married firft to Sighard,' Burgrave 
of Regenfpurg 5 fecondly, to Conrad, Marggrave of Land- 
(berg. - 

Guelph VI. his eldeft (on, fucceeded as Duke of Bavaria, 
and died in 11 19. He married Mathildis, the heirefs of 
the elder branch of the houfe of Efte, from whom he 
was in a fhort time divorced, as is before obferved, there- 
fore having no iflue, the dukedom of Bavaria devolved 
upon his brother, 

Henry 
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Henry HI. furnamed Niger, who married Wulphildis, 
horefs of Saxony, of the Billung line* By this match, he 
was entitled to the dutchy of. Saxony, and aflumed the 
title of Duke upon the death of his father-in-law Henry 
Magnus, the laft Duke of the race of Billung ; but the 
Emperor Henry V. feized upon the duchy as he had before 
doM of the other eftates of Mathildis, yet it at length re- 
verted to the family as will be feen. This prince had, be- 
fides the duchy of Bavaria, that of Spoleto, and the Marg- 
graviate of Tufcia, together with the principality of Sar- 
dinia* He died about 1125, having had a numerous 
iflke. 

Henry IV. called Superbus, was Ins eldeft fon, and fuc- 
ceeded him in the dutchy of Bavaria ; by marrying Ger- 
trudis, daughter of the Emperor Lotharius, fon to the Em- 
peror Henry V. he had the dutchy of Saxony reftored to 
him. He afterwards acquired the dutchy of Brawnfweig 
(now Brunfwic) and the county of Northeim, and by the 
Emperor's favour, was invefted with the Marggraviate of 
Tuicia, and the other vaft poflefEons of Mathildis, the wife 
of Guelph, before mentioned. He was alfo defigned by 
his father-in-Iasy Lotharius, as his fucceflbr in the empire, 
to infure which, he fent him at his death, A. D. 1137, 
the crown^ fcepter, (Word, and other infignia of the em- 
pire. This precaution however did not fucceed, for Con- 
rad being crowned Emperor by the Pope's legate, and 
Henry not only returned the infignia, but was required to 
relinquifh Nuremberg and feveral territories, in Italy. The 
Emperor alfo declared it contrary to the confutation of the 
empire, that two dutchies fhould be held by one Prince, 
therefore, commanded Henry, who was poflefled of Ba- 
varia and Saxony, to relinquifh the latter. Henry refuting, 
was put to the ban of the empire, and loft Bavaria by the 
defection of his own fubjefts ; yet he defended Saxony, and 
gave fuch a fignal defeat to -die Emperor's troops, that he 
rcquefted a congrefs, -which being granted, he corrupted, 
one of Henry's attendants, and this brave Prince was poU 
foned, (3ft. 20th, 1 1 39, in the city of Quedlingburg, be- 
fore the negociation had taken place. He left one fon, 
Henry Leo, in whom, by the marriage of Welphildis, the 
line of Billung, and by the marriage of Gertrudis, the line 
of Witekind being blended with the Guelphifh and the 
houfe of Efte, it will be necefTary to give fome account of 
the anceftors of tfcofe heirefles.

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The LINE of JILiUNG. 

Hcrmannus Bilking, the fon of Bilking, of Sfubeck- 
efhom, a perfon of great eminence in Luneburg, was cre- 
ated Duke of Saxony on the Elbe, A. D. 960, by the 
Emperor Otto I. in reward of the fignal fervices he had 
rendered the Emperor.' He married Hiidegardis of Wcf- 
terburg, by whom he had two fons and two daughters, and 
dying A.D. 973, was fucceeded by hiseldeft fon Benno or 
Bernhard I. who died A. D. 1011 ; when his eldcft fon 
Bernhard II. became Duke, he married Bertrada, daughter 
of Harold II. King of Norway, and died in 1062. Or- 
dulph, his eldeft fon, fucceeded to the dutchy, and died 
1074. By his firft wife Gifela, daughter of Olaus, King of 
Norway, he had one fon, Magnus, who fucceeded his fa- 
ther in 1074, and dying in 1 106, was the laft Duke of the 
Saxons of this race. By his fecond wife, Sophia, daughter 
of Geyfa II. King of Hungary, he had a daughter, Wulf- 
hiklis, fole heirefs to the dukedom of Saxony, who was 
married to Henry II. furnamed Niger or the Black, Duke 
of Bavaria as before mentioned. 

The LINE of WITEKIND the GREAT. - 

The ancient Saxons being more accuftamed to perform 
great actions than to record them in writing, has caufed 
great obfeurity in their hiftory, yet it is generally agreed, 
that the whole Saxon nation was governed by twelve chief- 
tains who were chofen every year. Thefe elected one from 
among themfelves who became their chief judge, but had 
no further authority. When they had wars (which were 
familiar to them), they chofe a King, who remained fuch 
as long as the war continued, but was obliged to refign his 
prerogative at its expiration. 

Witekind the Great, was the laft elected King of the 
Saxons ; in whofe time, Charles the Great, King of 
France, Italy, and Germany, and at laft Emperor, refolved 
in the Diet of Worms, in 772, to have a continual war 
againft the Saxons till they embraced the Chriftian religion. 
In 78a, Witekind being difpoflefled of great part o? his 
.territories, was conftrained to retire from his country, 
whereupon Charles the Great made an oath, to kill with- 
out mercy, every Saxon that ihouid be taken, unkfs all the 
relations and particular friends of Witekind were immedi- 
ately delivered up to him. The Saxons accordingly fent 
4500 of their chief men, all of whom Charles the Great 

beheaded 
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beheaded at Verden, and tranfported feveral thoufands of 
the common fort to Hungary and Tranfyivania, in order to 
difperfe this warlike people. 

Witekind, with the affiftance of the Danes, ventured 
another battle the following vear 783, but was totally over* 
thrown, and with difficulty laved his own perfon * this was 
the tail of feventeen battles Witekind fought againft Charles 
the Great, and moderate propofals were afterwards made 
which Witekind accepted, and was baptifed with his whole 
family, by Lullo Bifhop of Mayence, in the year 785. 
Charles the Great, gave to him the dutchy of Angria m 
fief, alfo created him Duke of Saxony, but obliged nun to 
retinquilh the title of King. Witekind, in his old age, 
made war againft the Suevi or Suabians, but being unable 
to bear the fatigues of war was fuffocated in his armour by 
the great heat, and was buried at Angria in Weftphalia > 
A* D. 807. He had two wives, the firft was Geva, daugb- 
ter of Sim-id, King of Denmark, by whom he had Wig* 
bert his fucceflbr, and a daughter, Hafala, wife of Ber- 
nonis, Lord of Bellenfted; the fecond, was Suatana, 
daughter of Zechius, a Prince in Bohemia, by whom he 
had Witekind II. anceftor to the Counts of Wethin. 

Wlgbert, his eldeft fon, fucceeded him as fecond 
Duke of Saxony, and married Sindacilla, the daughter of 
Rabod, Duke of Frifo, by whom he had two fons, Bruno 
and Walbertus. 

Bruno I. at his father's death, in 825, became third 
Duke of Saxony 5 he reigned eighteen years, and was fuc- 
ceeded by his fon, 

Ludolpht . who enlarged his dominions, and in a great 
meafure repoffefled himfelf of that independence the Franks 
had defpoiled his forefathers of, and was created (by the 
Emperor Lotharius) Great Duke of Saxony. Bruno II. 
eldeft fon of Ludolph, built the city of Brunfwic in the 
year 861. Daneward, the fecond fon, erefted a caftle in 
that city, which retains the name of Dancwerderode, and 
the youngeft fon Otho, furnamed the Great, was in fitch 
high efteem with the Prince of Germany, that after the 
death of Lewis IV. the laft Emperor of the Carbvihgiah 
line, they elected him Emperor in 912, but he refuted 
this dignity on account of his advanced age, and recom- 
mended Conrad I. Duke of Franconia, who was accord- 
ingly eiefted Emperor. 

Otho died in 916, leaving iflue by his wife Luidgardis, 
daughter of the Emperor Arnolf, a fon, Henry, furnamed 

the 
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the Fowler, who, on the death of Conrad, was by the 
Princes of the empire decked Emperor in 919* He deli- 
vered Germany from the oppreffion of the Hunni, to whom 
it had been tributary from the reign of the Emperor 
Lewis IV. and to fecure the empire againft foreign inva- 
ders, he appointed Marggraves or Governors in its fron- 
tier towns. It is this Emperor alfo to whom Germany 
owes its great number of cities, for by his care many places 
were walled in and fortified, both for their defence and the 
fccurity of commerce 5 and that the nobility might be in- 
ured to the exercife of arms in the time of peace, he, in 
935, inftituted tournaments, where every one gloried in 
{hewing his addrefs, and which, from that time, were 
held in Germany for feveral ages with great folemnity. 
After a glorious reign, he died July 2, A. D. 936, aged 
69, of an apoplexy, and was buried at Quedlinburg ; hav- 
ing been twice married, firft, to Hatburgts, the daughter 
of Erwin, Count of Merfeburg, by whom he had one (on, 
Tancwardus, who was declared illegitimate, and the mar- 
riage diflblved on account of Hatburgis having been a 
Nun. His fecond wife Mathildis, daughter of Dietribus or 
Theodoric, Count of Ringetheim and Oldenburg, was alfo 
divorced after fhe had borne him the following children : 1. 
Otho the Great, who fucceeded to the Saxon dominions, 
was elected Emperor A. D. 936, and died 973 ; 2. Gre- 
berga, firft married to Gilelbert, Duke of Lorain ; fe- 
condly, to Lewis IV. King of France, and died in 984 ; 
3. Bruno, who died Bifhop of Cologn in 965 $ 4. Mech- 
tild, abbefs of Quedlingberg 5 5. Rixa,* married to Ar- 
nulph II. Duke of Bavaria 5 6. Hedwig ; 7. Henry, Duke 
of Bavaria 5 and 8. Adelheid, wife of Hugo the Great, 
Count of Paris. 

Henry, juft mentioned, married Judith, daughter of Ar- 
nolph, Duke of Bavaria, and was inverted with that duchy 
by his brother the Emperor Otho, upon the demife of 
Berthold, brother to Judith. He had iffue, three fons, 1. 
Henry Rixofus or the Quarelfome, who fucceeded his father 
as Duke of Bavaria in 955, was expelled A. D. 975, re- 
stored in 985, and died in 995 *, 2. Bruno, Marggrave of 
Saxony 5 3. Herman, Count of Northeim in Hanover ; and 
three daughters, 1. Luitgard, wife of Burchard II. a 
Duke of Suabia; 2. Gerberga, Abbefs of Grander- 
fheim 5 3. Adelheid, wife of Burchard, Count of Geifen- 



haufen. 
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Herman, Count of Northeim, third fon of Henry Duke 
of Bavaria, was called Duke of Saxony on the Wefer, fa- 
ther of f>igfrid I. who was fucceeded by his fon Sigfrid II. 
Count of Northeim and Gottingen, father of Otho, Duke 
of Saxony on the Wefer, and Duke of Bavaria from 1062 
to 1070, he was flain A.D. 1083; leaving uTue by his wife 
Cuniza of Bavaria, four fons and three daughters, and was 
fucceeded by his ddeft fon. 

Henry Pinguis, who reigned Duke of Saxony eighteen 
years, and by Gertraut, daughter of -Ecbert I. Marggrave 
of Saxony, and heirefs of the Lands of Brunfwic (descend- 
ed in a direct line from Bruno I. elder brother of Herman, 
Count of Northeim before mentioned) had uTue, Otho, 
who died young ; Herman, Archbifhop of Cologn, who 
died 1099; Gertraut, wife, firft, of Henry I. Marggrave 
of Mifhia-, fecondly, of Conrad, Eleftor of -Palatine of 
the Rhine ; and Richenfa, who inherited the lands of Sax* 
ony, and was married to the Emperor Lotharius II. A. D. 
11 13, by whom flie had an only daughter, Gertraut, who 
was heirefs of Saxony, and by her marriage with Henry 
Superbus, as was obferved, the ancient line of Witekind 
the Great, was blended with thofe of Efte, the Guelphs, 
and Billung, in the perfon of 

Henry Leo, • who, at the age of ten years, fucceeded his 
father Henry Superbus, under the guardianship of his uncle 
Guelph, whofe conduct during the minority of his ward 
was uniformly great and faithful, but not attended with 
fuccefs equal to his zeal. 

Henry, in conjunction with Albert, Marggrave of Bran- 
denburg, defeated Niclotus Prince of the Veneds (an inve- 
terate perfecutor of the Christians) in feveral engagements, 
and compelled him to quit Mecklenburg. He next endea- 
voured to aflert his claim to the dutchy of Bavaria, for 
which be was fummoned to appear at a diet in Wartfburg, 
but refufed to comply therewith, and in all probability had 
not the death of the Emperor Conrad put a flop to the 
proceedings, Henry would have been a great fufferer. 
Frederick BarborofTa, who was of the fame family with 
Henry, and very much his friend, was elefted Emperor 
in 1 153 \, but his public entry into Rome being difputed, 
Henry, who made a part of the proceffion, ftrongly fup- 
ported the Emperor in his endeavours to force his ,way, 
and was fo happy as to refcue him from under the feet of 
the enemy's cavalry. The reward of this fignal fervice was 
a grant of feveral extraordinary privileges, and upon his 
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arrival in Germany A. D. 1156, the Emperor remftated 
him in the duchy of Bavaria. Henry alfo obtained the city 
and county of Hanover on the Lein, alfo large poffeffions 
upon the Hartz. 

Henry firft married dementia, daughter of Conrad, 
Duke of Zaringen, by whom he had a daughter, Rixa or 
Richenza, firft married to Frederic, fon of the Emperor 
Conrad III. ; fecondly, to Canute, ion of Woldemar I. 
King of Denmark. Clementia was divorced, an objection 
being made to their affinity, whereupon Henry married Ma- 
thilda, eldeft daughter of Henry II. King of England, by 
whom he had iffue, Maud or Mechtild, married to Henry 
Burewin, Prince of Wenden; Henry the Long, hi* fUc- 
ceflbr; Otho, afterwards Emperor; ^William of Win- 
chefter, who continued the race ; and Luderus, who died 
A. D. 1 191. 

Henry Longus, of Zelle, the eldeft fon of Henry Leo, 
was born A. D. 1170, and fucceeded his father Aaiguft 
6, 1195. He married Agnes, daughter of Conrad, Duke 
of Suabia, and heirefs of the Palatinate of the Rhine, in 
right of her mother Elizabeth, daughter of Herman, /Pa- 
latine thereof, and -by this marriage became Palatine him- 
felf. Agnes died A. D. 1204; and Henry, afterwards 
married Agnes, Countefs of Landiberg ; by the former he 
had one fon, Henry, who died A. D. 121 2, unmarried; 
and by the fecond, two daughters, Ermengardis or Eliche, 
married to Herman IV. Marggrave of Baden ; and Agnes, 
to Otho the illuftrious, Duke of Bavaria. 

This Prince for his attachment to his brother Otho, was 
put to the ban of the empire, yet he kept poffeffion of his 
dominions until his death. He furvived his two brothers, 
and by that means reunited their poffeffions, which by a- 
greement, had been divided, and dying in 1227, left his 
eftate between his two daughters above mentioned. 

Otto or Otho, the fecond fon of Henry Leo, in the par- 
tition of his father's dominions, became poflefled of Bronf- 
wic, Northeim, and Gottingen, alfo by the favour of his 
Uncle Richard I. King of England, he received Poitou 
and Guienne in France. He was elefted Emperor in 1 198, 
but was obliged to relinquish that dignity to Philip II. after 
being twice defeated by him in the field ; however, it was 
finally agreed between them, that Philip fliould enjoy the 
empire during his life, and to fecure the reverfion to Otho, 
who was to marry Beatrix, the daughter of Philip. In 
confequence of this agreement, upon the death of Philip in 
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1208, Otho was crowned Emperor by the Pope, who bound 
Urn by oath to defend the fee of Rome and its pofleffions ; 
notwithftanding this obligation, he feized on many pofleffi- 
ons belonging to the fee of Rome -, for this breach of faith 
the Pope excited the Princes of the empire, who at that 
time were extremely fearful of the papal excommunication, 
to ftand up in defence of religion. The united forces of his 
enemies. obliged Otho, to abdicate the empire A. D. 1212. 
He retired to his paternal feat at Hartzburg, but would 
never deliver up the imperial infignia, nor renounce his 
claim to the empire. He died without iffue, May 15, 1218, 
enjoining his brother Henry, to deliver the infignia to 
the fucceflbr in the empire, whom the Electors fhould 
appoint. 

William of Winchefter, furriamed Longafpatha or Long- 
fword, the third fon of Henry Leo, was born in England, 
in 1 1 84, while his father was in exile ; upon the partition 
of his father's land, he obtained Lunenburg, with all the 
pofleffions then annexed to that duchy. He married Helen, 
daughter of Waldemar I. Xing of Denmark, and died June 
25, 1 2 1 3, being fucceeded by his only fon, * 

Otto, Puer or the Infant, born 1204, who, upon the 
death of his uncle Henry the Long, laid claim to Brunf- 
wic, alleging, that it was not in his uncle's power, mucti 
lefs in that of his daughters, to alienate the dutchy from 
their family. Notwithftanding the utmoft precaution of the 
fon of the Emperor Frederick II. Otto took the town by 
ftorm, and from that time offumed the title of Duke of 
Brunfwic. Pope Gregory IX. having excommunicated the 
Emperor Frederick II. offered to crown Otto Emperor, in 
the abfence of Frederick who was in the Holy Land, but 
Otto refilled this offer, protefting, that his oppofition to 
the Emperor was to no other intent than the recovery of 
his own right. This difintereftednefs of Otto fo pleafed 
the Emperor, that in a diet held at Mentz, Auguft 21, 
1235, he ere&edhis dominions into a dutchy, and Otto be- 
came the firft created Duke of Brunfwic and Lunenburgh. 
He died June 9, 1252, having been married to Mathilda, 
daughter of Albert II. Eleftor of Brandenburg, by whom 
he had five fons and five daughters. 

Of the five fons, Albert and John divided their father's 
dominions, the former taking Brunfwic and the latter 
Lunenburg, but they afterwards were reunited upon the 
failure of iflue in the younger branch ; Ottg died Bifhcjp of 
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Hildeihelm in 1279 » ^ ^ Conrad, Bifhop of Verdcn, is 
1303 ; and Ulric died an infant. 

Albert the Great, the patriarch of the elder branch of 
the family, fucceeded his father, and reigned feventeen 
years over Brunfwic and Lunenburg, but in 1269, he di- 
vided his partrimony with his brother John, as before ob- 
ferved. He acquired the title of Great, by continual 
proofs of his military virtue fuperior to moil of his co- 
temporaries. At the age of fixteen, he at the head of the 
Bohemians and Brunfwickers, gave battle to the Hungarian 
army coniifting of 200,000 men (double his number), took 
their King prifoner, and gave a total overthrow to the 
whole body with fuch a {laughter as is fcarce to be paral- 
leled, hiftorians fay, that little more than 20,000 furvived 
the engagement which continued for nine days fucceffively 
without intermiffion. In 1258, he took the fortrefs of 
Afleburg after a three years fiege, and joined the eftates of 
that family to thofe of the Houfe of Brunfwic, he likewife 
reduced to obedience the caftle of* Wotfenbuttle, which had 
afforded protection to many of thofe who defpifed his* au* 
thority } in the mean time, Conrad, Count of Eberftein 
and Gerhard, Archbifhop of Mentz, invaded the country 
of Gottingen, but Albert coming unexpectedly in the dead 
•f the night upon the leaders of this confederacy, took them 
prifoners and prevented that effufion of Mood which muft 
have attended a formal engagement. Conrad, who was a 
vaffal to Albert, and as fuch had taken an oath of allegiance 
to him, was fentenced to be hanged by the feet till he 
was dead, which fentence was accordingly executed (and he 
is faid to have lived five days in that fituation) to the great 
terror of many others who were equally inclined to throw 
off the yoke* Gerhard was imprifoned one year, deprived 
of Geifelwerder, which was immediately annexed to the 
dutchy of Brunfwic, and fined 8000 merks of filverv 

In 1263, Albert made an attack upon the Marggrave of 
Mifnia, in which he was wounded and taken prifoner, in 
which fituation he remained one year and an half, when 
he procured his liberty by a ranfom of 80,000 merks 
of filver, and the furrender of eight important cafUes on 
the Werra. 

This prince firft married Elizabeth, daughter of Henry 
V. Duke of Brabant, by whom he had no ifliie ; fecondly, 
Adelheid, fifter to Orro, Marggrave of Montferrat, by whom 
he had a daughter, Mathilda, firft married to Eric VI. 
King of Denmark-, fecondly, to Henry III. Duke of 
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fetogtm; Alio fix fons, of which Luderus and Conrad 
were Knights of St. John the Baptift, and Otto a Knight 
Templar, and when that order was abolifhed was maderro- 
Toft of Hildeflieim; The three other fons were, Henry* 
Albert and William, among whom their father at his 
death, which happened Auguft 15, 1279, divided his do- 
minions. 

Henry, the cldeft fon, was furnamed the V/onderfuh 
He had the principalities of Grubenhageh and Saltz der 
Helden, the towns of Hameln, Ofterode, and Duderftadt, 
with a third part of the fpiritualities of Brunfwic ; but his 
race became extinct by the death of Philip II. the thirteenth 
Duke of Grubenhagen, in 1595. 

William, the youngeft of the three ions, had tie cities 
of Brunfwic and WoUenbuttel, Gebberfhagen and Gander* 
£heim, with a third part of the fpiritualities above men- 
tioned; but he dying without ifiue in 1292, his pofleffions 
fell to his brother 

Albert, Pingnis or the Fat, to whom his father had givefi 
Gottingen, the towns of Neideck, Minden, Ottenfburgh, 
&e. the county of Northeim, and the lands between die 
Deifter and the Leine, with a third of the fpiritualities of 
Brunfwic* He married Richenza or Rixa, daughter of 
Henry, fcnior Prince of Wenden, by whom he had ifiue, 
two daughters, Mechtild, Abbefs of Ganderfheim; and 
Jutha, who died a maiden in 1319 ; alfo eight fons* 

1. Erneft, who at the? partition made between him and 
Us brethren, received Gottingen in 13 18, the year his 
father died \ but his ifiue became extinct ih 1463. 

2. Albert, Bifhop of Halberftadt, who died in 1358. 
3* Henry, Bifhop of Hilderfheim, who died 1362. 
4* Bruno, vrho died before his father. 

5. Lttderus or Luther, Grand-mafter of the Teutonic 
Order in Pruffia, and died A. D. 1324. 

6* John, who was Grand-mafter after his brother. 

*}. Otto the Liberal, who died with6ut ifiue in 1334* 

8. Magnus the Piofes, who at length became Duke of 
Brunfwic ; he married Sophia, heirefs of Sangerfhaufen, 
landfljerg, and Peterfberg, daughter of Henry, Marg- 
pave of Brandenbefg. fie died 1368, having had four 
ions and as many daughters. 

Magnns Torqnatus, his yotmgeft fon, continued the line ; 
bt obtained the faroame of Torquatus or the Chained, by 
wearing a filver chain about his neck to fecure himfelf, as 
he find from the ifedigftfrf of being hanged in a kfi talua- 
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blc binding. In 1373, he had an engagement with Otto, 
Count of Schaumberg, who had married the widow of hit 
brother Luderus; in which he difmounted Otto, and 
while he was endeavouring to take him prifoner, a fbldier 
of the Count's run Magnus through the body and thereby 
killed him upon the fpot. 

He married Catharine, daughter of Waldemar I. Eleftor 
of Brandrtiburg (who after his deceafe married Albert, 
Duke of Lunenburg), and had iflue, five daughters. 1. He~ 
len, wife of Albert, Duke of Mecklenburg, afterwards 
King of Sweden ; 2. Agnes, firft married to Buffo, Count 
of Mansfield ; fecondly, to Bugtilaus VI. Duke of Pomera- 
nia-Stetin j 3. Ann, wife of Mauritius, Count of Ol- 
denburg; 4 Sophia, wedded to Henry Sufpenfor, Duke 
of Mecklenburg 5 5. Catharine, firft married to Gerherd 
III. Duke of Slefwic ; fecondly, to Eric IV. Duke of Saxe- 
Lauenburg. 

He had likewife four fons ; 1. Frederic, who joined Wol- 
fcnbuttel to Brunfwic, but was flain June 5, 1400, re- 
turning from Francfort, where he had been unanimoufly 
chofen Emperor ; 2, Otto, who died Bifhop of Bremen ; 
1406; 3. Bernhardt and 4. Henry, who fucceeded to the 
family pofleffions, on the death of their brother Frederic 
without iflue male, and ruled in conjunction nine years; 
at the end of which they (contrary to a former agreement 
made between them) divided the eftates, whereby Bern- 
hard, who continued the line, became Duke of Lunen- 
burg, and Henry had Brunfwic for his fhare ; but on the 
failure of iflue to the younger branch in 1634, the domi? 
nions were reunited. 

Bernhard purchafed the county of Hamburgh, and join 
ed the city of Ultzen to the duchy of Luneburg y he en 
tirely vanquished the family of Quitzow, and added tin 
city of Schnackenburg to his pofldlions, by conqueft. h 
1386 he married Margaret daughter of Winccflaus Elefto 
of Saxony, by whom he had a daughter Catherine, th< 
Wife of Cafimir VI. Duke of Pomerania and Stetin, an< 
two fons, Otto and Frederic. 

Otto, furnamed the Warrior, being the eldeft fon, fuc 
ceeded his father as Duke of Luneburg, &c. 1434 ; alfc 
in right of his wife Elizabeth, daughter and heirefs c 
Herman Count of Eberftein, fucceeded to that count] 
He died without iflue, 1445, and was fucceeded by U 
-brother, 

Frederic the Religious, who married Magdalen daughtc 
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rf Frederic I. Elector of Brandenburg, by whom he had 
Margaret wife of Henry Duke of Mecklenburg Star-* 
gard, Bernhard II. and Otho the Magnanimous, In 1454 
he inarched to the relief of the citizeM of Munfter, then 
befieged by Theodoric II. Archbifhop of Cologn, but was 
taken prifoner, and purchafed his freedom in a ihort time. 
in 1459 he retired to a monaftery of Francifcan monks* 
which he hdd founded at Zelle, leaving the govtrtiment to 
his eldeft ion, 

Bernhard II. wjid had been detted biihop of Hildefheini 
in 1452, which fee he quitted for the government of Lu- 
neburg; he died, without iflue, Aid wis fucceeded in 14644 
by his brother 

Otto the Maglianimous, who married, Sept* 28, 1467, 
Ann Countefs of Naflau, Vianden, and Dietz, by whom 
he had two fons, Henry Junior born 1468, and William, 
who died a minor in 1480. Their father died January 
19, 1471, leaving them incapable of anuming the reins of 
government, whereupon their grandfather Frederic the Re- 
ligious again took it upon him, and continued a bleffing to 
his country till his death in 1478, when his grandfon 
Henry Junior became the ward of his mother, who, afc 
though (he had, after the death of Otto the Magnani- 
mous, married Philip Count of Catzen Elnbogen, returned 
to Zelle upon the death of her father-in-hwj and became 
regent for the yotfng Prince. 

Henry Junior, was engaged in feveral wars, particularly 
in conjunction with John Biihop of Hildefheim, againfthii. 
two coufins Henry Senior and Erie I. Dukes of Brunfwic, 
over whom they gained a complete victory near the tower 
of Peine A. Da 1510 in which Eric and the Biihop of Min- 
den, together with W iliiam the. brother of Henry of Bruns- 
wick, were taken prifoners.- The Emperor Charles V. in- 
terpoiing, iniifted that all hpftilitjes ihould cteafe, and that 
the princely prifoners /hould be fet at liberty, but the con- 
querors absolutely rdufed to comply with the Emperor's 
mandate. This contempt provoked Charles V. to profcribe 
them, whereupon Henry Junior divided his pofleffions a- 
mong his children, and, by voluntarily refigning the go- 
vernment, preferved the duchy firofn the rapacious deiigns 
of his opponents, who were not authorized, by the laws of 
the empire, to carry the fevere fentence of the father into 
execution againft the fons, who had not incurred the di£» 
pkafure of the Emperor. 
Jienry Junior married Margaret daughter of Erneft. 
C 2 EleAotf 
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Ele&or of Saxony, and by her had five fons and three 
daughters. He died at Paris 1532. 

The daughters were, 1. Elizabeth, who died in 1572, 
widow of Charles Duke of Gueldres 5 2. Appolonia, who 
died unmarried ; 3. Ann, married to Maximus XI. Duke 
of Pomerania Stetin, and died at Stetin November 6, 

1568. K . . . 

The fons were, 1 . Otto, whofe line is extinft ; 2. Francis 
Henry; 3. Henry, who both died young; 4. Erneft the 
Pious, of Zelle ; and 5. Francis, who figned the Augiburg 
confefllon wiih his brother Erneft, in 1530, and died uni- 
verfally lamented, November 23, 1549^ a few months after 
his brother Otto. 

Erneft the Pious was born January 16, 1497. At the 
divifion of the patrimonial eftates, upon the abdication of 
his father, he fucceeded to Zelle. He declared himfelf 
in favour of the reformation, and recommended the Lu- 
theran do&rinc to his fubje&s, without the leaft attempt to 
compel their aflent ; for as he himfelf was convinced by 
reafon, he thought it his duty to publifh thofe arguments 
which determined his opinion, that every one of his fub- 
jefts might have the fame advantages of examining the 
weak foundation upon which the doftrines of the Romifh 
church were built. 

This candour and moderation had its defired effeft, and 
men began to examine into the rife and progrefs of the 
Romifh do&rine, a liberty from which they had before 
been precluded. Reafon foon prevailed, and Erneft had 
the fatisfaftion of feeing the greater part of his fubjeQs 
profefs themfelves Lutherans. 

At at diet held at Spiers A. D. 1529, the Pope procur- 
ed a motion to be made, to put in execution the ban of 
the empire that had been publifhed againft Luther, as like- 
wife to extend it to all who adopted his religious princi- 
ples. Erneft, with many other members of the diet, pro- 
tefted againft this addition to the ban, which they op» 
pofed r with fuch zeal and intrepidity, that* the Emperor 
thought it not advifeable to gratify the Pope and his Bi*- 
gotted adherents. 

In 1530 the famous diet was held at Augiburg, at which 
Erneft and the other proteftant princes (as they were then 
firft denominated on account of the above mentioned pro- 
teft) were prefent, and delivered in an account of their 
faith 5 which was fo eftentiaQy different from that of the 
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pepifts, as to leave no room for the accommodation that 
was intended. 

After the diet was clofcd the protectants found it necef- 
fary to unite their forces, and entered into an alliance of 
fo extenfive a nature, that they became, with regard to any 
hoftilities their enemies might commit, but one people. 
ITiis confederacy was to laft for five years, and was, 
at the expiration of that term, renewed for ten more. 
Erneft was the chief upon this occafion, and indeed muft 
be reckoned one of the firft and principal refor- 
mers. 

He died January 11, 1546, leaving the chara&er of a 
pious, fteady and valiant prince. His iflue by his wife 
Sophia, daughter of Henry Duke of Mecklenburg, were 
four fons and fix daughters. 

The daughters were* 1. Margaret, married to John or 
Hans Count of Mansfield ; 2. Urfula ; 3. Catherine, both 
died young ; 4. Elizabeth Urfula, wife of Otto Count of 
Holftein Schauenburgh ; 5. Magdalen, married to Arnold 
Count of Benheim j and 6. Sophia, who died the widow 
of Poppo Count of Henneberg, A. D. 1631. 

Of the fons, Henry the fecond was {lain in battle at Si- 
verhaufen, July 9, 1553, unmarried; arid Francis Otto, 
the eldeft, dying April 19, 1560, without iflue, by his 
confbrt Elizabeth Magdalen, daughter of Joachim II. Elec- 
tor of Brandenburg ; the family pofleflions thereby devolved 
upon his remaining brothers, 

Henry and William, from whom are defccnded the pre-, 
fent princely families of Wolffenbuttel and Luneburg ; the 
former from Henry, the latter from William. Thefe pri- 
ces reigned jointly for ten years with remarkable unanimity,, 
at length rienry refigned Ins {hare of the government to his 
brother 

William, who reigned alone over Luneburg (after the 
refignation of his brother) twenty-three years. His zeal* , 

for the reformation induced him to compoie -and publifh, ju 
creed intitled Corpus Doftrina Luneburgicum % to which all. 
candidates for holy orders were obliged to fubfcribe. He 
made confiderable additions to his patrimonial poiTeffions, 
and obtained the character of a pious, juft and pacific 
prince. 

He married Dorothy, daughter of Chriftian IIL King o£ 
Denmark, by whom he had fifteen children. . 

The eight daughters were, 1. Sophia, married to George, 
Frederic Marggrave of Brandenburg Anipach, and died 
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January 14, 1639; 2. Elizabeth, married to Frederic 
Count of Hohenlohe, -and die£ 1621 \ 3. Dorothy, married 
to Charles Palatine of Birckenfeld, and died Auguft 15, 
1649 5 4. Clara, married to Williaqi Count of Swartzburg, 
and died July 1$, 1658} 5. AnnUrfula, who died a mai- 
den February 3, 1601 ; 6. Margaret, married to John Ca- 
fimir Duke of Saxe Coburg, and died Auguft 7, 1643 > 
7. Mary, died unmarried Oftober 21, 1610; and 8, Sy- 
billa, married to Julius Erneft, Duke of Dapneberg, and 
died June 3, 1652. 

The fons were, Erneft, Chriftian, Auguftus, Frederic, 
Magnus, George, and John, who all determined not to 
diminifti tfye grandeur of thefr family by partitioning their 
inheritance, as was the ufual cuftom in Germany, but 
agreed, that the eldeft (hould firft take poffefiloh of the 
dutchy and enjoy the fame during life ; that at his death 
\% fhoujd defcen4 to the next furvhring brother, and fo on j 
jhey alfo agr£e4 that (*P prevent competition among; their 
rdpeftive heirs, and to preferve harmony among them- 
felves) only one (hould marry. For this advantage they 
paft lots, and fortune favoured George j which agreement 
Was fo pun&ually adhered to that it excited the admi- 
ration of all Europe* 

Of thefe brother? Magnus died February 9, 1632, and 
John November 22, 1628. 

Erneft, the eldeft fon, born September 10, 1599; in 
confequente of th^ agreement, took poffeffion of Luneburg 
*nd the eftates belonging to it. He ruled twenty-nine years, 
and died March 20/ 161 1. 

Chriftian, the fecond fon, firft became Bifhop of Min- 
den, and was afterward? elefted BMhop of Halberftadt, but 
this he refigned. lie fucceeded to Luneburg upon the 
death of Erneft; ana) annexed to his other poffeffions the 
duchy of Grubenhageh, which was adjudged his right by 
the Emperor, A. D. 1615. This brave Prince, though an 
experienced foldier, was frequently defeated," entirely owing 
to the difobedience of orders in the generals immediately 
under him; and, in an engagement near Floriac, when he 
was marching to the relief of Bprgen-op-Zoom, then" t>e- 
fieged by the Marquis of Spinola, he loft his left arm,* and 
yore a filver one inftead of it. In 1624 h* ,|ras elefted 
one of the Knights Companions of the moft noble Order 
of the Garter, and was inftaHed by proxy December 13, 
1625. Some accounts place his death in the year 
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i*S26, but others aflert it to have happened Novem- 
ber 8, 1633. 

Anguftus, his next brother, was elefted Bifhop of Ratz- 
hrorgh in itfio; and in 1633 fucceeded to the duchy of 
Luncburg. In 1636 the Swedes over-ran the territories 
of this ancient houfe, and Auguftus died Oftober 1, the 
fame year, having a fhort time before given up the regency 
of Luneburg to his brother, 

Frederic, who in 1602 was prefent at the famous fiege 
of Buda, and was made Dean of Bremen the fame year. 
In 1640, by means of his brother George, he cleared his 
dutchy of the Swedes; and in 1642, upon the death of 
William, the laft of the line of Harburg, the houfe of Lu- 
neburg inherited that diftrift. This prince died December 
10, 1648, in the 74th year of his age, and was fucceeded 
by his nephews, the fons of ■ 

George, the firtth fbn of William, who learned the mi- 
litary art under Maurice Prince of Naflau, who was engag- 
ed in a war againft Spain. He afterwards entered into the 
fervice of Chriftian IV. King of Denmark who was then 
at war with Charles IX. King of Sweden , and was honour- 
ed with the rank of general in the Danifh army. He 
figned the confederacy of Leipfig againft the Emperor in 
1 63 1, and gave two fignal defeats to the Imperial forces in 
the years 1632 and 1633 : he likewife fubdued many ftrong 
fbrtrefles belonging to the Emperor. 

The Swedes having given him a great difguft, he figned 
the treaty of Prague, A. D. 1635, in favour of the Empe- 
ror, whole tyrannic principles he was afterwards fo fully 
convinced of, that he formed a fecond alliance with the 
Swedes in 1640; but, while he affifted in 1639 at a ban- 
quet at Hildefhctm with General Bannier, a monk admi- 
niftered poifoned wine to feveral of the chiefs afiembled 
there. He drank but Httle of it, yet it had fo fatal an 
effe& that his ftrength vifibly abated from that time, aftd 
a fever put a period to his life April 2, 1641, in the midft 
of warlike preparations, which by his death were in a great 
meafure rendered inefie&ual. 

He married Ann Eleanor, daughter of Lewis V. Land- 
grave of Heffe Darmftadt, and had iflue four fons and as 
many daughters. To prevent any altercation among his 
fons, he, by his will, fettled the fucceffion in the follow- 
ing manner : To Chriftian Lewis his eldeft fon he left the 
principalities of Zelle and Grubenhagen, and to George 
William his fecond fon that of Caknberg ; and, provided 
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either of thefe fhould die wjthqet iCue, Johft Fwdferic Hi* 
third Ton ihould fupply his place, and fo on to Erneft Ap- 
guftus the fourth foa. He further direftwl, that whenever 
a change fhould happen m the facceffion by death, the el* 
deft fury Wing brother ihould have k at his option whkh 
of the two divifions he would govern It happened that 
every ope <rf thefe four princes came faccefBvely to the wo* 
gency of one or other of thefe dmfionfr; bu| the three 
oldeft dying without iflue the principalities became reunited, 
and were enjoyed by the pofterky el the ^oungcft brother, 
as will be ihewn hereafter. 

' His daughters were, i. Magdalen* who died, on the 
day of her birth ; 2. . Sophia Amelia, married to Frederic III. 
King of Denmark, whofe widow fhe died February zo 9 
1685 $ 3. Dorothy Magdalen, who died an infant; N07 
yember, 1,7, 1630 ; 4. Ann Mary Eleanor, who died No? 
yember 13, 1636, aged fix years Wanting fovea days. 

Chriftian Lewis, the eldeft fon, fucceeded his father ia 
Caknberg and Gpttingen, and fixed his. refidence at Ha- 
nover the metropolis. Upon the death of his uncle Fre-r 
deric he chofe the principalities of Zefle and Grubenhagen* 
and relinouifhed Calenberg and Gottmgea to his brother 
George William. The biihoprk of Walkenrcid waj, ky 
the peace of Weftphalia, in 1648, confirmed to the houife 
of Lunehurg, and in 1650, Ntenberg and feveral ot^cr 
places were recovered from the Swedes. 
' He died March 15, 1665, without HSie, by his wife 
Dorothy, daughter of Philip Duke of Holftein Gluck- 
iburg, and his dominions devolved upon his next brother, 

'George William, born February 16, 1624, who chofe 
{he Dukedom of Zelle, agreeable to his father's wilL In 
1675' he obtained a fignaj victory over the French armyr 
commanded by Marfhal de Crequi,' and' reduced Triers* 
or Treves. Jn 1676 he forced the Swedes to abandon 3tadb 9 
Which was exchanged at the peace of Nimeguenl In 16 86 ho 
re-efeblj^e4 tranquility m the city of Hamburg; and in 1689 
acquired Saxe Lauenburg upon the death o£ Julius Francis. 
There fubfifted a moft perfeft friendflbip between Wifc. 
x liam Prince of Orange, afterwards King of England 1 , and 
this Prince George William, on whofe advice and judg- 
ment the Prince of Orange ib much relied, that he regu- 
lated his behaviour towards the Englifh by it. And it waa 
this friendihip that induced King William to endeavour act 
fettling the fucceffion of England on the line of Bninfwie 5 
and to fiiew the earlieft mark of his eftcem, upon his ao. 
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eeSan lie honoured his friend Goor« William yrith the 
moft noble Order of the Gartejy and he was inftaUed hf 
hisproyy (Lord Erne) June 5> i6g4^ .: \~ - 

The love and aflfoQpqn which the fotyefls of the duchy 
boce to this prince waf confpicupuft Vatheir fear of lofiog, 
him, and, during his laft Ulnefp, „ they crowded to the 
chinrches to pray fop his reco*?ery, .3$ tfvthek happme& den 
podded only on the ccoptkma*>ce of his, reigfl. t 

He died Auguft *8, 170JJ in the. 8 ad year *f his age, 
leaving, by his wife Eleaiiora d'J&fmura, daughter of Alex- 
ander 4'Olbreufe, an only daughter Sophia Dorothy, the 
wife of his nephew George Lewis, afterwards JUng of 
England, who inherited Us dorajttkms. 

John Frederic, the third brother, began to reign over 
Calenberg, Gottingpn, and Gnjbenbagen in 1665, «** died 
at Augfburg December 28* J 67^ aged 54 years. 

He married PenecJKb H^ir^tta; Philippina, daughter of 
Edward Coin^ ?alatii* of Si&>tne*n, by wh$m he had 
only four da*ghJ»r%. ljkseefo*?, jor- *aj* of wale iffue, his

Erneft Auguftus, the you^geft fen of George, Ueoame 
BUhop of Omaburg in 1662, agr&eable to the terms of 
the Peace of WeftphaUa, whereby th& houfe of Brunfwic 
obtained the alternate focceJEw fo.thtf bifliopriq v the cl» 
tiaens who had behaved in 9 refectory manner to, his pre* 
deceflbrs, and ware than once .difclairhed all obedience to 
their Prelates, immediately fubfftittgd'.to him, which Angu- 
lar mark of their efteem induced him to take up his re- 
fidence at Ofnaburg, where h^feaHt a fine palace at his 
own expence; but upon fuefgeditig his brother John 
Frederic in the Hanoverian dominions, he appointed * 
regency at Omabtfg, and changed lus place of residence 
to Hanover. 

Soon after his acceffion ta .Hanover he aboiiflted the 
impolitic cuftom o£ dividing the patrimonial lands amon$ 
the feveral fons, and efbJfcLifhed the right of primoge- 
iikure 5 to whisk falutary regulation George William of 
Zelle, whofe only daughter Sophia was married to the itex* 
focceffor under hkf fetttaneat, rcadiiy concurred. 

*- , - . , The 
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The zeal which he 1 (hewed for the coihmon caufe of 
the empire in preference to his own dominions, which, for 
want of thofe troops wherewith he had augmented the al- 
lied anfty, were to danger from Chriftian V. King of 
Denmark, obliged him to deftroy thofe fortifications which, 
at a great expence, and for wife purpofcs. he'had ere&ed. 
Befides this he had ventured his own perion, and loft two 
of his children in the wars, while three more were ftill 
hazarding their lives againft the Turk* and the French. 
Thefe fervkcs made fuch an imprdEon updh the Emperor 
and many of the neighbouring Princes, '%hat, at a diet held 
at Augfburgh in 1689, in order to £te&; a Kitig of the 
Romans, it was the opinion of moftdf the members, that 
the houfefcf Luneburg had merited a ffcrt itfthe ele&oral 
college. This honour would have fcatiirally fallen upon his 
elder brother George William, but- h« declined it in favour 
of Erneft, and on December 6, 1692, at a diet held at 
Ratifbon, a majority of the Electors s§a& A3s refolutton, 
« Thai in confideratfen of the great merits of his High- 
« nefi Erneft Auguftus and of his predeceflbrs, as alio of 
« his power; the confutable rank which he held in the 
« empire ;" the great fuccourewhkh he had already grant- 
« tdj • and which he was willing to continue for the future; 
"and for other great and weighty mfons, the dignity- of 
« Elcftor of the Romata Empire fhoutd be conferred upon 
« bin* apihis heirs male." 

In defiance to a protfeft entered by the College of Prin- 
ces againft this, refolve, the Emperor gave the folemn invef- 
titure pi the electoral dignity to the plenipotentiary of 
Erneft Auguftus ; and afterwards the eftablifhment of this 
electorate, with all the ftrength the laws of the empire can 
give it, was agreed to by the three coUegs of the em- 
pire, and the office of Arch Standard Bearer was alfo an- 
nexed thereto. 

Efoeft Auguftus embraced this opportunity to obtain the 
Emperor's fanltion to his aft of primogeniture before men- 
tioned, in which application he iucceeded fo well, that all 
the partitions which from that time might be made of the 
eftates of the electorate were declared void. The ftates 
belonging to the electorate were expreftly fkid to be the prin- 
cipalities of Zelle, Calenberg, and Grubenhagen; the 
counties of Hoya and Diephok, with all the territories, 
cities, and baUiwics belonging thereunto; and all thofe 
poffeffions which the two brothers George-William and 
Erneft- Auguftus' at that time enjoyed. Beudes the vote ob- 
tained in the college of electors by tins new dignity, the 
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noufe of Rrunfwic ftlll retained three votes in the College 
of Princes, for the above mentioned principalities, 

He continued to fupport the allies with firefh reinforce- 
ments againft the Turks in Hungary ; likewife in the Ne- 
therlands, where he fent 10,000 men within the two laft 
years before the peace of Ryiwick, A. D. 1697, as an 
addition to the body of troops he then employed in their' 
fervice. 

Erneft died January 33, 1698, aged $9 years. He mar- 
ried Sophia daughter of Trederic Elector Palatine and King 
of Bohemia, by his wife Elizabeth daughter of James I. 
King of England. " 

The iffue of tnis marriage were, 1. George Lewis, of 
whom hereafter; 2. Frederic Auguftus, flain in battle a- 
gainft the Turks December 13, 16595 3. Maximilian Wil- 
liam, field-marfhal-general 01 the Imperial army, who died 
at Vienna in 1726$ 4. $ophia Charlotta, married to Fre- 
deric I. King of Pruffia j 5. Chfrles Philip, killed in a. bat- 
tle againft the Turks and Tartars in Albania January 2, 
1690; <J. Chriftian, drowned in the Danube near JJkrieJ 
in an engagement againft the French, July 31, 1703 * and 
7. Ernety Auguftus, Bifho'p of Ofnaburg, who was born 
September 17^ 1672, created Duke of York and Albany 
in Great Britain, and Earl of Ulfter in Ireland, June 29, 
1 716, elected Knight of the Garter, Julv 1, iji6, invert- 
ed with the enfigns of that moft noble order at Hanover, 
December 26 following, and inftalled at Windfor, by his 
proxy Sir Adolphus Oughton. on April l^ 1718. He 
died Auguft 14, 1728, unmarried. 

George Lewis, the eldeft fon of Auguftus, was born 
May 28, 1660. At fifteen years of age he accompanied 
his father at the fiege of Tiers or Treves, and gave fignal 
proofs of valour and intrepidity rarely to be met with in 
one of his age. In 1616 and 1677 he attended his father, * 

and gave frelh proofs of courage at the fieges of Mae- 
ftricht and Charleroy; and in 1678 he affifted in the vic- 
tory which the Prince of Orange gained over Marfhal Lux- 
emburg, the French general, near Mons. In 1685 he af- 
lifted at the fiege of Neuheufel, which was taken by a£- 
fault, and the Turkifh army repulfed with the lofi of 5000 
Janizaries. In i<586 he was very ferviceable at the fiege of 
Buda, the capital of Hungary, which the Turks refolutely 
defended, but tl*e Iinperial forces took it by ftorm in the 
very fight of the Turkifli army which was marching to its 
relief j which army was afterwards defeated, and the cam- 
paign 
^Google 
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paign ended with frefh conquefts. The reputation which 
he gained in thefe campaigns was acknowledged in 1685, 
when the Emperor at Vienna prefented him with a (word 
richly fet with diamonds. 

In 1688 a war broke out between the Empire and 
France, which afforded frefh opportunities of diftkiguifhing 
his courage ind cbridtift: . 

In 1698 he Succeeded his father, whereupon he entered 
into a league with King William III. 

In 1700 when, by me death of the Duke of Gloucefter 
there appeared no immediate heir to the crown of Eng- 
land, after the death of King William and his Afteivin-law, 
afterwards Queen Anne, his fifajefty though^ the -interefts 
of his fubje&s too nearly* concerned in the appointment 
of a fucceflbr not to remind theni of it, which he did 
Vfi his fpeech at the meeting of the parliament" in Febru- 
ary 1701. 

TheHoufe of Commons, after the moft foleran delibe* 
ration upon an affair of fuch importance to the future 
jtaolperity of thefe kingdoms, refplvcd, ** That the JPria- 
* cefs Sophia, Duchefi Dowager of Hanover^ Be declared 
« the next in fixcceffion to the crown of England in the 
** proteftant line, after his Majefty, and the Princefi > 
«* and the heirs of their bodies rcfpeitivdy ; and that 
<* further limitation of the crown be to the Grid Prin- 
" cefs Sophia and the heirs of her body, being prote£- 
«« tants." 

A bill being framed upon thefe refolutions was fent up 
totheHoufe of Lords, where it pafled without amendment, 
and on the 13th day of June 1701 received the royal an- 
ient *, and his Majefty Kins William nominated dharies 
Earl of Macclesfield to prelent to her Ele^oral Highncfe 
the a& of parliament, and to deliver to Duke George 
# Lewis the habit and ornaments of the moft noble Order 

of the Garter, into which he had been elefted on the 
1 8th of that month, an4 he was inftalled by proxy on 
March 13, 1702. 

King James II. died at St, Gcrmains September 5, the 
fame year, and the French King was prevailed upon to 
ifiue out orders for proclaiming his pretended fon, under 
the ftile and title of King Tames III. of England, and 
the Vlllth of Scotland : as loon as the news of this ex- 
traordinary breach of faith reached Bang William, an ex- 
prefs was difpatched to the Earl of Manchefter, his Ma- 
jefty's ambaflador at Paris, with orders for him to re- 
turn 
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turn to England without an audience oT leave, and the 
French minifter then refident at London had directions 
to retire. 

King William in his fpeech to his new parliament! on 
the laft day of that year, among other interefting matters 
told them, u He need not prefi them to lay ferioufly to 
" heart, and to confider what further means might be 
u ufcd for fecuring the fucceffion of the crown in 
M the proteftant line, and in extinguifhing the hopes of 
M all pretenders, and their open and fecret abettors." 

The Lords immediately drew up a loyal and fpirited ad- 
drefi to the King, in which they exprefled their refentment 
of the French King's proceedings with refpeft to the pre- 
tender, and affured him, they were ready to rifque their 
lives and fortunes in defence of the proteftant fuc- 
ceffion. 

The Commons were not negligent of fo fair an opportu- 
nity to (hew their zeal. On January 9 they refohed that 
leave be given to bring in a bill for fecuring his Majef- 
jefty's perfon and the lucceffion of the crown in the pro- 
teftant line ; and for extinguifhing the hopes of the pre- 
tended Prince of Wales, &c. &c. They likewife refolved 
to addrefi the King that he would infert an article in all 
his treaties of alliance, importing that, " no peace fhould 
« be made with France until his Majefty and the nation 
« have reparation for the great indignity offered by the 
" French King, in owning and declaring the pretended 
" Prince of Wales King of England, Scotland, and 
« Ireland.* 

As a further fecurity, two bills were paflcd, one for the 
attainder of the pretended Prince of Wales, the other for 
obliging all perfons to abjure him. 

King William died March 8, 170 1-2, and was fucceed- 
ed by the Princefs Anne, confort of Prince George of 
Denmark. Immediately after, her Majefty, by an order of 
privy council, direfted that the Princefs Sophia's name 
mould be inferted in the daily prayers of the church, 
upon which both houfes of parliament addrefled her Ma- 
jefty to return her thanks for her great zeal for the fuc- 
ceffion of the crown in the proteftant line. 

On April 4, 1706, George Auguftus, Electoral Prince George I 
of Bruniwic Ltmeburg, and fon of George Lewis, was 
defbed a Knight Companion of the moft noble order of the 
Garter, whereupon the fbvereign, by her commiffion under 
the great feasor the order, bearing date the 22d of the 
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fame month, cotlftiiuted commiffioners to cany the habk 
and enfigns of the order to the Electoral Prince, and to u> 
veft him therewith 5 but there being no inftallation at 
Windfor till the ele&ion* of William Duke of Devonfhire, 
and John Duke of Argyle, in 1710, hismoft Serene High- 
nefs was inftalled (by his proxy Charles Lord Halifax) with 
them on December the 2ad that year. 

The Queen as a farther mark of her royal favour, was 
gracioufly pleafed, by her letters patent, bearing date at 
Weftminfter November 9, 1706, to create his £le£toral 
HighneCs, a Duke, Marquis, Earl, Vifcount, and Baron 
of England, by the titles of Duke and Marquis of* Cam- 
bridge, Earl of Milford Haven, Vifcount Northallerton, 
and Baron of* Tewkefbury, entailing did fame on the heirs 
tnale of his body for ever. 

The war which had broke out in consequence of the 
French King's prockunation of the pretender having ex- 
tended to the empire, the military affairs of which were fo 
affe&ed by mifmanagement, that his Imperial Majefty rea- 
dily agreed with the confederate powers that it was necef- 
fary to give the command of the army to fome Prince of 
diftinguifhed merit, whofe valour and prudence, joined to a 
large fhare of authority* might prove the means of retriev- 
ing its reputation. No one was fo likely to atnfwer their 
purpofe as the Elector of Hanover, who, at the earneft en- 
treaty of all the allies, took the command, September 13, 
1707, and the fucceffes which enfued fully confirmed the 
prudence of their choice. 

He continued at the head of the army till he could no 
longer brook the difappointments he had met with during 
the laft three campaigns, through the remiflhefs of the Prin- 
ces of the Enlpire in ftirnifhing their promifed quotas ol 
troops, he therefore iignified to the Imperial court his de- 
termination to quit the army. The Emperor was greatly 
alarmed at this refolution, and endeavoured to duTuadp hirr 
from it, promifing that he fliould be fupplied with whai 
forces he pleafed, but his Electoral Highnefs could not Tx 
brought to credit thefe aflurances ; he therefore perfifted ir 
his refolution •, yet continued to fhew his zeal for the caufi 
by leaving his troops with the army of the Empire, whili 
thofe he had with the allies in' the Netherlands continued t< 
fecond them there. 

The office of arch-treafurer of the Empire becominj 
vacant by the profcription of the Ele&or of Bavaria, tha 
honour watt conferred (as had been determined at a diet 
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upon the Ele&or of Hanover, and has ever fine* continued 
in that Houfe. A feparate peace between England and 
France was nearly concluded, when the Queen, on June 6, 
1712, communicated the plan thereof to the houfe of peers, 
and allured them that fhe had fecured the proteftant fuo- 
ceJEon* which France had acknowledged in the ftrongeft 
terms, and that the pretender would be removed out of 
the French dominions. However advantageous this decla- 
ration might appear for the houfe of Hanover, yet his 
Ele&oral Highnefs could not be prevailed upon to be guilty 
of a breach of faith to the allies : Mr. Thomas Harley was 
(eat ambaflador to Hanover, before the conclufion of the 
peace, to endeavour to perfuade the Elector it was his in- 
tercft to co-operate with her Majefty, but his Highnefs 
{hewed that no confidcration of private intereft could in- 
duce him to defert the common caufe ; for being urged 
to become a party in the feparate treaty, he * replied, 
" When it fhall pleafe God to call me to the throne of 
«« Britain, I hope to aft as becomes me for the advantage 
«« of my people, till then fpeak to me as a Pripce of the 
" German empire." A fufpenfion of arms was declared 
.between Great Britain and France in 17 12, and the peace 
was ratified at Utrecht in 171 3, yet the Electoral troops 
continued in the armies of the confederated powers till the 
general peace in 1714. 

The Princefs Sophia died at Herenhaufen June 8, 17 14, 
and her Majefty Queen Anne departed this life in Auguft 
following, whereby the right of his Electoral Highnefs to 
the BritHh, crowns, purfuant to the provifion made by par- 
liament, took place, and he was accordingly, on the day 
of the Queen's death, proclaimed Bang of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, &c. with the ufual ceremonies* 

The houfe of commons, to exprefs their loyalty to their 
new fovereign, paffed the civil lift bill before his Majefty 
arrived in England, which was on September 18, 1714* 
The Archbifhop of Canterbury lent the King his hand when ' 
his Majefty fet foot on fhore ; the regency, with the Lord 
High Chancellor at their head, immediately congratulated 
his Majefty upon his arrival, and every wett-wifher to this 
country exprefied a fincerc fatisfa&ion at the acceffion of 
this moft ferene houfe, from a conviction that BritHh liber- 
ties and the proteftant religion were then under a moft 
faithful guardian, and that pbfterity could not be better fe- 
cured agaift oppreffion and arbitrary power. 

His 
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His Majefty was married November ii, 1682, to Sophia 
Dorothy, only child of his uncle George William Duke of 
Zelle, by whom he had {flue, George Auguftus his fuccef- 
for, and Sophia Dorothy, who was married ^November 28, 
1706, to Frederic WiUiam, afterwards King of Pruffia, and 
died July 5, 1757. 

The royal confort of King George I. died at Aalin No* 
member 2, 1726, N. S. and his Majefty departed this life 
at Ofnaburg, June 11, 1727, on his way to his German 
dominions, in the 68th year of his age, and the 13th of 
his Britifh reign. 
Geo. II. George II. Auguftus, was born OSober 30, 1683, This 
prince very early attended his father in the field, and tho- 
roughly imbibed the principles of that heroic commander. 
In 1708 he made the campaign with the allied army in the 
Netherlands, under the great Duke of Marlborough ; at 
the battle of Oudenarde, fought July 9, he charged the 
houfhold troops of France (word in hand, at the head 
of the Hanoverian dragoons, and although his horfe was 
ihot undqr him, and he was bereaved of the affiftance 
of the commander of the fquadron, yet he bore all down 
before him, and led feveral general officers as prifoners to 
the camp. 

Upon the acceffion of his royal father to the Britifh do- 
minions, his Electoral Highnefs became (by the law of the 
land) Duke of Cornwall, without any formal creation, and 
as Prince of Scotland, was Hereditary Steward to that 
kingdom, Duke of Rothfty, Earl of Carrick, and Baron 
of Renfrew, titles fettled in 13M by Robert m. King of 
Scots on the Prince his eldeft ion, perpetually appropri- 
ating thofe titles to the future Princes of Scotland, as 
fbon as born ; I have before mentioned his being crated 
Duke of Cambridge, &c. and defied Knight of the Gar* 
ter, in the reign of Queen Anne. He attended the King 
Into England, and onOttober 27, 17 14, was created Prince 
of Wales and Earl of Chefter, five days after he had taken 
his feat in the privy cdunciL 
Oft February 18, 1714-15, he was defied Governor of 
. the South Sea Company $ on May 5 following he condeil 
eended to become Captain-general of the Artillery Com- 
pany, and on April 10, 1716, was eleAed Chancellor of 
the Univerfity of DubHnv 

In the year vjt6 he wis appointed lieutenant of 
theie Kingdoms during his royal father's abfence upon as 
vifit to bis German dominions, which office he held front 
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July to January, and had the happinefs to meet with ge- 
neral approbation. ' 

He afcended the throne of Great Britain, and fucceeded 
in the Electoral dominions on his father's death, June n, 
1727, and was crowned Oftober 1 1 following. 

His Majefty departed this life at his Palace at Kenfing- 
ton, October 25, 1760, in the 77th year of his age, and 
34th of a glorious reign. In a public capacity he was al- 
ways considered as a Prince of the greateft bravery, juftice, 
and honefty, of a quick apprehenfion and ready difcern- 
ment ; he was an able warrior, a confummate ftatefman, 
and a benignant governor : in his private life he was re- 
markably temperate and regular, chearful and fociable. 

His remains were, on November 11, interred in the 
royal vault under Henry the Seventh's Chapel in Weft- 
minfter Abbey, and the following infcription was engraved 
on a filver plate, affixed to the lid of the coffin :

His Majefty was married on Auguft 2, 1705, to Wil» 
helmina Carolina, eldeft daughter of John Frederic Marg- 
grave of Brandenburg Anfpach by his fecond wife 
Beano* Erdmuth Louifa, daughter of John George Duke 
of Saxe EHenach: fhe was born March t, 1683, and 
died at St. James's on November 20, I737> univerfally 
regretted, as a Princefe of uncommon lagacity, and a 
moft extraordinary pattern of conjugal virtue. Her re- 
mains were depofited in the royal vault above mentioned 
December 17, with the following infcription on a filver 
pbte affixed to the coffin :

6. William Auguftus Duke of Cnmberland, of whom 
prefently. 

7. Princefs Mary, born February 22, 1723, married to 
his Serene Highnefe Prince Frederic of Heffe Caffel on May 
8, 1740, and died January 14, 1772. 

8. Princefs Lotiifa, born December 7, 1724, married 
November 30, 1743, to Frederic V. Prince Royal, after- 
wards King of Denmark ; fhe died December 8, 1 75 1. 

William Auguftus Duke of Cumberland, youngeft fbn 
of King George II. was born at Leicefter-houfe on April 

15, 1 72 1. On the revival of the moft honourable Ordei 
of the Bath on June 17, 1725, his Royal Highnefs was uv 
foiled firft Knight Companion of that Order. On J11I3 
27, 1726, he was created Baron of the Ifle of Aldemey 
Vifcount of Trematon in the county of Cornwall, Earl oj 
Kennington in the county of Surry, Marquis of Berk 
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hamfted in the county of Hertford, and Duke of the county 
of Cumberland. On May 18, 1730, he was elefted Knight 
of the moft noble Order of the Garter, and on June 18 
following was inftalled at "Windfor. The particular atten- 
tion which was paid to the education of this prince by hi* 
royal parents, were amply rewarded by a proficiency that 
did honour to the preceptor, at the fame time that it dis- 
covered an extenfive genius in the pupil. His talents were 
equally for the field or cabinet, in the former of which he 
was greatly encouraged by his father, who early initiated 
him in all the theoretical parts of military discipline, of 
which his Majefty was reputed to be one of the beft judges 
in Europe. 

On April 25, 1739* be was appointed colonel of the 
fecond regiment of foot guards; on February 20, 1742-3, 
he was promoted to the command of the firft regiment of 
foot guards, and on May 17 following he was, by his Ma- 
jetty's command, introduced into the privy council, and 
took his feat at the upper end of the board on the 
King's left hand. 

His Royal Highnefs was advanced to the rank of Major- 
general, on February 22, 1742-3, and having attended his 
Majefty to the allied army, began the practical part of war 
under his infpeftion. His bravery at the battle of Det- 
tingen is too well known to need any encomiums, and the 
wound which he received proved that he was equally en- 
dangered with thole of his fellow-foldiers. On the 16th 
of July the fame year, the Duke was conftituted Lieutenant- 
general of his Majefty*s armies. 

The dangerous fituation of the Britifh affairs upon the 
continent induced the King to appoint the Duke of Cum- 
berland Captain-general and Commander in Chief of the 
forces in the beginning of the year 1745. The battle of 
Fontenoy proved difadvantageous to the allies, yet by the 
diligent attention and prudent management or his Royal 
Highnefs, the enemy were in a great meafure deprived of 
the benefit of their viftory. 

The unnatural rebellion which broke out in England 
about this time was got to an incredible alarming height, 
when the univerfal voice of his country pointed out his 
Royal Highnefs as the moft able and trufty officer to take 
the command againft the rebel army; and the decifive vic- 
tory gained at Culloden on April 16, 1746, was entirely 
attributed to the prudent meafures taken by their royal 
commander* 
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The univerfal acclamations of joy which attended his 
Royal Highnefs on the road to, and at his arrival in Loo- 
don, were greater than can be conceived, and the gratitude 
of die people was demonftrated by their reprefentatives in 
parliament, who pafled a bill whereby an additional reve- 
nue of twenty-five thoufand pounds per annum was fet- 
tled upon his Royal Highnefs and his heirs male ; and on 
July 12 he was appointed Ranger and Keeper of Windfor 
Great Park. 

On January 3, 1747, his Royal Higbnefc fet out for the 
allied* army, to the command of which he had been appoint- 
ed by the unanimous confent of the confederates. The 
courage of the Britifh and inaftivity of the Dutch, both of 
which in the battle of Val (this campaign) had been 
nicely attended to by the French King, drew from that 
monarch this obfervation ; " The Britifh, I perceive, not 
« only pay all but fight all.* 

Upon the death of Frederic Prince of Wales, his Royal 
Highnefs accepted the chancellorfhip of the univerfity of 
St. Andrews in Scotland, and that of Dublin in Ireland. 
On Oftober 29, 1751, he had a grant of the lodge and 
walks in Cranbourn^Chace, Wmdfor-Foreft. 

In the laft war, which was declared May 18, 1756, his 
.Royal Highnefs was appointed to command an army of 
obfervation, compofed of Hanoverians, Heffians and other 
troops of the German States, for the defence of the Elec- 
toral territories; but not being intended for aftion, it vras 
much inferior to that of the enemy, whofe encroachments 
obliged the Duke to give them battle at Beakefield, in 
which the French were defeated ; their numbers however 
were fo far fuperior that it was impoffible for the Duke's 
army to ftand againft them in the battle of Haftenbeck* 
His Royal Highnefs, after that a&ion, which laid the Elec- 
toral dominions open to the enemy, retreated to Stade, 
and, on September 8 concluded, at Clofter Seven, a con- 
vention for his father's German territories. 

His Highnefs refigned all his military employments fboi^ 
after his arrival in London on Oftober 11, 1757* From 
that time he lived a private life, wherein he displayed the 
benevolence of his heart by conftantly employing niimbers 
of the poor in his works and improvements at Windfor 3 
and, in national concerns, proved himfelf a true patriot and 
* lover of his country. 

His death, which was fudden, occafioned by the fuddec 

burfting of a blood veflel in the head, happened at his 
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houfe in Upper Grofvcnor-ftreet, London, on O&ober 31, 
1765, and as he lived univerfidly beloved, fo he died 
equally lamented. His remains were interred in the royal 
vault in "Weftminfter Abbey, with all military pomp and 
ceremony,* on November 9 following. On the lid of the 
coffin was a filver plate, on which was engraved the fallow- 
ing infcription :

Frederic-Lewis, Prince of Wales, was bom at Hanover 
January 20, and baptized on February 4, 1706-7. On. 
December 24, 1716, he was eleded x>ne of the Knights 
Companions of the moft noble Order of the Garter, and 
inftalled at Windfor {by his proxy Sir Samuel Lennard, 
Knight and Baronet) on April 30, 17 18, and his Majefiy 
taking into confideration his great merks was pleafed, on 
July 15, 1726, to create him Baron of Snaudon in the 
county of Caernarvon, Vifcount, pf Launcefton in the 
county of Cornwall, Earl of Eltham in, the , county of 
Kent, Marquis of the Ifle of Ely in the county of Cam- 
bridge, and Duke of the city of Edinburgh in Scotland. 

On November 28, 1727, he was conftitutcd Governor 
and Firft Commiffioner for building the royal hofpitai at 
G r e enw ich. Upon the demife of his royal grandfather he 
was fent for into England, and landed at Harwich on De-i 
cember 3, 1728, (being the firft time -of his coming into 
that kingdom)} and by his MajeftyV command, being in- 
troduced into the privy-council on December x8, he took 
his feat at the upper end of the board, on his Majefty's 
right hand. On January 8, 1728-9, bearing then the 
titles of Prince of Great Britain. &c* he was created Prince 
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of Wales and Earl of Chefter, and the next day received 
his fummons to parliament, in confequence of 'which he 
took his feat in the houfe of peers, on the right hand of 
the throne of ftate, as was fettled by that noble houfe, 
Die Mercurii, 30 Die Martii 1660. 

Having been elected chancellor of the univerfity of Dub- 
lin, he was on June 18, 1729, fworn into that office, in 
prefence of the heads of that learned feminary, who came 
over for that purpofe. 

An aft having palled in 1750 for the encouragement of 
the Britifh white-herring fifhery, and a charter of corpora- 
tion having been granted in confequence thereof on Octo- 
ber 1 1 that year, in which his Royal Highnefs was nomi- 
nated governor, he went in ftate to Fifhmonger's Hall to 
receive the faid charter. 

His Royal Highnefs was married at St. James's chapel 
on April 27, 1736, to Augufta, younger daughter of 
Frederic II. Duke of Saxe-Gotha. The iflue of this 
marriage were, 

1. Princefs Augufta, born at St. James's palace, July 
31, and baptized Auguft 29, 1737. She was married at 
St. James's January 17, 1764, to Charles-William-Ferdi- 
nand, hereditary Prince of Brunfwic-Wolffenbuttel. 

2. George III. William-Frederic, our prefent moft gra- 
cious fovereign. 

3. Prince Edward- Auguftus Duke of York, of whom 
hereafter. 

4. Princefs Elizabeth-Carolina, born at Norfolk-houfe in 
St. James's-fquare, December 30, 1740, and baptized Ja- 
nuary 24 following. She died September 4, 1759* and 
was buried in Weftminfter-Abbejr. 

5. Prince William-Henry, 0/ whom under his title of 
Earl of Conaught. 

6. Prince Henry-Frederic, the prefent Duke of Cum- 
berland, and Earl of Dublin. 

7. Princefs Louifa-Ann, born at Leicefter-houfe, Marcl 
8, 1748-0, and baptized April 1 following. She died Ma] 
I 3> J 76*C and was buried eight days after in Weitanin- 
fter-Abbey. 

8. Prince Frederic-William, born at Leicefter-hou 
May 30, and baptized June 17, 1750. He died 
ber 29, 1765, and was buried in Weftminfter- Abbey J| 
nuary 4 following. 

9. Princefs Carolina-Matilda, born (after the death of 1 
royal father) at Leicefter-houfe July 11, 1751, and ba 
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tizedthe I2d of the fame month. OnOftober i, 1766, 
her Royal Highnefs was married by proxy at St. James's 
to Chriftian VII, King of Denmark. On November 8, 
4he made her public entry into Copenhagen the capital of 
Denmark, and on the evening of the fame day the royal 
nuptials were fblemnized in the chapel of Chriftianburg. 
Her Majefty departed this life at Zelle May 10, 1775, and 
was buried there three days after. 

The royal father of this numerous progeny, from the 
time of his arrival, gave undoubted demonftrations of 
zeal and attachment to the interefts of Great Britain. He 
received with the greateft affability the deputies from dif- 
ferent parts of the Kingdom, who were commifBoned by 
their respective corporations to prefent his Royal Highnefs 
with their freedom* In particular, he complied with the 
requeft of the worfhipful company of fadler$ if* the city of 
London, and became their matter, wfyich h$ continued to 
be the remainder at his life. 

His Royal Highnefs died March 20, 1 750-1, and was 
buried April 13 following, in the Royal vault in Weftmin- 
fter-Abbey. On a filyer plate affixed to the coffin was 
this infcription :

Her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Dowager of Wiles 
departed this life, at Carlton-Houfe in Pall-Mail, on Feb. 
8, 1772, and was buried the 15th in the royal vault 'in 
Weftminfter-Abbey.

His Royal Highnefs Edward-Augnftus, ftcond fi>n of 
Frederic-Lewis Prince of Wales, was born at Norfolk? 
Houfe March 14, 1738-9, and baptized April 11 follow- 
ing. He was defted Knight of the moft noble Order of 
the Garter March 18, 1751, and inftalled at Windfor 
June 4 following. On April' 1, 1760, his royal grand- 
father was pleafed to grant to him and the heirs male of 
his body, the aignities of a Duke of the kingdom of Great 
Britain, and of Earl of the kingdom of Ireland, by the 
names, ftiles, and titles of, Duke of York and Albany in 
the former, and Earl of Ulfter in the latter kingdom. He 
took the oaths and his feat in the Englifh houfe of peers, 
in corifequence of his fummons by writ, on May p fol- 
lowing j and two days; after the acceffion of his prefen^ 
Majefty (viz. Oft. 27, 1760,) he was appointed one of 
the privy-council, and being immediately fworn in took 
his place at the board accordingly. "" ' 

Having {hewn an early inclination to the maritime de- 
partment, he was appointed* a midfhipman in the royal 
navy on July 5, 1758 ; and the fame month embarked on[ 
board the Eflex, commanded by Commodore (now Vifcount) , 
ftowe, upon an expedition againft Cherburg in Normandy^ 
the bafons and fortifications of which they deftroyed, to- 
gether with all the veflels in the harbour; and having 
raifed great contributions, for the fecurity of which they 
detained hoftages, they ffeimbarked and returned to Eng- 
land, bringing with them feveral beautiful pieces of large 
brafs cannon from the batteries of the town. In Septem- 
ber following he again embarked in Commodore Howe's 
{hip, and failed upon an expedition againft St. Malo's, the 
reduftion of which was found impracticable. 

Having gone through the inferior ftations of midfhipman 
and lieutenant, he was, on June 19, 1759, appointed cap- 
tain of his Majeft/s fhip Phoenix of fortyrfour guns. Ori 
the 28th of next month he failed from Plymouth on board 

the 
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die Hero, commanded by the preftnt- Lprd. Edgpumbe, 
and upon joining the fleet off Breft, wts cooaplimented 
by Sir Edward (now Lord) Hawke, and. all the other flag- 
officers and captains of the fquadron. He r#urned with 
Sir Edward to Plymouth Sound on Oftobjer, 13, and {003 
after landing fet off for London* '. , ; , 

On March 31, 1761, Ju> Royal Highnefs, wap appointed 
rear-admiral of the bine, and was fworn in. at the admi* 
ralty on the 8th of next month. 

The comMwn-conncilof London on June 5/ 1761, voted 
that the freedom of their city fhould be prdfented to .his 
Royal Highnefs in a gold box of 150 guineas value, as 9 
teftimony of their dutiful affe&ion to their foyereign, and 
as a pledge of their grateful refpeft to his Royal Highnefs, 
far his early entrance into the naval fervice of bis King 
and country, the nobleft and moft effectual bulwark of the 
wealth, reputation, and independence of, this, commercial 
nation, and that his Royal Highnefs be humbly re;quefted to 
honour the city by his acceptance of the fajdfreedoni. His 
Royal Highnefs having fignified his confent to accept of this 
token of the citizens efteem, Sir Msthew Blakifton, lord 
mayor, acepmpanied by twdve other aldermen, together 
with the mailer of the grocers company, attended by ^ 
committee of his brethren, waited on his Highnefs on July 
12, when the matter of the grocers company preicnted him 
with the freedom of that fociety, and the comptroller of 
the chamber of London delivered that of the city. 

At his brother's nuptials September 8, 176!, his Royal 
Highnefs as chief fupporter to the royal bride walked on 
her right hand ; and at the proceffion of the enfuing coro- 
nation on the 22d of that month, appeared in his robes as 
firft prince of the blood. 

On June 23, 1762, he hoifted his flag at Spithead on 
board the Princefs Amelia (whereof Lord Howe was cap- 
tain) and (ailed with the fleet under Sir Edward Hawke, upon 
a cruize on the coafts of France, Spain, and Portugal, from 
which he returned in Auguft following. ' 

His Royal Highnefs on the 28th of next month fet fail 
with a fmall fquadron to the Bay of Bifcay, and returning 
thence to Plymouth on O&ober 30, was elefted high-ftew- 
ard of that corporation, and about the fame time was pre- 
ferred to be vice-admiral of the blue ; on November 14 fol- 
lowing he failed with the 'fleet under Sir Ctyurks Hardy on 
a cruize to the weftward, and returned the next month. 

On 
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On September 22d, 1763, his Royal Highnefs fet fail 
from Plymouth, to make a tour to feveral of the principal 
courts of Europe; and having vifited Lifbon, Genoa, the 
moft noted cities in Italy, and feveral parts of France, re- 
turned to Dover, on Auguft 3 1. 

His Royal Highnefs on July 7, 1767, fet out for Aix- 
h-Chapclle, vifited the King of Pruffia, and feveral courts 
in-G&manyi **& m t ^ e 27th was at the court of France 
where he was magnificently entertained. From thence pro- 
ceeding to Monaco, capital of the principality of that name, 
in the territories of Genoa in Upper? Italy, he was there 
feized with a malignant fever, of which he died on Sep- 
tember 17, to the great grief of their Majefties, the royal 
family, and the whole nation. The royal corpfe was put on 
board his Majefty's (hip Montreal, which arrived at the 
Nore on Oftober 30, when it was removed on board the 
Mary yacht, and was landed at Greenwich hofpital No- 
vember 2, from whence it was conveyed to the Prince's 
Chamber at Weftminfter, and was interred on the even- 
ing of the 3d in the royal vault in Henry the Seventh's 
chapel, with the accuftomed c ere mo n y. 

His Royal , Highnefs was Fellow of the Royal Society, 
find Prefident of the London Hofpital.

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count of Launcefton, Baron of, Renfrew and Snaudon, 
Lord of the Ifles, and Steward of Scotland; but the 
dutchy of Cornwall was merged in the crown. On 
April 20, 1 751, his Majefty in council held at St, James's 
ordered letters patent for creating his Royal Highnefs 
Prince of Wales, &c. He had been (in the lifetime of 
his father) elected a Knight companion of the moft noble 
Order of the Garter on June 22, 1749* and inftalled at 
Windfor July 12, 1750, by his proxy William Earl of 
Inchiquiiu 

At a general court of the proprietors of the Britifh 
herring fifhery held on December 3, 1753, his Royal 
Highnefs was ele&ed governor thereof, and gracioufly ac- 
quiefced in the choice they had made in his favour. 

On the death of his royal grandfather the crown of 
Great Britain, &c. devolved on his Royal Highnefs on Oc- 
tober 25, 1760, and he was proclaimed on Sunday the 
26th with the ufual folemnities. 

His Majefty was married at the chapel in St. James's pa- 
lace on September 8, 176*,. to her Serene Highnefs the 
Princeft Sophia Charlotte of Meckletiburg-Strelitz, youngeft 
daughter of Charles-Lewfc-Fr£deric Duke -of MecklenbuTg- 
Strelitz, by his confort Albertiria-Elizabeth, daughter of 
Erneft-Frederic Duke of Saxe-Hildburghaufen 5 their Ma- 
jefties were crowned at Weftminfter on the 2 2d of the 
fame month, by Dr, Thomas Seeker Archbifliop of Can- 
terbury, who alfo married them. By his faid royal coft- 
fort, whp w^s bom May 19, .17449 his Majefty has 
iftue, 

1/ George- Auguftus-Frederic, Prince of Wales, Duke 
of Cornwall, &c. His Royal Highnefs was born Auguft 
12, 1762, at St. James's palace, and baptized in the 
council chamber there on the 8th of September follow- 
ing , on Auguft 17, 1 762, his royal father ordered let- 
ters patent for creating him Prince of Wales, and Earl of 
Chefter, with the ufual limitation; in 1765, his Royal 
Highnefs was elected a Knight Companion of the moft 
noble Order of the Garter, and was inftalled ^t Windfor 
July 25, 1 77 1, and is Captain-general of the artillery 
company, alio High Steward of Plymouth.

Their Royal Highnefles by the female line, being des- 
cended from the houfe of Mecklenburg, we have inferted 
the following fhort account of that illuftrious family. 

HOUSE of MECKLENBURG. 

The dutchy of Mecklenburg was anciently under the fame 
jurifdi&ioo with the counties of Schwerin, Roftock, and 
Stargard. Its firft inhabitants were the Heruli, Venedi, and 
others, known under the general appellation of Vandals j 
a free and brave people who were never fubdued by the 
Romans, and fo renowned for their warlike atchievements, 
that the Emperor Charles the Great though he had almoft 
a*continual war againft the Saxons, yet he never chofe to 
provoke the Heruli. 

Antyrius, who was brought up under the care of an 
Amazon, near the lakes Mceotides in Scythia, having 
praftifed the art of war under Alexander the Great, put 
himfelf at the head of the Heruli, and aflumed the title of 
King. Quitting the pofleffions in Scythia, which defend- 
ed to him from his anceflors, and having under his com- 
mand a body of warlike people, he embarked with them on 
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board his fleet, the principal vefiel of which having de- 
p&ed on her ftern the head of an ox, it has ever fince 
been retained as the arms of the dutchy j but the horns, 
which were borne white until the time of the Emperor 
Charles the fourth, were by him ordered to be depi&ed 
gold, and at the lame time, a coronet of gold to be 
added in token of their defcent from fo ancient a race of 
Kings. 

Antyrius and his companions arriving at the river Oder, 
poflefied themfelves of an extenfive traft of country, where 
they built feveral towns which they fortified with . ftrong 
caftles, about the year of the world 3684, or 320 years be- 
fore the birth of Chrift. 

To Antyrius, fucceeded his fon Anavas, father of 
Alimer, the third King of the Heruli, who died A. M. 
3908, when he was fucceeded by his fon Antyrius. IL who 
reigned 62 years, and was father of Hutterus, King of the 
Heruli, who died A* D. 35, when the fovereignty devolved 
upon his fon Vitifilaus I. who governed 56 years, and was 
fucceeded by his fon Vitiflaus, who deceafed A.D. 127, 
his fon Alaric L was father of Dietric who afcended the 
throne A. D. 162, and died in 201, when his fon Teneric 
fucceeded ; he was father of Alberic L who obtained the 
government on the death of Teneric in 237, and . enjoyed 
it till his deceafe in 292, when his fon Wifimar fucceeded ' 
and reigned 48 years; Miciflaus I. who died A.D. 388, 
was the fon of Wifimar, and the laft King of the 
Heruli. 

Rhadagaftus L ion of Wifimar, affumed the title of 
King of the Vandals both in Europe and Africa, he died 
in 405, when his fon Corifco fucceeded and reigned five 
years ; Gunderic, fon of Corifco, was the third King of 
the Vandals, and dying in 426, his ion Genferic, fucceed- 
ed as King of the Vandals in Africa, to whom in 477 
fucceeded Vifilaus II. who died in 486, and left Alaric II. 
who reigned till 507, when his fon Alberic II. became 
King; he reigned 21 years, and was fucceeded by his fon 
John, father of Rhadagaftus II. who died 613, when his 
ion Vifilaus III. became King of the Vandals on the Bal- 
tic, but was afterwards ftiled King of the Venedi, and 
dying in A.D. 652, the kingdom of Wenden or the Ve- 
nedi, was fucceffively enjoyed by fifteen monarchs in a re- 
gular defcent, the laft of whom Pribiflaus II. fucceeded to 
the throne in 1 159, when the country was , in the utmoft 
confufion, Henry the Lion, Duke of Brunfwic, having 
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fubdued great part thereof, and at the fame time, its 
coafts were infulted by the fleet of Waldemar, King of 
Denmark, after defeating the naval power of Pribiflaus, 
who was obliged to fue for peace and obtained it ; but upon 
terms difhonourable to himfelf and prejudicial to the inter- 
efts of his fubje&s. 

This peace, fo difadvantageous to the vanquifhed, did not 
content the conqueror, who feemed determined to extirpate 
the Vandal race, which at length he effefted after the battle 
of Demmin $ in confequence oi which the kingdom of the 
Venedi was deftroyed, yet their prince was faved, and in 
fpite of adverfe fete, his illuftrious race ftill happily reigns 
over the country once inhabited by that ancient nation. 

Pribiflaus, after the fubverfion of his throne and the ex- 
termination of his people, was referved by providence for a 
reiteration more amazing than the very revolution whereby 
he had been ftripped of his dominions. The condition of 
this Prince appeared at the fame time quite defperate, all 
hopes of a recovery of his ancient inheritance were entirely 
at an end; his fubje&s were either killed, banifhed, or 
made flaves ; his country poflefied by his enemies 5 and him- 
felf an exile, deftitute of friends or allies. Yet by a moil 
extraordinary turn of fortune was he reftored to his domi- 
nions by the Conqueror himfelf, who, to cancel the me- 
mory of paft grievances, endeavoured by a profusion of kind 
aftions to repair the injuries he had committed, and to 
make that Prince his friend whom he was afraid of having 
injured beyond all hopes of forgivenefs. But Pribiflaus dif- 
played his magnanimity by the fincerity of his reconcilia- 
tion -, and in confequence of fo happy an event Vandalia 
rofe more beautiful than ever. A marriage foon after took 
place between Henry, the fon of Pribiflaus, and Mechtild, 
the daughter of Henry the Lion, which was the commence- 
ment of the alliance and friendfhip which has ever fince 
fubfifted between the houfes of Brunfwic and Mecklenburg, 
and is now moft firmly cemented by the aufpicious nuptials 
of their prefent Majefties of Great Britain. 

Pribiflaus received from Henry the Lion, all the country 
between the Elbe and the Baltic, except Schwerin : he was 
afterwards baptized at Lunenburgh by the Abbot of St. 
Michael, and his zeal for chriftianity appeared upon many 
occasions. Among other afts of his pious bounty, the mo- 
naftery of Dobran ftands a lafting monument of the foun- 
der's charity. He repaired throughout his dominions, as 
far as he was able, the devaftations of the late war, found- 
ed 
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ed Roftock, and rebuilt Mecklenburg, which was originally 
founded by Antyrius. 

Pribiilaud died at Luneburg, O&ober i, 1178, and wast 
interred in the monaftery of Dobran (together with his 
wife, who was a daughter of Poiflava King of Norway) 
where his epitaph ftiles Urn, " Pribiflaus dei gratia He- 
a rulorum, Vagriorum, Circipcenorum, Polamborum, Obo- 
w tritarum, Kiffinorum, Vandalumque Rex." 

Henry Burevinus I. fucceeded his father Pribiflaus, as 
Prince of Wenden and Mecklenburg ; his marriage with 
Mechtikl, daughter of Henry the Lion, enriched the veins 
of his descendants with the blood of Witekind the Great, 
and his Saxon anceftors. By this means the prefent houfe 
of Mecklenburg may vie with the houfe ot Brunfwic in 
their claim to the Saxon linage, fince both are equally 
and by the fame means, though at different periods, des- 
cended from Harderic, King of the Saxons. If we com- 
pare the male line of each houfe, we fhall find near 700 
years difference in favour of Mecklenburg ; and if we 
allow the houfe of Brunfwic to take advantage of the fe* 
male Saxon line, even then the male line of. her Majefty » 

Queen Charlotte, in point of antiquity, exceeds by about 
230 years, which was the time Antyrius, King of the 
Heruli, the founder of the Vandal, now the Mecklen- 
burg race, flourilhed before Harderic the Patriarch of the 
Saxon line. 

This Prince (whofe half brother Canute, was diftinguifh- 
ed as titular Prince of Mecklenburg, and died without 
iflue, A. D. 1 183.) refigned the government to his two 
fons, Henry Burevinus II. andNiclotus, A. D. 12195 the 
former took pofleffion of Guftrow or Werle, and the Iat* 
ter of Mecklenburg ; he died in 1227. 

The pofleffions of thofe two Princefs, for want of iflue 
of the younger, fell to the two fons of Henry Burevinus 
II. named John the Divine, and Niclotus ; the latter took 
Guftrow, and the former Mecklenburg, which diviflon con- 
tinued for near two centuries. 

John the Divine was fucceeded at his death in 1264, 
by his fon, Henry of Jerufalem, who married Anaflatia, 
daughter of Barnimus I. King of Pomerania, and dying 
in 1308, the principality of Mecklenburg devolved upon 
his fon 

Henry the Lion, who died A. D. 1329, when his two 
fons Albert I. and John I. divided the dominions, the for- 
mer chuiing Mecklenburg, the latter Stargard, 

Theft 
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Thefc Princes at "their acceffion, affumed (as their fore- 
others had conftantly done, fince the time of Pribiflaus) 
the titles of Princes or Dukes, and ftood fo high in the 
favour of the Emperor Charles IV. that they were created 
Dukes of their refpe&ive territories, and Princes of the 
Empire, at the diet of Prague, A. D. 1349. 

Ulric II, great-grandfon of John Duke of Stargard, 
above-mentioned, married Catharine, heirefs of the prin- 
cipality of Guftrow, defcended direftly from Niclotus, 
brother to John the Divine, whereby Guftrow and Star- 
gard became united, and for want of male-iflue, rev erte d 
to the elder line, in the perfon of Henry the Fat, here- 
after-mentioned. 

Albert I. who was created Duke of Mecklenburg, mar- 
ried Euphemia, fifter to Magnus, King of Sweden, by 
whom he had two fons, Albert II. made Sling of Swe- 
den in 13371 and died in 1407 j and Magnus I. who be- 
came Duke of Mecklenburg 9 and married Agnes, daugh- 
ter of Barnimus, the fourth King of Pomerania, by whom 
he had John II. his fucceflbr, in 1384, who died in 1423, 
leaving by his wife Catharine, daughter of Eric IV. Duke 
of Saxe-Lunenburg, two fons, John III. who died without 
iflue A. D. 1443, and Henry the Fat, in whom Guftrow 
and Stargard became again united, with the other part of 
the ancient poflef&ons of this houfe, whereby he became 
Duke of all Mecklenburg 5 he married Dorothy, daughter 
of Frederic I. Eleftorof Brandenburg, and dying in 1477, 
was fucceeded by his eldeft fon Albert V. who died in 
1483 5 and was fucceeded by his brother Magnus III. who 
married Sophia, daughter of Eric II.' Duke of Pomerania, 
but died A.D. 1503, after having founded the cathedral 
of Roftock, and a nunnery at Sarentin. 

The iflue of Magnus III. were a daughter, Sophia, mar- 
ried to John, Eleftor of Saxony ; and two fons, 1. Henry, 
furnamed the Pacific, who fucceeded his father, and mar- 
ried Urfula, daughter of John Eleftor of Brandenburg, by 
whom he had an only daughter, Sophia, married to Er- 
neft of Zelle, Duke of Luneburg. Tbk prince, who died 
without furviving iflue, February 6, 1552, obtained his 
furname by his ftrift attachment to die happinefs and 
welfare of his fubjefts, and raifed his reputation to fb high 
a degree that he was ftiled the father of his country ; 2. 
Albert VI. furnamed the Fair, who died before his brother, 
on January 10, 1547. He married Anne, daughter of 
Joachim I. Eleftor of Brandenburg* 

John 
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John Albert I. deleft Ton of Albert the Fair, fucceeded 
his father in Guftrow, and his uncle in the dtitchy of 
Schwerin. He had feveral brothers, of 1 whom Ulric 
was Bifhop of Schwerin, Chriftopher Bifhop of Ratzen- 
burg, and Charles was Bifhop of the fame lee. The fe- 
cond and fourth of thefe brethren, in turn, fucceeded 
to Guftrow upon the resignation of Albert I. when he 
had got Schwerin. 

John Albert I. endowed the univerfity of Roftock, with 
lands of fome diflblved monafteries, and eftablifhed the 
proteftant religion in his dominions. He married Anna 
Sophia, daughter of Albert, Duke of Pruffia, and died 
A. D. 1576, being fucceeded in Schwerin by John IV. 
his ion, who married Sophia, daughter of Adolph* Duke 
of Holftein Gottorp, and at his death in 1592, two lines 
were formed by his two fons Adolph Frederic, the elder, 
who became Duke of Schwerin, and John Albert II. who 
fucceeded to Guftrow upon the refignation of Charles, 
the laft Duke, in whofe favour his brother and predeceflbr 
had relinquished his claim a few years before. Thefe 
Princes, for affifting Chriftiern IV. King of Denmark, 
were profcribed A. D. 1628, but reftored by the vic- 
torious arms of Guftavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
A. D. 163 1. 

John Albert II. of Guftrow, married Margaret-Elizabeth, 
daughter of Chriftopher, Bifhop of Ratzenburg, and af- 
terwards, Eleanora-Maria, daughter of Chriftian I. Prince 
of Anhalt Dernburg \ by the former he had two fons 
who died in their infancy, and two daughters; by the 
tatter, among other children, he had Guftavus Adolphus, 
whole daughter Mary, married into the Schwerin branch, 
and the pofleffions of Guftrow and Schwerin, for want of 
forviving male iflue in the former, became reunited in the 
elder branch of the family, as will be feen. 

We return to Adolph Frederic I. the Patriarch of both 
the prefenr*koufes of Schwerin and Strelitz. He died Fe- 
bruary 27, 1658, having firft married Anna Maria, daugh- 
ter of Enno, Count of Eaft Friefland ; fecondly, Maria 
Catherina, daughter of Julius Erneft, Duke of Brunfwic j 
by the former, he had iflue, 1. Chriftian-Lewis I. who 
fucceeded in Schwerin, but died without iflue, June 11, 
1692 j 2. Sophia Agnes, Abbefs of Rhune ; 3. Charles, 
who poflefled Mirow, and died without iflue, Auguft 21, 
1670; 4. Anna Maria, who died unmarried June 4, 1680; 
5. John George, who fucceeded his brother Charles in 
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Mirow, and died July 9, 1675, iffuekfs \ 6. Hedwig, who 
died an infant ; 7. Guftavus Adolphus, Canon of Straf- 
burgb, who died unmarried in 1670; and 8. Juliana, 
who died in her infancy. The iflue by the fecond Dutcheft, 
which lived to maturity were, 1. Juliana Sibylla, who died 
O&ober 2, 1701; a. Frederic h\ 3. ChrHtiana, Abbefi 
of Ganderfheim, who died June 30, 1693 ; 4. Maria Eli- 
zabeth, alfo Abbefs of Ganderfheim, who died April 24, 
*7*3> 5* Anna Sophia, who died Auguft 17, 1694, un- 
married ; and 6. Adolph Frederic II. 

Frederic I. above mentioned, pofiefied Grabow, but 
dying April 23, 1688, before his brother Christian Lewis, 
the dutchy of Schwerin fell to his fon Frederic William, 
his reprefentative, and confequently heir to the bft Duke. 
He died without iflue, July 24, 17139 and was fucceeded 
by his brother, 

Charles Leopold, who married Catharine, daughter of 
John, Czar of Ruffia, by whom he had a daughter, Eli- 
zabeth-Catharine-Chriftina, afterwards called Anne, who 
Was mother to Ivan, Emperor of Ruffia, who was depofcd 
in 1741* and murdered July 15, 1764. 

Charles Leopold dying without male iflue, was fucceed- 
ed by s his brother Chriftian Lewis II. whofe fon Frederic 
II. fucceeded him at his death, on April 30, 1756. 

We muft now return to Adolph Frederic II. the fecond 
ion to Adolph Frederic I. of Grabow ; he obtained Strc- 
lkz, and married three wives, firft, Mary, daughter of 
Guftavus Adolphus, Duke of Guftrow, by whom he had 
iflue, one fon, Adolph Frederic III. who fucceeded in Stre- 
litz; and five daughters, Magdalena-Amelia, Maria, and 
Eleanort-Wilhelmina, which three died infants 5 Guftara- 
Carolina, who married Chriftian-Lewis II. Duke of Meck- 
lenburg Schwerin, and died in 1748 ; and Sophia-Carolina, 
who died an infant. By his fecond confort, Joanna, daugh- 
ter of Frederic Duke of Saxe-Gotha, he had no iflue ; 
but by his third wife, Chriftina-Emilia-Antoift, daughter 
of Chriftian-William, Prince of Schwartzburgh Sonder- 
haufen, he had one' fon, Charles-Lewis-Frederic I. born on 
February 23, 1708, and mah-ied A.D. 1734, to Albcrtina 
Elizabeth, daughter of Erncft Frederic, Duke of Saxe 
HUdburghaufen, by whom he had iflue, ten children.

Hii Royal Highnefs Frederic, his Majeft/t fecond fon, 
Prince, Bifbop of Qfoaburgh, Duke of York and Albany 
in Great Britain, Earl of the province of Ulfter in the 
kingdom of Ireland, Knight of the moft noble Order of 
the Gaiter, and of the moft honorable Order of the 
Bath, Lieutenant-General of his Majefty'* forces, Colonel 
of the fecond regiment of foot guards, and one of his 
Majefty's moft honorable Privy-Council: 

His Royal Highnefs was born 16 Auguft, 1763, and 
was elefted Bifhop of Ofnaburgh 27 February, 1764, at 
a chapter of the moft honorable Order of the Bath, held 
30 December, 1767, he was inverted with the enfigns of 
the order, and inftalled in King Henry VII. chapel 15 
June, 1 772 j he was elected 19 June, 1771, a Knight 
Companion of the moft noble Order of the Garter, and 
inftalled at Windfor 25 July following; his Royal High- 
nefs is a Lieutenant-General and Colonel of the fecond re- 
giment of foot guards, and by letters patent, dated 17 
November, 1784; his Majefty was pleafed to create him 
Duke of York and Albany in Great Britain, and Earl of 
the province of Ulfter in the kingdom of Ireland j and 
on the 27 of November, 1787, after his return from 
Germany, where he had been foxne time, he was intro- 
duced and took his feat in the Britifh Houfe j of Peers ; his 
Majefty was likewife pleafed to appoint him of his moft 
honourable Privy Council.

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ILLIAM HENRY, the third fon of Frederick, late 
Prince of Wales, was born 14 November, 1743; at a 
Chapter of the moft Noble Order the Garter, held at Su 
James's, 27 May 1762, he was elected a Knight Companion, 
and inftalled at Windfor on 25 September following ; and 
was foon after appointed Ranger of Hampton-Court -Park 
in Middlefex. 

He was created, 14 November 1764, Duke of Gloucefler 
and Edinburgh, in the kingdom of Great-Britain, and Earl 
of the province of Conaught, in the kingdom of Ireland ; 
19 December following, by his M^efty's command, he took 
his place at the Council Board; and 10 January 1762, he 
took his feat in the Houfe of Peers. He w^s appointed Co- 
lonel of the 13 regiment of foot * and on the deceafe of his 
brother, Edward Duke of York, had a grjnt from his Ma- 
jefty of the cuftody of the lodge and walks in Cranburne*

regiment of foot' guards ; 30 March 1770, he was promoted

His Royal Highnefs is likewife Rangqr and Keeper of Wipd- 
for Foreft, and Chancellor of the Unlverfity of Publin. 

He married, 6 April 1766, Maria, daughter of Sir Edward 
Walpole, Knt. of the Bath, artd ividpw of James, Earl of 
Waldgravet and hafeh had iflue one foa and two daughters, viz*

JL HE fiunUy of Fitz-Gerald derives ks origin from 
Otho, or (as the Earl of Plymouth's pedigree hath it) ' 
Other, a rich and powerful lord in the time of King 
Alfred, defended from the dukes of Tufcany, who from 
Florence (or Norway) pafled to Hetruria in Norman* 
dy, ' and thence to England; where, and in Wales, 
they flouriihed, until Richard Strangbow, Earl of Pem- 
broke, their kinfman, engaged them to partake in his ex- 
pedition to Ireland, in which Maurice Fitzgerald embarked, 
and was one of the eipectal conquerors of the kingdom. 

Sir William Dugdale teUs us, a that the rforefaid Otho Otho. 
was a Baron of England in the fifteenth year of Bang Ed- 
ward the Confcflbr, and was father of Waker Fitz^Otho Walter 
(or Fitz-Other) who at the general furveyof that kingdom ?»**• 
in 1078, was CafteUan of Windfor, and appointed, by * 0, 
William the Conqueror, Warden of the farefts in Berkfhire ; 
being then poflefled of two lotxlihips in that county, three in 
Surry, three in Bucks, three in Dorietfhire, four in Middle* 
fex, nine in Wiltfhire, one in Somerset, and ten in the 
county of Southampton ; all which Dominus Otherus his 
father held in the time of K, Edward the Confcflbr. 

He married Gladys, the daughter of RywaH ap Conyn, 
by whom he had three fons; C$ral4j Jfcobert, and Wil- 
liam*.

Robert taines in Effex*. He was fucceeded by his fon William 
Baron of de Windfor, to . whom K. Henry II. confirmed the ba- 
Efton. ron y f Efton, and all his lands : but leaving only one 

daughter, fhe became the wife of Robert de Haftinges, and 
her daughter Delicia was married to Henry de Cornhill, 
whofe only child and heir Jane, being married to Sir God- 
frey de Lovaine, Lord of Lovaine, was mother of Sir 
Matthew de Lovaine, who held the faid manor of Efbunes 
by barony ; and his heir-general being matched into the 
family . ot Bourchier, they poflefled the did barony, until 
it was purchafed in (^Elizabeth's reign by Sir Henry 
Waynard, and now gives title to his descendant, the Lord 
Maynard of Efhunes.

Gerald Gerald, or, Gerard, the eldeft fon of Walter Fitz- 
Fitz* Other, was generally furnamed Fitz-Walter, \jy which 
Walter, name Camden ftyles him, when he mentions the grant 
made to him, by K. Henry I., of Molesford in Berk-, 
ibire. — Oh the difobedience of Rees, Prince of Wales, thq 
Kipg appointed Gerald commander of a ftrong body of 
n^en to redyce Ijim to (ubmiiTipn : he performed his errand, 

contrary, aid to afiert, that the deleft fon (efteeially) aflumed for hi* 
ifcrosme, the chrifttan name of his father, with the addition of Fitz, Ac! 
of which many inftances occur in this very family : And this continued 
in ufe until furnames began to be fixed about the time of King Edward I.

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toad was made governor or conftaWe of Pembroke Caftle, 
which he fortified and defended againft the Welfh \ and 
having flam Oen, fon of Cadugan ap Blethyn, Lord of 
Cardiganfliire, was conftituted prefident, or fteward of the 
county of Pembroke, and recompenfed by the King with 
many lands in Wales, which induced him to fettle in that 
country, and there he married Nefta, daughter of Rees 
Grufiydh, Prince of South-Wales, in the year 1 1 12 (who 
died in iiq6) aad grand-daughter (fome fay, daughter) of 
Rees ap Irador Griffin, the Great, Prince of South-Wales, 
and fifter to Rees ap Gruffydh ap Theodore *. By her he 
had three ions, viz, 

Maurice Fitz-Gerald (fct down in the Earl of Kerry's (1) 
pedigree 1 for the iecond fon) of whom prefently. 

William Fitz-Gerald, faid to be* the eldeft fon in the (a) 
faid pedigreef . From him defcended the family of Gc- 
rard, Earls of Macclesfield, which became extinft 26 De- 
cember, 

9 Nefta had been concubine to Ring Henry J. and was mother bjr him 
of Henry * whofe font Meilcr and Robert Fitz-Henry were adventurers 
under Strongbow.— SKriiad alfo been married to Stephen, Conftable of 
the caftles of Cardigan and Pembroke, by whom fce had Robert Fitz- 
Stenhen, an adventurer Kkewife under the Earl of Pembroke (to whom 
and Mile* de Cogan, Kins Henry II. gave the kingdom of Cork) and by 
his ions Ralph and Mereauk, was progenitor of the Fitz-Stephens of Ire- 
land, now gone to decay. 

f Thefe contradictory pedigrees make it extremely difficult inconteftiUy 
to fettle the Seniority of thefc two fons ; We fball therefore leave it to the 
reader's decifion, with thU remark, that We prefume, William's being made 
the eldeft fon, is founded an the authority of Gtraidua Cambrenus. who, 
in chapter 1 3, of the conqueft of Ireland, concerning the arrival of Rey* 
mond le Grofle, writes, ** That he was nephew to Robert Fitz-Stephen, 
* and to Maurice Fitz-Gerald, being the fon unto their elder Brother, nam- 
u ed William." Lord Kerry's genealogtft fhouM have Confidered, before he 
had abfolutely determined William to be the eldeft fon, that, if he was 
elder brother to Maurice, he could not be fo to Robert Pitz-Stephen (Nefla, 
their mother being the widow of Robert's father, when their father mar- 
ried her) and although, as Cambrenus was one of this family, and may 
on that account demand our credit ; yet he is cenfured by Sir James Ware 
as a prejudiced writer, and we may realbnably enough prcfume, he might as 
wilfully miftake in this, as he does in a matter equally known to him, 
aad that is, the obft rvation he makes in chapter 20, of his fecond book, 
in thefe words, " And by the way, this one thing metbinks is very ft range, 
** that thefe three notable and the chiefeft pillars of Ireland, namely Her- 
•* vie, Reymood, and this John de Courcy, by God's fecret (but not tfhjufl) 
" judgment, never had any lawful iflue." Lord Kerry's pedigree-writer 
would not rely here upon the authority of Cambrenfis, but makes Rey- 
mond to have two fons by his wife ; which we are inclined to think he 
had, becaufe it is proved by a record a , now in the Tower of London (a 
far better authority than G. Cambrenfis) that Milo de Courcy, fon of Sir 
John, was an hoftage for his father, on his enlargement from the Tower, 
to fight the French Champion. •

BUhop of St* David's, and died m the year 117& 
Maurice. Maurice Fito-Gerald the eldeft fon, (with Robert Fitz- 
Stephen his half-brother) came into Ireland Anno 1168 * 
being fent with ten Knights, twenty Efquires, and onehmv 
dred Archers, before Richard Strongbow, Earl of Pem- 
broke, to affift Dermoid Mac-Murrough, King of Lein- 
fter, to regain his kingdom, from which he had been ex* 
pdled by Roderick King of Conaught— They landed at 
Wexford, and by reducing that place, opened a way for 
fubjefting the kingdom to the crown of England ; and 
Dermoid, in performance of his promife, gave them in fee 
that town, and two cantreds of Land adjoining. — He was 
afterwards engaged in almoft every battle with the Irifh, 
until K. Henry II. came over, and received the fubmif- 
fion of their princes and chiefs ; at whole departure he 
was appointed on Eafter Monday 1 173, one of the affiftants 
to Hugh de Lacie in the government, and flew O'Rorke 
Prince of Meath, then in rebellion againft the faid Hugh 
de Lacie. — After this he returned into Wales, whence, in 
1176, he was recalled by the Earl of Pembroke ; who in 
recompense of his fcrvices in accomplifhing the reduction 
of the kingdom, confirmed to him diver s lands in Leinfter, 
amongft which was the barony or half cantred of Ofialey 
(given him before by the King) and the caftle of Wyken- 
looe, (now Wicklow) which caftle the family was afterwards 
deprived of by William Ffcz-Adebn, who craftily procured 
it from his ions in exchange for Femes 5 where, although 
fituate in the midft of the Irifh, they rebuilt 3 ftrong 
caftle, and maintained the pofieffion of it, ux*til Fitz? 
Adelm found a pretence to have it demolifhed. 

He died at Wexford (or Wicklow) 1 September 1 177, 
and was buried under a monument in the Gray friary, 
without the walls of Wexford ; his death being a Angular 
lofs to the Englifh intereft in Ireland.

Gerald, the eldeft fon, was, with his brother Alexander, Gerald, 
in that memorable engagement, fought (1173) by hn 1 
father, Earl Strongbow, Reymond le Groffe, and Mite Lord 
Cogan, with a handful of men, againft CConor, King of 0ffiiI ^ 
Conaught, who befieged them in Dublin with 30,000 fed* 
diers, over whom an entire Tiftory was acquired.— He is 
faid to have been Chief Juftice of Ireland ; and in the year 
1205, was ftyled Baron of Offaley j but departing this life at 
Sligo the fame year, left iflue by Catharine, daughter of 
Hamo (or Hanno) de Valois, L. J. of ■ Ireland in 1 197, 
two fons, Maurice his fucceflbr ; and Gerald, who died 
childleis, 

Maurice, who fucceeded, by the mandatory letter of Kin Maurice, 
Henry HI. dated 26 November, 1216, was put in pot z 
feffion of Maynooth, and all the lands his father died feiz-Lord. 
ed of in Ireland, whereby it is prefamod he then attained 
his full age. — In 1229 he was conftituted L. J. of the king- 
dom ; and going to affift the King with great power be- 
yond fea, was, on his return, made again L. J. 2 Sep- 
tember, 1232.— In 1234 the King iflued a writ to hhn, 
ordering fret commtrci and trade bktween his fubjtBt if 
England and Ireland, without rtjkaint. — In 1235 he toot 
Connac Mac-Art O Melaghlin, then in rebellion, prifoner

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at Athlone, and the next year built the caftlc of Armagh $ 
founded in 1252, a Dominican friary at Sligo, where in 
1242 he had ereded a caftlc, and placed able warders 
therein.— In 1244, K. Henry fortifying the ftrong caftie 
of Gannock in Wales, and fending to ham for aid againft 
the Welfh, he (though not fo foon as the King, from his 
ill fituation, expefted) conducted the forces over himfelf, 
and joined the King's army at Chepftow, the WeHh, by 
his. affiftance, were defeated $ the King re-garrifoned hs 
cafties, returned to England crowned with viftory ; and the 
L. J. into Ireland with great honour. 

- On his arrhfel, in 1245, he found Ulfter, by the death 
of Hugh de Lacie, Earl of that province, wafted by 
O'Donel ;. to reftram whofe outrages, he invaded his ter- 
ritory of Tyrconnel ; flew many Irifh chiefs ; and after 
fevend expeditions into that country, fortified his caftle of 
Sligo in 1 248 ; forced ONeile to give hoftages to keep the 
peace, whom he left fecured in that Caftle, and returned 
with great booty. But notwithstanding all his fervices, he 
was removed from the government, becaufe, when fent for 
into Wales, he had not gone fo expeditiously as the King 
expeftecL 

On 20 May, 1257, 35 Henry III. he died, in the ha- 
bit of St. Francis, and was buried at Youghall, in a friary 
of Fraricifcans, which he had founded at. the fouth end 
of the town, in 1224, * leaving this character, that he was 
a valiant knight ; a very pleafant man ; inferior to none in 

the Kingdom ; having lived ail his life with commendation. 

His ifiiie were three fons, Gerald, Thomas, and Maurice; 
tod (as is faid) a daughter, married to Henry Dillon, 
Lord of Drumrany, anceftor to the Vifcount Dillon. 
Maurice Maurice, the youngeft fon, was appointed L. J. of Ire- 
Fttz- land, On the death pf Sir James A udley, 23 June, 1272; 
Maurice, the year after he fubdued the whole country of Thomond, 
taking hoftages of the O'Briens ; he alfo took Richard, af- 
terwards Earl of Ulfter, the L. J. Rupclla and others, pri- 
foners at Caftledermot ; and, in 1277, his fon in law Tho- 
mas de Clare flew O'Brien Roe, King of Thomond, then

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in rebellion $ to revenge whofe death, the Irtfh committed 
many outrages 5 ddfroyed the caftkt of AMleck, Rofcamon, 
Sligo, and Randon $ but by cormpting fome of his follow- 
ers, he was betrayed to them in Oflaley, imprifoned un- 
til he gave hoftages, and bound himfelf to yield up the 
caftle of Rofcomon, and to make fatisfoftion for the death of 
O'Brien and his followers. — He died at Rofs in 1286, leav- 
ing Gerald Fhz-Manrice Oge, who died iflueiefs the fame 
year at Rathmore; and a daughter Juliana (or Emma) 
married j in 1276, to the Lord Thomas de Clare, younger 
fon of Richard, Earl of Gloucefter and Hertford. 

Thomas, the fecond fon of Maurice, Lord Offaley, was Thomas, 
furaamed the Great, and married ElHnor, daughter of SirtheGreau 
William Morrie, by whom came the eftates in Kerry ; and 
dying at Toughall 26 May, 1260, was buried in the 
Francifcan friary there, which (his father having founded) 
he had finifhed at his own charge ; leaving one fon, John of 
Callan, anceftor of the Fitz-Geralds of Munfter. — He 
founded the friary of Tralee in Kerry for friars preach- 
ers ; but his afpiring greatnefs being much feared by the 
Chn-Carthies, andthelrifli of thofe Parts, he was killed at 
Callan in Defmond by Mac-Carthy More, againft whom the 
Fttz-Gerakls had raifed a confiderable army in the year 
1 261 ; and was buried in the faid friary, with his fon Mau- 
rice, (lain at the fame time* 

He married to his firft wife Margery, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Fitz-Anthony*, by whom he had the aforefaid 
Maurice ; and marrying to his fecond Honora, daughter 
of Hugh O'Connor, by her had four fons, viz. 

Gilbert, called by the frith, Gibbon, from whom defc , .

125)8) was buried in the friary at Youghail, leaving ifliie 

by Catharine (rather Margaret) daughter of John, Lord 

Barry of Olethan (according to fome pedigrees) two ions, 

Maurice, created Earl of Defmond*, and John, anceftor to 

the family of Mao-Thomas of the Decies and ConneUoe. 

But we are well afiurcd, that when this Thomas was Gk« 
ceeded as L. J. of Ireland by John Wogan, 18 Oftober 
1 295, he fat as Lord Offaley in the parliament, then held 
at Dublin, and accordingly, in Lord Kildare's pedigree is 
made the feventh, who bore that title, and to have iflue 
two fons, John, the eighth Lord Offaley, created Earl ol 
Kildare •, and Maurice, created Earl of Definond *, whici 
feems to be the truth, and is in fome meafure confirmed 
by the houfe of Leinfter's bearing, as the principal and 
immediate defendants of this Thomas the Ape, the Man* 
kies for their fupportcrs and creft, in a grateful remem 
brance of his preservation, which was never done by tku 
family of Defmond : And the laft Earl of ESldare, alhid 
ing to this event, did fometimes ufe, as a motto over thi

This is 
fubmhted to the reader, and we proceed to give account of 
Gerald, the eldeft fon of Maurice, who died in 1 257, 
made anceftor to the Earl of Kildare. 

Which Sir Gerald Fit2-Maurice, Lord Ofialey, in 1260 Gerald, 
finifhed the Franciican friary in Kildare (begun by Lord 3 
William de Vefcy) and in 1271 founded that of Qane in Lord 
the county of Kildare. — He died at Rathmore 20 July,Qffaky* 
1286; was buried in the (aid friary of Kildare, and hav- 
ing married Emelina, daughter of Stephen de Longue- 
Efpeef, by her, who died in 1291, he had Thomas Fitz- 
Gerald his fucceflbr, 

Who founded in the reign of Edward I. the Francifcan Thomas 
friary at Caftledermot | and the crouched friary at Adare, for 4 
the redemption of captives imprifoned by pagans. He married Lord 
Rohefia, (Rofe) daughter of Richard de St. Michael, LordOfialey. 
of Rheban, by whom he was the father of John, created 
Earl of Kildare ; and of Robert, anceftor to the family of 
Mac-Thomas of Leinfter. But we fhall decline a pofitive 
determination of the defcent in this point, viz. whether 
John, the firft Earl of Kildare, was the ion of this Thomas, 
as aflerted in divers pedigrees of the family, or of Tho- 
mas Simiacus, as mentioned in the Earl of Kildare's. 

The Family of Desmond* 

On 27 Auguft, 1329 (3 Edward III.) Maurice fftz- Maurice* 
Thomas, was created Earl of Defmond, by patent dated at 1 
Gloucefter 5 by whkh alfo the county palatine of Kerry was Earl of 
confirmed to him and his heirs male, to hold of the crown Defmond.

honour of Earl of Defmond. In January following, he was 
invited and fummoned by Sir John Darcie, L. J. to fight

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the O'NoJans and OMurroughs \ burned their country 
(Wicklow) and forced them to give hoftages ; he recover- 
ed the caftle of Ley from the ODempfies ; and in 1335, 
had a liberate of 100L dated at Drogheda 24 Augoft, in 
return for the expence he had been at in bringing his 
men at arms, Hobellars, and Foot-foldiert from divers 
parts of Munfter to Drogheda, and there, by the want of 
jfhips, waiting for his paflage to Scotland, to repel the 
King's enemies, in company of the L. J. Darcy, from 30 
July to 28 Auguft. In 1339, being engaged againft. the 
Irifh in Kerry, he flew 1400 men, and took Nicholas, 
Lord of Kerry, prifoner, whom he kept in confinement 
till he died, for fiding with thofe rebels againft the crown *, 
and that year (13 Edward III.) he was prefent in the par- 
liament held at Dublin, fie had a writ of fummons (with 
Maurice Earl of Kildare, and others) dated at Weftnunfter 
10 July, 1344, to attend the King at Portfmouth on the 
o&aves of the nativity of the Virgin Mary, with twenty 
men at arms, and fifty hobellars, at his own charge, to 
affift in his wars with Philip the French King, In July 
1355, he was appointed L. J. of Ireland for life, which he 
enjoyed not long, his death happening on the enfuing 25 
of January, in the caftle of Dublin, whence he was in- 
terred in the church of the friars preachers of Tralee. 

He married three wives 5 to his firft, 16 Auguft, 13 12, 
Margaret, fifth daughter of Richard, Earl of Ulfter, and 
by her, who died in Dublin in 133 1, had Maurice and 
John, fuccefiive Earls of Defmond. His fecond wife was 
Margaret, daughter of Connor O c Brien, Prince of Tho- 
mond, by whom he had no ifiue male j and his third was 
Eleanor, daughter of Nicholas, Lord of Kerry, who bare 
him two fons, Nicholas, an idiot, anceftor to Mac- 
Robert of Bellamullin, and (fay fome) to M'Kenfie, Earl 
of Seaforth in Scotland ; and Gerald, the Poet, fourth 
Earl of Defmond. 
Maurice- Maurice-Oge, the fecond Earl, by deed, dated at Lon- 
Oge, don in 1358, and confirmed by the King 20 March fol- 
2 lowing, appointed Geffry Seyntloe, his bailiff and, chief 
Earl. ferjeant of Cork, to hold that office, with all fees thereto 
belonging, during life, rendering a red rofe yearly on the 
nativity of St. John the Baptift. He married firft Elizabeth, 
daughter of Raymond, Lord Condon; and fecondly, Beatrix, 
eldert daughter of Ralph Stafford, the firft Earl Stafford ; 
and dying fuddenly at Caftlemaine in 1358, was interred to 
the Dominican friary at Tralee 5 leaving illue by her, who 

re-marricd 
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fe-married with Maurice, Lord Kerry, and died 137 1, an 
only daughter Johanna, who became the wife of Mac- 
Carthy Moore \ whereupon his brother 

John fucceeded, as the third Earl of Defmond, but John* 
dying at Youghall in 1369, was there buried, and fuc- 3 
ceeded by his half-brother, Earl 

Gerald, the fourth Earl, named the Poet, from his ta-Gerald 
lent in poetry ; who being alio a very learned man for that 4 
age, and well verfed in the mathematicks, was confequently Earl, 
then looked upon, and by fome called a Magician. In 
1358, by patent dated at Limerick 8 July, in order to 
appeafe the commotions of the Irifh raifed in Munfter, on 
his brother Maurice's death, the cuftody of all his faid 
brother's caftles and lands, together with the keeping of 
the counties of Waterford, Cork, and Kerry, were com- 
mitted to him (except fuch as were affigned by the King 
for the dower of his mother Eleanor (Arelinae) and the 
dower of Beatrix, (the widow of his'faid brother Maurice) 
and alfo the cuftody of all the lands of his brother Ni- 
cholas of Defmond, which were then in the King's hands 
by reafon of his minority, or becaufe the faid Nicholas was 
an idiot (lays the record); and 4 January, u8$, he and 
Robert Tame, Sheriff of the county of Cork, were ap- 
pointed deputies to Philip de Court enayJU L. in Munfter, 
lor the better defence ot that province. In 1367, he was 
conftituted L. J. of Ireland 5 was prefent in the parliaments 
oT K. Richard II. and by commiffion, dated at Skryne 
$ December, 1388, his LorcUhip and Patrick Foxe were 
appointed keepers of the peace in the counties of Limerick 
and Kerry, with very extenfive powers and authority: and 
the King being given to underftand, by the relation and 
telUmony of leveral worthy of credit, that his mod dear 
and faithful Gerald Fitz-Maurke, Earl of Defmond, daily 
fupported and kept his Majefty's faithful fubje&s, in Mun- 
fter, in peace and quiet,' better than ' any other in thofe 
parts, the King, on. that account, and for the better pre* 
fervatioifof the peace, and the tranquillity of his faithful 
people for the future/ did, at his requeft, grant him a li- 
cence, dated at the fame time and place, that he might 
fend his fon James to OKongher O'Breen of Thomond, 
the Irishman, to remain with him, and be brought up by 
him, as long as his Lordfhip pleafed, notwithftanding any 
ftatute to the contrary j and forbidding that he {hould 
thereafter be molefted for fo doing, by the King, his heirs, 
or fucceflbrs. But we are told that in 1 397, he went away

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out of his camp, or was privately murdered about the 
Ifland of Kerry, being never heard of more. He married 
in 1359* by the King's command, Eleanor, daughter of 
James, the fecond Earl of Ormond, and by her, who died 
in 1392, had two fons, John and James, who fucceeded 
fucceffively to the title; and a daughter Joan, the fecond 
wife of Maurice, the fixth baron of Kerry. 

John, John, the fifth Earl of Defmond, 12 April, 1386, 

* *was made Sheriff of the county of Kerry, being a very 
Earl, brave man, he was knighted for his fervices to the crown ; 
after returning from an expedition to Scotland, he march- 
ed with a great army into Tipperary, and on the Sunday 
next before the oftaves of St. Michael, meeting the Earl 
. of Ormond near the monaftery of Inhlaught, an end was 
put to all their controversies, by a mutual engagement to 
preferve a ftrift peace and amity : but the fame night, in 
palling his army over the river Suir, at the ford of Ard- 
finnan, he was unfortunately drowned in the year 1399 
(fay the annals) but according to the pedigree, in 1402% 
and was interred with his anceftors in the Francifcan friary 
of Youghall, leaving by Joan, daughter of the Lord Fer- 
moy, ah only fon, then very young, 

Thomas, Thomas, the fixth Earl of Definond, who unfortunately, 
6 after the diverfion of hunting, being benighted between 
EarL Tratce and Newcaftle, was obliged to take up his lodgings 
at the abbey of Feale, in the houfe of William Mac-Cor- 
mac, owner of the place, who having a beautiful daughter, 
named Catharine, he foon declared a paffion for her, and 
being prevailed upon to make her his wife, did, by that 
imprudent and inferior match, caufe all his friends and 
followers to abandon him, and in particular received hard 
<*iage from his uncle James, who thrice expelled him from 
his eftate and country, after fome faint (buggies to preferve 
himfelf; which obliged him at length (in 141 81 to make 
a formal fin-fender of the Earldom to him at Calfan, be- 
fore the Earl of Ormond and others, upon this oondition, 
that he fhould give his fon Maurice, an Earl's Ion's por- 
tion of land ; to which he agreed, and affigned him the 
manors of Moyallotr, Broghill, and Kilcolnan. This fc* 
rcrc ufage made him quit his country, pine away and 

die 



* He muft ha*e died in the latter end of the yew ijao, becanfe u_

He left two fons, Maurice and John (Claragh) 
Who died in 1452 j in which year alfo Maurice being killed 
by Connor OMulrian, he was buried at Roan, and left 
two fbfis, John, anceftor (as k related) to the Adairs of 
Ireland and Scotland, and Maurice to the Fhz-&cralds 
fbme time of Broghill. 

James, the feventh Earl of Definond, procuring the James, 
£arldom from his nephew, got the fame conferred on him* 7 
felf, and confirmed to his heirs by aft of Parliament * and ^ ar '* 
the fame year (viz. 1420) was conftituted by James, £arl 
of Ormond, then L. L. Senefchal of his Seignories of Imo- 
killy, Inchicom, And the town of Youghall, during life* 
In that yea* alio, he founded the monaftery of Francifcans 
at Aikeaton, in the county of Limerick ; and in recom- 
penfe of his expencdS and damages in the wars of Munffer, 
was appointed 31 Auguft, 1422 (1 Henry VI. ^ conftable 
of the caftle of Limerick) and, in 1444, obtained a pa- 
tent for the government, or cuftody of the counties of Li- 
merick, Waterford, Cork, and Kerry, together with a 
licence, for his good fervices in keeping thofe counties in 
peace, to abfent bhnfejf $ faring ^fi$ fr™* attending all fu- 
ture parliaments^ fending a fujpeient proxy ; and to purcbafe 
any lands he pliajed, by i&bat ferpice foever they were bolaen 
rf tie King*. 

He married Mary, daughter of Ulick Burke, Mac-Wil* 
liam Eighter, chief in Conaught, and dying at his houfe, 
of Morolope in 1462, was buried in the friary of Youghall, 
leaving two fons and two daughters, Thomas, his ruceeflbr* 
Sir Gerald Fitz-James of the Decies ; Honora, married to 
Thomas, the eighth Baron of Kerry ; and Joan to Thomas, 
{he feventh Earl of Kildafe.

three font, Sir Maurice, Sir James, and Gerald; the eldeft 
of whom was 23 years old at his fathers death, and d*» 
ceafing without imie by his wife Ellin, daughter of John, 
Earl of Defmond, 28 . December, 1572, %as fucceeded 
by his brother Sir James, then aged 30 years, and married 
to Elena, daughter of Mac-Carthy Reflgh* by whom he had 
an only fon Gerald Fitz-James 1 , of Dromanny % Lord of 
Deciea, who firft married Ellen, daughter of Richard, 
Lord Poer ; and fecondly, Honor*, daughter of David, 
Lord Barry; having no iflbe, the eftate devolved to his 
coufin Sir John Fkz-Gerod Gerald, fon of his ancle Ge- 
rald, by Eleanor, daughter of Joha Butler of Defrylo&an, 
£(q. Sir Tohn married Ellin, daughter of Maurice Kta- 
Gibbon, the White Knight, and dying 2 c May 1608, left 
iflue by her, who died in 1630, John-Ogf, his heir, 28 
years old ; and five daughters, viz. Catharine, married to 
James Prendergaft, who was killed by James, Lord Dun* 
boyne, 12 December, 1627; Elinor, to James Butler of 
Nodftown, Efq; Eljene, to Gerald, Lord Kin gf ale * Amy, 
to Tibbot Butler, Efq; and Mary, to Patrick Courcy, 
grandfather of Gerald, late Lord Kingfale. John-Oge was 
knighted by theL. D. St. John, and died 1 March 1626,

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of their honourable care of him and hit eftate, 27 of De* 
cexnber 1652, commit die cuftody of both to Colonel Je- 
rome Sankey, whom they well knew to be a perfon of 
honour and faithfulnefs, ' and to fet and dHpofe of his 
eftate to his benefit, and to iffiie out fuch (urns of money* 
as fhould be neceflarv for his maintenance and education, 
according to his quality, in piety and good literature * in 
purfaance whereof the colonel fent him to Eton fchool in 
September 1655, being then about thirteen years old. He 
was member of parliament for Dungarvan in 1661, and 
married to his firft wife Catharine, fecpnd daughter of John, 
LordPoer; and to his fecond, in KS62, Hellcn, daughter 
of Donogh, Earl of Clancartie j foon after which marriage 
he fell tick, and dying that year, was buried at YoughaH, 
with this infeription on a flag-ftone :

He had by his firft wife an only daughter and heir 
Catharine, married in 1677, to Edward Fitz-Gerald Vil- 
lers, eldeft fon of George, Lord Vifcount Grandifon, and 
was mother of John, late Earl Grandifon. She re-married, 
in 1 700, with L. General William Steuart, and died 24 
December 1725, without iflue by him, who died 3 June 
1726, jEt. 82. 

Thomas Fhz-James, the eighth Earl of Defmond, in 1462 Thomas, 
(2 Edward IV.) procured the incorporation of the town 8 
of Youghall ; was appointed, in 1463, L. D. to George, Earl. 
Duke of Clarence \ and 27 December 1464, founded the 
collegiate church of Youghall, which foundation was con- 
firmed by his fon James in 1472, and by Maurice his hro-r 
ther in 1496, and confifted of a warden, eight fellows, 
and eight chorifters; but, in 1467, he was fucceeded inth* 
government by John Tiptoft, Earl of Worcefter, who 
cauied him to be attainted of treafon in a -parliament held 
at Drogheda, with the Earl of Kildare and Edward Plunket,

Peter's church # . He married Elizabeth (or Ellice) daugh- 
ter of John* Vifcount Buttevant, and had five fons and 
two daughters, James, Maurice, Thomas, John who were 
all Earls of Defmond ; Sir Gerald, anceftor to the family of 
Cofhbride; Catharine, married to tyac-Carthy Reagh \ and 
Ellen, firft to Thomas Butler » fccopdly, to Thomas, Lord 
Cahier j and thirdly, to Tprlogh, Captain ot the O c Briens 
of Thomond, whofe only daughter Manjery, by Moclrony 
Mac-Shane OCarrol, had a daughter Moore, who became 
the wife of James Mac-Shane, jiarl of Defmond, as will 
follow. 

James, the ninth Earl of Defmond, after flourifhing for 
twenty years in riches, honour, and power, was bafely mur- 
dered 7 December 1487, by his own fervants, being then 
28 years old, and was buried at Youghall. He married 
Margaret, daughter of Thady O'Brien, Prince of Tho- 
mond, and having only a daughter Joan, married to 
Maurice, Lord Fermoy, his next brother 

Maurice became the fenth Earl of Defmond, who being 
lame, and ufually carried in a norfe r litter, wa$ called Clau- 
dus, or Vehiculus, and by fome, Bellicofus, being a very 
brayc man. He joined the Impoftqr Perkin Warbeck, and, 
23 July 1497, befieged the city of Waterford, but being 
obliged, 3 Auguft, to raife the fiege, Perkin made his es- 
cape to England, whither being purfued by the citizeps in 
four {hips, "he was apprehended by their means, and brought 
to K. Henry VIL at Exeter; for which fervice the King 
granted them a fword and cap of maintenance, to be car* 
ried before the Mayor and his fucceflprs for ever ; and the 
Earl of Defmond making an humble fubmiffion, the King 
not only forgave, but took him into favour, 26 Auguft, and 
granted him all the cuftoms, cockets, poundage and prize- 
wines of Limerick, Cork, Kingfale, Baltimore and Yough- 
all, with other privileges and advantages. He died at Tra- 
leein 1520, and was there buried in the houfe of Friars

He married four wives j firft (before the Earldom fell to 
his father) Joan, daughter of Maurice, Lord Fermoy, from 
whom he procured a divorce,- on the pretence pf too near a 
confanguinity j but before this he had a fon Thomas by her, 
who will be mentioned hereafter.— His fecoijd wife was 
More, Moorny, or Maud", only daughter of Sir Moelrony 
Mac-Sh?ne OCarroll, Lord oi Elye OfCarvoIl (lyliis wife 
Margery, only daughter 6f Turlogh O'Brien of Thomond, 
by Ellen his wife, daughter of Thomas, the eighth Earl of 
JDefmond) and by her, who died in 1548, had two fons 
and four daughters, viz, 

Gerald, his unfortunate fucceflbr. (1) 

Sir John Fitzgerald of Moygeely, in the county of Cork, (2) 
knighted in 1567, who, being deeply concerned in his bro- 
ther's rebellion, was killed by Captain Zouch, governor of 
Munfter, and Captain Dowdpll, -in Auguft, 1 581, in the 
woods near Caftle-Lyons, having his body hanged up by the 
heels upon a gibbet, erefted on the north-gate of the city 
of Cork, and his head fent to Dublin. He left an only 
daughter, Ellen, married to Donald Mac-Carthy. 

Daughter Ellice was married to James, Vifcount Butte- (1) 
vant. 

Margaret to Thomas, tprd Kerry. (2) 

Ellen to John (Mofe), Lord Poer of Curraghmore. (3) 

Honora to Dopald Mac-Carthy (More,) created Earl of (4)

His third wife was Catharine, fecond daughter of Pierce, 
Earl of Ormond, widow of Richard, Lord Poer ; and by 
her, who died at Afkeaton 17 March, 1552, he had no 
iflue, — His fourth was Ellen (or Honora), daughter of Do- 
nald Mac-Carthy (More), and by her, who died in 1560,

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he had Sir Jamcs-Sufflcx Fitz-Gerald, baptized in the biihop 
of Limerick's houfe 26 June, 1558, the L. D< Suflex being 
his godfather, who then prefented him with a chain of 
gold.— He was engaged in Ins brother's rebellion, and, being 
taken prifoner in Auguft, 1580, was (by virtue of a corn- 
million, directed to Sir Warham St. Leger and Captain Wal- 
ter Raleigh) brought to a trial, and, being convi&ed, was 
executed, having his head and quarters fixed on the gates of 
the city of Cork, He left no uTue by his wiffe Honora, 
daughter of Sir Owen Mac-Carthy Reagh. 
Gerald, E^rl James left the Earldom by will and other fettlements 
16 to Gerald, the eldeft fon by his fecond jarife, fetting afide 
Earl. hi s f on Thomas by his firft wife, and afligning to him and 
his heirs the barony of Kilnatolon and manor of Caftlemore, 
near Moyallow 5 but lie being diuatisfied, and efpoufed by 
Thomas, Lord Kerry, arid others, a gr^at cdnteft was raifed 
againft Gerald, who fo bravely defended his caufe, that he 
at length prevailed j was ftyled and owned Earl of Definond, 
and as fuch fat in the parliament held at Dublin 12 January, 
1559: But his reftlefs and ambitious mind, not latisfied 
with being one of the greateft fubje&s in Europe, caufed 
him to rebel, and to purfue that rebellion (whereof a full 
account is given by Hooker and other hlftorians) for near 
ten years # , with fuch a determined obftinate fpirit, as in the 
end brought him and his femily to a moil fatal cataftrophe. 
For, being reduced to great diftrefs and mifery, he fought 
fome relief by feizing a prey of cattle ; but, being difcovered 
and purfued to Glanikilty, had his head ftruck off there by 
Daniel Kelly; which being fent by the Earl of Ormond to 
the Queen, flie caufed it to be fixed upon London-bridge j 
and his body was buried in the chapel of Kiilanamanagh, 
near Ardnegragh in Kerry. 

This unhappy Earl, ftyled in hiftory Ingens rebettilut ex- 
emplary was attainted 2$ September, 1582, and forfeited 
his prodigious eftate, which commanded almoft four coun- 
ties, his lands extending 1 10 miles, and containing 574,628 
acres of Englifh meafure, whereon wertf many ftrong caftles; 
all which, with the eftates of his confederates, were vefted 
in the crown by an aft of parliament j whereof great part 
was reftored to the offenders, and the reft being granted by 
patents to certain Englifhmen, they had, upon that gift ana

the conditions of plantation, the common name of Under- 
takers. ' 

He married to his firft wife Joan, only daughter of James, 
the eleventh Earl of Definond, and widow of James, Earl of 
Ormond, but by her, who died in 1564, and was buried at 
Aikeaton, he had no furviving iffue.— His fecond wife was 
Elleanor, daughter of Edmond, Lord Dunboyne, and by 
her (who re-married with O'Connor Sligo, died in 1656, 
and was buried in a chapel, which fhe directed to be built 
near the Abbey of St* Dominick in Sligo, towards the erect- 
ing whereof, and a monument therein, flie bequeathed 300 L 
out of her arrears in England, to be taken out by her noble 
coufin James, Earl of Ormond, and to be built by his ap- 
pointment *) he had James, his heir apparent, and live , 
daughters, viz* Margaret, married to Dermoid O'Connor, 
and had no iflue 5 Jane (or Joan), to Dermoid O'Sullivan 
(More) of Beerhaven^ in the county of Cork, Efq. wjio 
died 25 November, 1619, without ifiue; Catharine, firft 
to Maurice, Lord Vifcount Fermoy ; and, feebndly, to Sir 
Daniel O'Brien of Carrigichouly, anceftor to the Vifcount 
Clare ; Ellen, firft to Sir Dpnogh O'Connor Sligo j fecondly, 
f o Sir Robert Creffey ; and, thirdly, to Edmond, the third 
Lord Dunboyne j and EUice (or Elizabeth), was the firft wife 
of Sir Valentine Browne of Rofle in Kerry, anceftor to the 
Lord Vifcount Kenmare.

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tount of his father's rebellion, became ah hoftage for h& goaf 
behaviour in 1584, and was kept a prifoner in the tower, 
until her Majcfty, hoping that his prefence in Ireland might 
draw his father's ancient followers from James Fitz-Thomas, 
the reputed Earl, and put, a period to the rebellion, rdeaf- 
ed and admitted him to her prefence, ftylcrf him Eari of 
Defmond, and fent him under the condiift of Captain Price, 
who prefented him to the prefident of Munfter at Moyallow, 
with her Majefty's letters, dated at Oatlands r Oftober, 
1600, and letters patent of the lame date for his reftrtutkm 
in blood and honour, whereby he became the feventeenth 
Earl of Defmond. 

But his prefence in Ireland proved of no fucb confeqoence 
as was expefted $ for, on his public profeffion of the Pro- 
teftant religion, by hearing divine fervice in the church of 
Killmallock, the crouds, who gathered to fee and follow 
him before, forfook him then •, and the only fervice he was 
able to effeft, was the recovery of Caftlemagnc, by his ne- 
gotiations with Thomas-Oge, the conftablej fo that on the 
22 of March he left the kingdom, and after a few months 
died in London, unmarried, in the year 1601, and in him 
the honour was again extinguished, — But here we muft take 
notice of Sir Thomas (Rufus) Fitz-GeraH, eldeft fen of 
James, the fifteenth Earl of Defmond by his firft wife. 
fir Tho. Which Thomas never intermeddled with the difturbances 
Rufus of raifed by his brethren, but lived quietly at his caftle of Con- 
Defmond. noha, in the county of Cork, which he built, and where 
he died 18 January, 1595, and was buried at YoughaU, 
leaving iflue by Eliice, daughter of Richard, Lord Poer, 
three Tons, James; John and Gerald, who died childlefs $ and 
a daughter Margaret, married to Donald Mac-Carthy 
Reagh. 
Joints, James, the eldeft fon, feeing the great eftate of his an- 
theSuganceftors in the hands of the Undertakers, took up arms and 
Earl. joined Hugh O'Neile, Earl of Tyrone, in his rebellion ; and 
was well known by the name of the Sugan Earl, being exalt-, 
ed to the title of Earl of Defmond in 1598, by the northern 
rebels, fent by Tyrone into Munfter. — He continued in re- 
bellion until the year 1601, when, the prefident of Mun- 
fter having promifed large rewards for the taking him alive 
or dead, he was at length apprehended by the White Knight 
in his country (29 May) in a cave in the mountain of Slew- 
gort, in the county of Tipperary, and delivered to the pre* 
fident at Shandon-Caftle, who fecured him there in irons, 
until he was tried at a feffion, held at Cork for that pur-

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pofe* where he was convi&ed, and adjudged to be elecuted 
as a notorious traitor : About Which time Florence Mac* 
Carthy (More) being taken prifoner, they were both fent 
into England 14 Auguft 1601, and confined in the Tower 
rf Lowion, where the Earl died in 1608, and was interred 
in tbe chapel thereof, having been attainted 10 March, 
1600* — He married EUeo, daughter of Maurice Fitz-Ge- 
fckt, the White Knight, but hadno iffitf. 

r John, Jus next brother, was his conftant companion inJohn,cal- 
rtbcUkm, and, after the Earl's apprehenfion, continued to led Earl 
'ditorb the government, until he removed into Spain inof Dcf- 
, 1603, Where he was ufually called Earl of Dcfinond, and 0000 ^? ** 
(died at Barcelona; leaving by the daughter of Richard wa ^ ^ 
Comerford of Dangenmore, in the county of Kilkenny, L^a*** 
Eiq. an only (on Gerald, alfo called Count, or Earl of Def- 
mood ; who fiorved in the King of Spain's and the Empe- 
iror*! armies, and died in Germany in 1632, leaving no 
iffue 1 fo that in him ended the heirs male ot the four- eldeft 
fans of Thomas, the eighth Earl of DefmoncL 

Having brought this branch of the family to its ttnfortu- John 
nate period, we proceed to that from which the Duke of ' 1 
Lemfter dire&ly defcends, viz. to John, eldeft fon of Earl of 
Thomas, Lord Offaley. Kildare. 

Which John Fitz-Thomas had great variance with Wil- 
liam Vefcy, Lord of Kildare, and L. J. of Ireland in 1291 ; 
who having raifed many complaints againft him, by his op- 
prefiions of the country tad neglect of its defence, endea- 
voured to excufe his own conduit, by infinuating and indi- 
rc£Uy charging John, Lord Ofialey, .with being intent to re- 
drefi any private injury, but negligent when the public was 
concerned. This obliged his Lordihip to appeal to the 
King, who, to examine and adjudge the matter impartially, 
lent for them both into England (fome lay they went of 
their own accord) and heard their caufe; after which, Lord 
Offaley (according to the cuftom of that age) challenged the 
L. J. to clear himfelf by combat •, which being accepted, 
and the day appointed, Vefcy conveyed himfelf into France 
to avoid the trial 5 whereupon the King pronounced Lord 
Ofialey innocent, and beftowed on him Vefc/s lordfhips and 
manors of Kildare, Rathangan, &c. faying, « That, al- 
" though he had conveyed his perfon into France, he had 
I " left his lands behind him in Ireland *".

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His Lordfhip returned borne, with the congratulations of 
all his friends, and, in 1296, went to affift the King in Scot- 
land; whither he was again fiunmoned in 1209, whtihtefc 
and arms, in his beft array, for war againft the Scots ; arid, 
in 1301, with the L« J. Wogan and others, went a third 
time into that kingdom to affift his Majefty, whence they 
returned the next year. — In 1307, with his finwinJaw Ed- 
mond Butler, he difperfed the rebels of Offidey, who had 
razed the cattle of Geaihill, and burnt the town of Lehu— 
In 1312, he was Vent General intoMunfter td fupprcft the 
Irifh, then in arms; and, 25 May, 1315, Edward Bnice, 
brother to Robert, King of Scotland* entering the north of 
Ireland with 6000 men, was crowned King of Ireland at 
Dundalk, and wafted thef country, until the Lord Ofialey, 
amcJng Others, vigoroufly refifted his injurious attempts, 
who frequently defeating his Scots and the Irifh with great 
daughter, he called in his brother EL Robert to affift him ; who, 
landing at Carrickfergus in 13 16, took that caftle, and his 
Lordfhip marching againft him to fruftrate his defigns, K. 
Edward II. as well to reward his fervices, as to engage him 
to his intetefts, created him Earl of Kildare by letters pa- 
tent*, dated 14 May, 1316*

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He lived to enjoy this honour but a very fhort time, his 
death happening at Laraghbrine, on Sunday, 10 Septem- 
ber *, the fame year, and he was interred in the Francifcan 
Friary of Kildare j having, ambngft other afts of religion, 
founded and endowed two friaries at Adair, in the county 
of Limerick. — He married Blanch, daughter of John, Lord 
Fermoy, and had two fons and two daughters; Gerald, 
who died before him in 1303 ; Thomas Fitz-John Fitz- 
Gerald, his fucceflbr; Joan, married! in 130a, to Sir Ed- 
mond Butler, created Earl of Carrickj and Elizabeth to 
Nicholas NetterVille, anceftor to the Lord Vifcount Netter- 
ville. 

Thomas, the fecond Earl of Kildare, was appointed com- Thomas, 
mander of 30,000 men, to fight Edward Bruce and the * 
Scots ; but the Lord Roger Mortimer landing about the £■**• 
fame time at Youghall, and defiring the engagement might 
be deferred until he joined him, no battle enfued; for 
Bruce, being advertifed of their defign, retired into Ulfter, 
was killed in 1318, his army defeated, and an end put to 
the Scottifh kingdom in Ireland. — In 1320, he was con* 
ftituted !•• J. ; as he was again in February, 1326, in which 
high office he died at Maynooth, 9 April, 1328, and was 
buried in the Francifcan Friary at Kildare. — On 16 Auguft, 
1 3 1 2, he married, at Grenecaftle in the county of Down, 
Joan, third daughter of Richard, Earl of Ulfter, and by 
her (who, 3 July, 1329, married with Sir John Darcie, 
L. J. by whom fhe had a fon William, born at Maynooth 
in 1330; (he died 23 April, 1359, and was buried with 
her Lord) he had three fons, John, who died in 1323, in 
the ninth year of his age j Richard and Maurice. 

Richard, the third Earl of Kildare, furvived his fuccef- Richard, 
fion to the honour little more than a year, deceafing about 3 
1 a years of age at Rathangan, 7 July, 1329, was buried in Earl.

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Maurice, Maurice, the fourth JEarl, who, ill 1339, fupprefled the 
4 infurreftipn of the OT)empfics in L^infter 5 and in Novem* 
ikd* ber, 1346, with the L. J. Blnhingham, forced the CMores 
to fubmit, and give hoftages for their future good bcha* 
viour.-— Irt May, 1347, ptirfuant to 4 ftunrooris dated at 
Eltham 26 January, he went with thirty men at arms, and 
forty hobellars, to ferve K* Edward $1. at the fjege of 
Calais, where he was made leader of the army, and for his 
fignal fervices in that ftation, was knigitfetf. — Certain hobel- 
lars and foot foldiers being aligned to defend the county of 
Kildare from the iflcurflons of the Irifh, he was appointed, 
14 September, 1358, fupervifor 01 the four commiffioners 
for raifing and collecting their pay upon the faid county. — 
On 30 Mar*ch, 1360, s he wis confqtuted L. J. of Ireland, 
with the annual fee of 500I. as he was again made Cuftos 
of the realm 22 March, 1371 j and a third time, 16 Fe- 
bruary, 1375, until the return of* Sir William Windfof .— 
In 1378, he let forth by petition to the King, that he had 
lately accompanied the L* J. Ormond, at his requeft, in a 
certain great hoftihg upon the Q*Morcboes of Slewmargy, 
with a certain number of horfemen in his retinue, whereof 
he had loft fix men, four coats of mail, and other armour, 
for which he defired fome recompence ; in confideration 
whereof the King, 21 May, granted him 10L out of the Ex- 
chequer. 

On 22 January (1 Richard IJ.) he was fummoned to the 
parliament held at Triftledermot, sis he was to that held at 
Trim 1 1 September (4 Richard II.) \ and 29 April, the 
next year, to that held at Dublin ; and certain arduous and 
urgent affairs regarding the fifety and defence of the king, 
dom, particularly the parts of Leinfter and Meath, he re- 
ceived a writ from the L. L. dated at Kilkenny 17 February, 
138 1, to meet him in parliament at Naas, on Monday next 
after the feaft of St. David. — After this he Was very adtivc 
in the fervice of his country, and the King, considering hij 
great charges and damages in the loft of men, horfes, and 
harnefles, in company with Philip de Courtenay, L. L. as 
well in Munftcr as Leinfter, and elfewhere, kx refifting tHe 
Iriih and other rebels, without any recompence, did, fbi 
the fine of 30L 20 April, 1386, grant to him the eftate ot 
Sir 'William de London, in the counties of Kildare aixj 
Meath, during the minority of his fon and heir John 
London ; and, 5 Auguft, 1389, granted a licence to Jo 
Ront and Richard Arblafter, chaplains, in confideration 
his good fervices, to enfeoff him in the manors of Leuchi 

Kildroghlc 
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KUdr oghte, and Kylmacrydocke, in the county of Dublin, 
held of the crown in capite, to hold to his heirs and affigns - 
for ever by the faid fervice. — Alfo, 29 May, 1390, a writ 
was ifiued to him to remove O'Connor, fon of Dough 
OTDymfy, the King's Irifh enemy, detained in the caftle of 
Kildare, to the caftle of Dublin, for his fafer cuftody, as 
his efcape might be of dangerous confequence. — He mar- 
ried Efoabeth, daughter of Sir Bartholomew Burgherfh, 
Knight of the Garter, and dying 25 Auguft, 1390, in an 
advanced age, was buried in the church of the Holy Trini- 
ty in Dublin, having had, befides other children, Thomas, 
appointed Sheriff of the county of Limerick, 9 April, 1403, 
and his fucceflbr 

Gerald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, who, by commifflon, Gerald, 
dated at Rofs 11 June, 1400, with Patrick Fox and Wal- S 
ter Fitz-GeraM, was made keeper and fupervifor of the ^arls 
peace in the counties of Cork, Limerick, and Kerry, with 
very large authorities and powers. On 7 September, 1405, 
he was confthuted L, J. and, in 1407, aflifted the L. D.

In 1408, he built the White Caftle 
in New-Leighlin ; but, dying in 141 o, he was buried in 
the Friary of Kildare, leaving iflue by Margaret, daughter 
and heir to Sir John Rochford *, two fons, John, his fuc- 
ceflbr ; Thomas, who left no children ; and a daughter 
Joan, firft married to Jenico Grey 5 and, fecondly, to James, 
Earl of Ormond, and dying in London 3 Auguft, 1430, 
was buried in the church of the hofpital of St. Thomas 
D* Acres. 

John, the fixth Earl of Kildare, was commonly called the John, 
Crooked, or Crouch-Back.

Thomas, Thomas, the feventh Earl of Kildare, who, in 1454, was 
7 appointed L. D. of the kingdom, as he was again the 
Earl. vear following, and continued in the government until 
1459, being then fucceeded by Richard Duke of York, 
L. L. whole deputy he was appointed in 1460; and K. 
Edward IV. coming to the throne, continued him L. J. by 
patent, dated at Dublin 30 April, 1461, into which office 
he was fworn 1 May in Chrift-Church, before the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Council 5 and 7 September fol- 
lowing, a writ, dated at Briftol, was directed to his Lord- 
Ihip, Sir Robert Prefton, Sir Chriftopher St. Laurence, 
&c. and all his Majefty's liege fubje&s of Ireland, to receive 
the great feal, which he had fent over by Sir William 
Welles, made Lord Chancellor and Keeper for life 8 July 
preceding, and fworn into that office in the Chancery of 
England, alfo that all grants under the old feal, from the 
firft day of his reign, fhould be vacated, and thereby he did 
annul the fame. — On 5 January, 1463, he was constituted 
Lord Chancellor by aft of parliament, with the fee of 40L 
a year, and ten (hillings a day. — In 1464, he and his lady 
founded and endowed the Francifcan Friary in Adair. — In 
1 467, with the Earl of Defmond and Edward Plunket, he 
was attainted of treafon by aft of parliament \ for which 
Defmond (againft whom the accufation feemed principally 
levelled) fuffered death, as already related ; but his Lord- 
fhip was not only pardoned and reftored in blood by parlia- 
ment, but (the L. D. Worcefter haftenmg to England) was 
made L. J. and the fame year L. D. to the Duke of Cla- 
rence, and fo continued until 1475* 

On 25 March. 1478*, he departed this world, and was 
buried with his father in All-Saints near Dublin ; and hav- 
ing f married Joan, daughter of James, the feventh Earl of

James, the fecond fon, married the fifter of Barnaby Doyne 
of Mylicke in the Queen's county, died ao Auguft 1602, 
and was anceftor to the family of Kiirulhe ; and Thomas, 
the eldeft # , by Elizabeth, daughter of Mark Barnewall of 
Dunbroe, Efq*. had HTue Maurice Fitz-Gerald of Laccagh, 
who, dying 13 Nov. 1637, left iflue by Ellen, daughter of 
James, Lord Dunboyne, James, anceftor to the family 
ibmetime fubfifting at Laccagh, and other children.

Gerald, Gerald, the eighth Earl of KiMare, was conftitnted, the 
8 year he fucceeded his father, L. D. to Richard Duke of 
Earl. York, as he was again, 12 Auguft, 1480, for four yean 
from the fifth of May following, by the Duke's warrant un- 
der the King's Privy Seal 5 and, K* Edward IV. dying in 
1483, he was continued by Richard III. L. D. to his fon 
Edward, and the year after to John Earl of Lincoln, when 
the parliament gave him a fubfidy of thirteen millings and 
four-pence out of every ploughland, towards defraying his 
charges, in the fervice he had performed againft the Irifh 
rebels and traitors to the ftate. — K. Henry VII. on his ac- 
ceflion to the throne in 1485, continued him L. D. to Jat 
per, Duke of Bedford ; but the next year he was very near 
forfeiting the King's favour, by abetting the defigns of the 
famous impoftor Lambert Simnel j who, by Margaret, wi- 
dow

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4cm of Charles, Duke of Burgundy, and fitter of K. Ed* 
-ward IV. was let up to perforate Edward, Earl of Warwick, 
only fon to her brother George Duke of Clarence, and to 
lay claim to the crown as the immediate and rightful heir : 
But that impoftor being defeated at the decifive battle of 
Stoke, 6 June, 1487, and Sir Richard Edgecombe fent 
over the year after, to take new oaths of fidelity and alle- 
giance from the nobility and principal men of the king- 
dom, the Earl, 21 July, made his folemn oath of alle- 
giance, and Sir Richard put a collar of the King's livery 
about his neck, to fignify his Majefty's entire reconciliation ; 
and, on the 30th, in St. Mary's church at Dame's-gate, 
Dublin, delivering his certificate on oath, under the feal of 
his arms, as the obligation of his future allegiance and faith- 
ful fervice, Sir Richard delivered to him the King's pardon 
under the Great Seal. 

He was continued in the government, and, in 1489, in- 
vaded Mac-Geoghegan's country y to6k and dcftroyed the 
caftk of Bileragh 5 wafted the territory of Moycafhel ; and 
that year (or in 1490) had fent him out of Germany, as a 
rarity, fi^uufquets, which his guard, when they ftood cen- 
tinels, hore- before his feat of Thomas-Court. — In 1491, 
being fufpt&ed by the King, on fome envious fuggeftions, 
for abetting new confpiracies with the Duchefs of Burgun- 
dy, he was removed from the government ; and was further 
fufpefted of favouring a fecond impoftor, Perkin Warbeck, 
but of that fufpicion he acquitted himfelf by affifting the 
L. D. againft his abettors in 1494 : Yet, his brother James 
{by his advice, as was imagined) feizing the caftle of Car- 
low, and his enemies urging againft him the extortion of 
coyne and livery, with other irregularities, his Lordfhip, 
his brother, and their adherents were, in a parliament 
holden at Drogheda by Sir Edward Poynings, in Nov. 1494, 
declared traitors and attainted; and his motto of Crom a 
Boo, with thofe of the Lords Ormond (Butler a Boo) 
Deimond (Shanet a Boo) and Clanrickard (Galriagh 
a Boo) being adjudged unlawful, and a means of nourishing 
diffenfion between noble families, was abrogated* — Hi* 
Lordfhip having alfo, before this, been at variance with 
Plunket.of Rathmore, did at length kill him, with moil of 
his followers, near Trim * and afterwards forcing the Bifhop 
of Meath from a church, wherein he had taken famShiary, 
for controuling and oppofing his authority, he was fent to 
the King, to anfwer for all the crimes he had run into, by 
profecuting his private enemies \ in addition to which, he 

was 
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wis accufed of burning the church of Cafhel, Which he 
readily confefled, and fwore, That be would never have done 
it, but that be thought the Arebbifbop was in it : This frank 
confeffion, and voluntary declaration of the moft aggravat- 
ing circumftance, convinced the King, that a perfon of 
fuch natural innate plainnefs and fimplicity could not be 
guilty of thofe intrigues imputed to him j fo that when the 
Bifhop of Meath, his moft inveterate accufer, concluded his 
laft article with this fharp expreffion, Toujee what a man be 
is, all Ireland cannot rule yonder gentleman. The King re- 
plied, If it is fi t then be is meet to rule all Ireland*, feeing oil 
Ireland cannot rule htm : And accordingly made him L. L. 
by patent, dated 6 Auguft, 1496; reftored him to his 
honour and eftate, and dtfraiiTed him with many rich pre-, 
fents. 

He returned to Ireland the fame month, and foon after 
marched towards Tfeomond againft O'Brien > took the caftlc 
of Feyback from Fyni? Macnemara; razed the caftle of 
Ballynitie, and other garrifoned places ; and, in 1497, 
powerfully oppofing the impoftor Perkin Warbeck, defeat- 
ed his defigns in Ireland--— In 1498, he invadttf UJfter; 
took the caftles of Dungannofe and Omagh ; forced Neile 
Mac- Art O'Neile to give hoftages j and, marching to Cork, 
placed a garrifon there, by reafon of that city's defection in 
efpoufijig Warbeck, and obliged the inhabitants, with thofe 
of Kingiale, (o fwear allegiance, aod ratify it by indentures 
and homages.— En March following, he reduced the caftles 
of Athleague/ Rofconlon, Tulfke, and Caftlereagh; alio, 
in 1500, that of Kinard, in Ulfterj and, in 1503, deftroy- 
ed the caftle of Belfaft, and placed a garrifon in Cairick- 
fergus.— On 19 Auguft, 1504, he fought fhe famous battle 
of Knocktoe, five miles from Galway, and acquired an en- 
tire viftory over the Irilh Chiefs of Conaught ; deftroyec} 
CCarrolTs country upon his return; and, ii> September, 
lent Walter Fitz-Simons, Archbifhop of Dublin, to give the 
King an account of thefe and other public affairs,' who re- 
warded his fervices with creating him a Knighf 'of the 
Garter. — K. Henry VII. dying 22 April, 1509* his'Lord- 
fhlp was continued Chief Governor by Henry VIII. and, 
that year invading Ulfter, recovered the caftles of Dungan- 
gon and Omagh. — In 15 10, he was appointed L. D. and, 
marching with a powerful army into Munfter, took divers 
caftles j 4s he did that of Belfaft in 15 12, which he demo- 
lifhed, and wafted the country. That year he built St, 
Mary's Chapel in the choir of Chrift's Church, Dublin, 

where, 
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%hfere, 16 O&ober, 15 13, he was honourably interred near 
the altar ; his death happening 3 September at Kildare^ by 
a lhot he had received a little before from the O'Mores of 
Leix ; and by his will having bequeathed his beft gown of 
cloth of gold, purpurated, to m§ke facerdotal veflments, 
and beftowed the town of Cappaurau to the maintenance of 
that Canon, who fhould celebrate his obfequies, and pray 
for his foul, and the foul of Thomas Flunket, fometime 
Chief Juflke of the Common-Pleas, and the fouls of all the 
fakhful; a yearly commemoration with an office of nine Jef- 
fons was appointed for him. 

This great man was liberal, ftout, pious and merciful ; 
and kept the kingdom in a better condition than was gene- 
rally done before his time ; being fo famous for his many 
fuccefsful victories, that he awed the rebels by his reputation 
alone ; and fecured the Pale by erefting the caftles of Rath- 
vilk, Lincarrig, Caftledermot, Athy, and others upon the 
borders; difperiing colonies in proper places; rebuilding 
ruined towns, and deftroying the Iriih fortifications l ; and 
was fo frequently entrufted with the chief government of 
the kingdom for very good reafons, being a man of great 
intereft and courage, that his very name was more terrible to 
the Irifh than an army. 

He married to his firft wife Alifon, daughter and coheir 
to Sir Rowland Euftace of Harriftown, in the county of 
Kildare, Baron of Portlefter*, and by her, who died of 
grief 22 Nov. 1495, during his confinement in England, 
and was buried in the monaftery founded by her father, he 
had Gerald, his fucceflbr ; and fix daughters, Elinor, firft 
married to Donald Mac-Fineene Mac-Carthy Reagh, Prince 
of Carbery; and, fecondly, to Caluacus O'Dopel, Lord of 
Tyrconnel and the whole county of Donegal ; Margaret to 
Pierce, the eighth Earl of Ormond ; Elizabeth to Chrifto- 
pher, Lord Slane, Treafurer of Ireland, and by him, who 
died 2 Auguft, 1517, had James, Lord Slane, who mar- 
ried the Lady Alice Fitz-Gerakl, his coufin-german ; Ali- 
fon, Euftachia, and Joan, of whom there is no further men- 
tion, fave that one of them was married to Con O'Neile, 
her firft coufin, who, in 1480, was naturalized by aft of 

parliament*

Gerald, Gerald, the only fon l?y the firft wife, and ninth Earl of 
9 Kildare, was appointed, 18 February, 1503, High Trea* 
Earl. furer of Ireland, which he refigned to his brother-in-law 
the Lord Slane, when, on his father's deceafe, he was no- 
minated L. J. of the kingdom by the Council, being after- 
wards made L.' D. by the King. — He purfued his father's 
example in fubduing the Irifli, and preferving the peace of 
his country ; to which end, in 15 14, he marched into Leix 
^gainft O'More, whom he drove into the woods ; took the 
caftle of Cavan-, killed O'Reily, and wafted his country. 
This zeal and fervice was extremely well received by the

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King and his Engliih fubjefts *, of which his Lordfhip was 
•dvcrtifed by Cardinal Woifcy; and going to England the 
next year, to confer with the King touching the parliament 
intended to be foon held, was on his return made L. D. 
— In 1516, he flew Shane OToole in Imaly, and fent his 
head for a prefent to John Rochford, Mayor of Dublin ; 
thence marching into the King's county, he took and de- 
moEfhed Lemewanan-Caftle ; and compelled the town of 
Clonioell, in the county of Tipperary, to furrender on con- 
ditions. In 15 17, he invaded Ulfter, and, after a great 
vifiory over the chiefs of that province, took by ftorm the 
caftle of Dundrum, which had done much injury to the 
Engliih, and alfo took Fhelemy Magennis prifoner. — He 
then marched into Tyrone, burned the fort of Dungannon, 
and reduced the kingdom to a peaceable ftate f : But his 
Nation and power bringing upon him many enemies, who 
fought his ruin, they accufed him of mal-adminiftration, 
and refted not to impeach his government, until they had 
him fent for to England in 15 19, to anfwer thefe articles 
exhibited againft him : 1 That he had enriched himftlf and 
followers by unjuft feizure of the Kings revenues and crown* 
lands ; and a, Thai be had alliance and correfpondena with 
divers of the Irijb^ enemies to the fate. 

He was acquitted of this charge ; but, through the ma* 
lice and power of the prime minifter, Cardinal Wolfey, re- 
moved from the Government, as fome write ; whilft others 
attribute it to this reafon; that, the King having too much 
negle&ed his Irifh affairs, a ferious debate was had how to 
rectify that error ; when it was concluded, that fome prin- 
cipal and proper perfon of the Engliih nobility fhould be 
fent into Ireland, with a fuffictent force to fupprefs the re- 
bels, and reduce them to their allegiance : Accordingly, 
Thomas Howard, Earl of Surry, Lord High Admiral, was 
appointed L. L. with an army equal to the fervice. And 
the Earl, notwithstanding his difmifs, being received into 
favour the next year (1520) attended the King into France, 

and

On 4 Auguft, 1524) he was again made L. D. and the 
next year invaded Tyrconnel ; but, upon notice that Hugh 
CWeile was in arms, he made peace with ODond, and 
flew CNeile in Tyrone, with a total defeat of his followers, 
whereby the public peace was in fome meafure reftoredL— 
After this, on the Earl of Oflbr/s allegation, he was fent 
for to England, and committed to the Tower for levying 
war againft the King's Deputy and his fubjects, and particu- 
larly the Butlers •, but, being foon releafed and reftored to 
favour, he arrived at Dublin in Auguft 1530, with the 
L* D. Skeffington j whom the next year he accompanied in 
an expedition into Ulfter, when the caftle of Kinard was 
deftroyed, and Hugh O'Donel frightened into a fubmiffion. 
— But, enmities anting between the Deputy and him, they 
accufed each other by letters to England, whither he went 
about Eafter 1532; and, being foon brought 'to a trial, fo 
well acquitted himfelf, that, 5 July, he was appointed his 
antagonift's fucceflbr in the government, and arrived in 
Dublin with great congratulations of the people. 

His Lordfhip, however, foon after began to be involved 
in thofe troubles which brought himfelf, and moft of his fa- 
mily, to a fatal cataftrophe. For, John Allen, Archbifhop 
of Dublin, having been advanced by Cardinal Wolfey 
(whofe Chaplain he was) in oppofition to his Lordfhip, to 
the office of Chancellor of Ireland^ he difplaced him in 
1532, and, 5 July, fubftituted George Cromer, Archbifhop 
of Armagh, in that poft : He permitted CNeile to invade 
Uriel ; himfelf in perfon deftroying the county of Kil- 
kenny, bringing many preys from the Earl of Oflbry and his 
friends (becaufe his fon James, Lord Butler, had been made 
Treafurer of Ireland, which he refented); at tf*e hvt 
of Caftledermot he caufed the people to be plundered, fuf- 
fering divers of them to be killed j and that he might the 
more firmly unite himfelf to the Irifh, giving his daughter 
Mary in marriage to Bryan O'Connor of Ofialey, and 
another daughter to O'Carroll, Dynaft of Elye O'Carroll ; 
thefe irregular proceedings expofed him to the malice of his 
enemies, and afforded caufe to charge his adminiftration as 
corrupt, which they readily embraced, and by John Allen, 
Mafter of the Rolls (fent by the Council into England) 
charged him with many mifdemeanors $ which accufation 
at length prevailing, the King directed his immediate re- 
pair 
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pur to his prefence, and to leave a Governor of Ireland for 
whofe conduit he would be refponfible. — He deputed his 
ion Thomas (then about 21 years of age, and of a hot and 
a&ve difpofition) to that office ; and perceiving, after an 
examination by the Council of England, that the King 
would remove him from the government, it was made 
known to his principal counfellors in Ireland ; and the ene- 
mies of the family raifing a falfe rumour and envious fug- 
gdbon, That he was beheaded ^ and that the fame fate was 
defgned for the Lord Thomas, and ail bit uncles % they conn- 
fdled the young Lord to rebel againft the King, and refift 
his authority, as the only means of his prefervation •, which 
2dvicc he inconfiderately purfued, by furrendermg the fword 
and enfigns of government to the Lord Chancellor Cromer 
and the Council, on St. Barnab/s day, 1534 ; defying the 
King and his minifters \ declaring all the goods of his fub- 
je&s forfeited \ rcfohing to kill or banifli all the Englj/b 
h birth ; and to take the kingdom from the pofleffion of 
the King and his heirs. 

In the violent progrefs of his rebellion, he committed 
and occafioned many outrages ; Archbifhop Allen was mur- 
dured at Artaine, near Dublin (28 July) as he was feeking 
his fafety by flight into England : He craved the aid of 
Pope Paul III. and the Emperor Charles V. towards the 
conqueft of Ireland, which he promifcd to hold of them 
for ever : He invaded, burned, and deftroyed the Earl of 
QfTory's lands * wafted the fuburbs of Dublin ; laid fiege to 
the cattle 5 and defeated, at Clontarffe, the firft forces fent 
wver by the King to reduce him : But his career was at 
length ftopped by the L. D. Skeffington, who, landing 28 
Oftober, 1534* marched to Drogheda, to mife the fiege of 
. that place, then invefted by his Lordfhip ; where, remain- 
ing until the 4 of November (the Lord Thomas having 
withdrawn into Conaught, to levy what force he could 
among the Irifh), he proclaimed him a traitor, and return- 
ed to Dublin. — After fome neceffary ftay, he befieged (15 
March) the caftle of Maynooth, defended by a ftrong gar- 
rifon (being then accounted, for the abundance of its furni- 
ture, one of the richeft houfet under the Crown of Eng- 
land) which was furrendered to him on the 2 2d, as were 
foon after Rathangan, and his other caftles ; fo that being 
aknoft reduced, and his principal adherents daily taken and 
executed, he was admitted to a parley with Leonard, Lord 
Grey, to whom he acknowledged his crime j imploring his 
ijiterceffion for a pardon from his offended Sovereign, and 

delivered 
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delivered himfelf into his hands, as did his five undo 
(though fome relate, that they were taken and fent after 
him), and being brought to Dublin, were fent to England, 
where they were all fix condemned to fuffcr the puniihment 
of traitors, and were executed 2 February, 1535. — 'Die 
old unhappy Earl, opprefled with grief, died before them, 
1 a December, 1534, in the Tower, and was buried in the 
chapel thereof, where this infcription was found on a cheft 
in 1580. 

Here lies the Corpes of the L. Gerald 
Fitz-Gerald, Earle of Kyldare( who de-.

In the parliament, begun to be holden at Dublin, on 
Monday 1 May, 1536, (28 Henry VIII.) an aft pafled for 
the attainder of the Earl, his fon Thomas, and others-, 
which enacted, that from the 8 day erf July (20 Henry 
VIII.) he fhould be attainted of high treafon ; and that he, 
and his heirs, fibould, forfeit the title of the Earl of Kildare, 
wkh their whole eftate, to the King and his heirs. 

He married firft Elizabeth, daughter of John, Lord 
Zouch of Codnovre, and by her, who died fuddenly at 
Lucan 6 October, 1517, and was buried at Kilcullen, be 
had Thomas, the tenth Earl of Kildarc, who fufFered with 
his uncles j and four daughters, Catharine, married to Je- 
nico, Vifcount Gormanfton; Alice, to James, LordSlane;

* Stanihorft fagainft the authority of other writers) afierts, that he never 
hore the title of Kildare ; hit words are thefe : " As for Thomas Fitz- 
** Gerald, who was executed at Tyburn, I would wifh the careful reader to 
u undcrftand, that he Was never Bar! of Kildare, although fome writers, 
** rather of error, than of l.mlico, term him by that name. For it is known, 
" that his father lived in the Tower ? when he was in open rcbel'ion, where, 
" for thought of the young man, his folly, he died ; and therefore Thomas 
" was attainted in a parliament holden at Dublin, as one that was deemed, 
" reputed, and taken for a traitor before his father's deceafe, by the bare

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vice of his friends, was bora in England anno 1513, and 
married Frances, younger daughter of Sir Adrian Fortef- 
cue, but having no iffue, we muft obferve, that his father 
marrying to hu fecond wife in Ki9> Elizabeth, fourth 
daughter of Thomas Grey, Marquds of Dorfet, by her had 
two fons *nd three daughters ; Gerald, reftored to the ho* 
now, and was the eleventh Earl of Kildare ; Edward, who 
will be mentioned hereafter ; Lady Margaret, who was deaf 
and dumb, and died unmarried ; Lady Elizabeth, the third 
wife of Edward, Lord Clinton, created Earl of Lincoln ; 
and Lady Cicely. 

Gerald, theeldeftfon, was born 25 February, 1525, and Gerald, 
being at the time of his brother's execution about ten years ! ' 
of age, was, by the care of his nurfe (who then attended * 
him, fick of the fmall-pox at Donoare, in the county of 
Kildare) put into the hands of Thomas Leverous, fofter- 
brother to his father, and then his own tutor (afterwards 
BUhop of Kildare) who conveyed him to his fifter the Lady 
Mary O'Connor, in Ofialey, where he remained till perfect- 
ly recovered ; and then (after fome removes) was protected 
by his aunt Elinor, in her hufband's territory of Tyrconnel, 
for about a year : But the irate being very averfe to his 
whole family, and offering large fums for his apprehenfion, 
fhe fent him, with his tutor, difguifed to Scotland ; whence 
he was tranfported into France, and remained abroad till 
after K. Henry's death, fupported by Cardinal Reginald

fc Prince."— In anfwer to this, it it to be obferred, that the parliament 
fcolden in Dnblin, which he mentions, wherein the a& of attainder wai 
paled, did not meet till the firft of Mar, 1536 (18 Henry VIII.), which 
Dong above a year and a half after the old Earl's death in the Tower, hi* 
fo« Thomas mail of confequrnce fucceed him in the honour (as there waa 
•0 attainder pafled then), and from his father's death to his own, or till the 
a& did pais, have been Earl of Kildare to all intents and purpofes, and ac- 
cordingly we hare placed him here as fuch. For though M he was in open 
41 rebellion, and attainted as one that was deemed a traitor before his fa- 
" ther's deceafe ;" yet his rebellion or treafon could not deprive him of hit 
tkks, until he waa actually found guilty and attainted, which we hare feen 
was not till after his father's death. We might enforce this by many in- 
ftance*, but mail reft it on the cafe of Gerald, Earl of Defmond, who, 
taongh he waa in actual rebellion in 1579, did not forfeit his title until the 
attainder palled in t$l%. ■ He was attainted by the bare name of 
Thomas Fiti-Gerald, becaofe by that name he began his rebellion, and waa 
itemed a traitor before the title accrued to him— And the obfervatiosi 
Staniharft mentions to be made by the irim hi&orians, that no Earl of Kit- 
4ue ever bore anna againft hh Prince in the field, muft alfo fall to the 
ground, when it is confldered, that k muft have been made before the 
time of this rebellion (and fo far indeed is ju(l)> becaufe from that time 
tin Staaiharft hanfclf wrote, there was no hiftorian to- make the obfer- 
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Pole, his kinfman by the mother ; Cofmo, Duke of Flo- 
rence, who made him matter of his horfe, and others. — He 
then returned to London, in company with fome foreign 
embafladors ; and being at a ball, or mafque, in K. Edward's 
court, and very handfome in his perfon, captivated Mabel ', 
the fecond daughter of Sir Anthony Browne, Knight of 
the Garter, and marrying her, was, by that means and the 
interceflion of Cardinal Pole, received into K. Edward's fa- 
vour, who, in 1552, knighted him, and, by patent, dated 
at Weftminfter 25 April that year, reftored him to* the 
lordfhips and manors of Maynooth, Portlefter, Moykmgh, 
Rathangan, Kilkea, &c. — And, after Q^Mary came to the 
crown, (he reftored him to his honours of Earl of Kiljdare 
and Baron of Offaley, by letters patent*, dated at St, 
James's 13 May, 1554, ift of her reign j with the creation 
fee of 20I. a year, payable for ever out of the cuftoms of the 
port of Dublin, with fuch precedency, preheminence, digni- 
ty, honour, and places, as any of his anceftors heretofore, 
Earls of Kildare, or Barons of Offaley, had, held or enjoyed. 
The witnefles to the patent of reftitution were, Stephen, 
Bifhop of Winchefter, Lord High Chancellor of England $. 
William, Marquefs of Winchefter, Lord High Treafurer; 
Henry, Earl of Arundel, Steward of the Houfehold $ John, 
Earl of Oxford, Lord Chamberlain 5 Edward, Earl of Derby; 
Henry, Earl of Rutland ; Henry, Earl of Suffer \ Francis, 
Earl of Huntingdon ; William, Earl, of Pembroke ; Sir John 
Gage, Knight of the Garter, and Chamberlain of the 
Houfehold j Edward, Lord Clyjnton ; William, Lord Wind- 
• for; William, LordPagett, of Bewdcfertt ; Sir Robert Ro- 
chefter, Knight, Comptroller of the Houfehold 5 Sir John 
Bourne, Knight, one of the Principal Secretaries of State ; 
and Sir Henry Jermugam, Knight, Vice-Chamberlain of the 

Household.

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HodehokL — Alfo, by another patent, dated i May, i and 
z PhiL and Mary, their Majefties granted to him all fuch 
honours, caftles, manors, and eftates whatsoever in Ireland, 
as came, or ought to have come to the crown by the 
attainder of his father *• 

He returned to Ireland in November, 1554, and was re- 
ceived with great applaufe and congratulations j fat in the 
parliament held by Thomas, Earl of SwTex, 12 January, 
1559; and, 23 February, 1568, was, with his brother and 
fitters, refto red in blood, and the ftatute of attainder of 28 
Henry Vlll. repealed in a parliament, then holden at Dub- 
lin ; by which aft, and the aforefaid letters patent, the ho- 
nours, and great part of the eftate, remain in the family to 
this day. 

In the reign of K. Edward VI. his Lordihip was direfted 
by the council, to profecute Phelim Roe O'Neile, then in 
rebellion, and empowered by divers commifiions to preferve 
the peace, and govern the counties of Dublin, Kildare, and 
Cariow, in the L. Deputy's abfence 5 being alfo appointed 
bycommiffion, 14 June, 1556, fole governor of the An- 
nary and Shilelagh, with power to execute martial law. — 
On 10 Auguft, 15579 he accompanied the L. L. into the 
north, againft James Mac-Donnell the Scot; and, in 1561, 
being fokly entrufted to conduft the great O'Ndle to the 
Queen, he arrived with him, 4 January, at the Englifh 

court;

fame, Queen Elizabeth, by letter from Rycote, 39 Auguft, i$6l, ordered 
tke 1~ D. Sidney to reftore him by efifc&uai patents, to be holden, in capite, 
by the (ervice ot two Knights fees*.

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court ; whence returning, he was joined in commiffion, 6 
October, 1564, with the Archbifhops of Armagh and Dub- 
lin, the Earls of Ormond and Defmond, the Bifhops of 
Meath, Kildare, Leighlin, and others, for the reformation 
of religion and manners. — In 1565, he was authorized to 
force the rebels at difcretion, whom he fo effe&ually pro- 
iecuted, that he frequently prefented to the L. D. numbers 
of the principal outlaws heads. — On 7 of September, 1566, 
he enfeoffed Chriftopher Barnewall, of Gracedewe ; Wil- 
liam Talbott, of Mallahide j Meiler Hufley, of MoUhufley ; 
Simon Barnewall, ofKilbru; James KerdUFe, ofDunfinke; 
Peter Boyce, of Baldolan 5 and James Nugent, of Killcow- 
ley Gent, in the manors and lordfhips of Maynooth, alias 
Maynufley, Griffinrath, Carthyn, Newtown de Moyagher, 
Crom, Adare, Alackaght, Tipperhenue, Tipperne, Sligagh, 
Ardglas, Athie, Woodftoke, Geifhell, Bollybogane, Caftle- 
dermot, Caftellon de Moylagh, Portalefter, KildaUce, Kil- 
dare, Dullardfton, Kilkae, and Rathangan, and all other 
his eftate in Ireland, to hold to his own ufe for life, and 
after his deceafe, every of his daughters, then unpreferred, 
to receive iool. a year, for their education and maintenance 
until married 5 and every fon the like annuity, until he at- 
tained the age of at years '. — In the fame month he ac- 
companied the L. D. Sidney in his Ulfter expedition, when 
many caftles (taken by O'Neile) were reftored to their 
owners ; a country of eighty miles in length, and forty-eight 
in breadth, recovered to the Queen 5 and CNeile himfelf 
reduced fo low, as once to refolve, with a halter about his 
neck, to fubmit to the Deputy. — In 1569, he was confti- 
tuted General of the forces in the abfence of the faid L. D. 
and prevailed on Shane CNeile, again in rebellion, to fub- 
mit to the Queen, and keep the public peace ; which he 
not only did/but expelled the Scqts out of Ulfter, and re- 
duced the North to a ftate of tranquillity, juftice, and ho- 
nefty. 

In 1579, he marched xrith the L. J. Drury againft the 
Spaniards, who, in July, had landed in Kerry, and, with 
the Lords Mountgarret, Dunboyne, and Upper-Oflbry, 
brought 200 horfe, befides foot, for that fervice. In Odo- 
bef, that year, the cuftody of the north borders of the Pale 
was committed to him by the L. D. Pelham (which truft 
had before been repofed in him in 1574), but whether h» 
fuccefs did not anfwer expectation, or that his enemies 

once

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once again fought the wreck of his great fortune, he wai 
(upon their information) fufpe&ed in 1580, with the Lord 
Dclvin his fon-in-law, in his fidelity, and of favouring the 
Leinfter rebels, and committed into the cuftody of Jaques 
Wingfield, Matter of the Ordnance, whence, with his fon 
Henry, he was fent into England, he and Lord Delvin were 
committed to the tower, and Lord Oflaley to the Cuftody of 
the Earl of Bedford. But of this fufpicion they foon ac- 
quitted themfelves, before the Queen and Council, the 
charge appearing to be founded in rnalice ; and the Earl was 
reflored to his eftate, which had been ieized on his appre* 
henfion j and returning to Ireland, was prefent in Sir John 
Perron's parliament 26 April, 1585; but died in London 
16 November that year, and being brought to Ireland 13 
February, was interred with his anceftors in Kildare. 

By his will, made 6 November, he left iool. to ereft a 
monument over his grave, and the like fum to buy fome 
jewel to be given to the Queen from him, as a token of his 
humble and dutiful loyalty to her Highnefs : Bequeaths to 
his wife, as a token of good will and remembrance, a jewel, 
called an agate, which he bought lately, and a piece of 
black tufte Taffatye, containing thirteen yards : To his bro- 
ther Edward, his beft neft of gilt and graven bolls with k 
cover : To his fon and heir Henry, all his gold buttons, 
hat, and cap-bands of gold, filver, and pearl, foot-clothe, 
and horfc-furniture, gilt rapiers and daggers, with their 
girdles and hangers, fhirt-bodics. fliirts of mail, armoury 
artillery, three of the beft fuits of hangings of tapeftry, or 
cloth of arras, and all his ftud, except threescore mares to 
his fecond fon William t Leaves other legacies : Wills that 
his wife ihould take care of all his old fervants that ferved 
him in Ireland, for fome of whom he .makes a liberal pro* 
vifion, and appoints his fon Henry, and fon-in-law Lord 
Dclvin, executors # »

Henry, Henry, the twelfth Earl of Kildare, was born in 1564, 

ia and 24 September, 1593, brought eight horfemen to the 
Earl, general hofting at the hill of Taragh; alfo, in 1597, va- 
liantly ferved againft Tyrone in Ulfter, under the L. D. 
Borrough, and after taking the fort of Blackwater, the re- 
bels {hewing themfelves out of a thick wood, near the north 
fide of the fort, were driven thence into their thickeft lurk- 
ing places ; in which conflift two of his fofter-brethren 
being killed, he took their death fo much to heart, that he 
returned fick from that expedition, and dying i Auguft at 
Drogheda 3 , was buried in &3ldare.

4 September, and by patent 27 September, 1603, Earl of 
Tyrconnel and Baron of Donegall, and by him, who was 
attainted for rebellion in 1613, and died at Rome in 1617, 
had a ion Hugh, who was page to the Infanta in Flanders ;

William, the thirteenth Earl of Kildare, who fucceeded W 1111 ™ 1 * 
his brother Henry 5 when the Earl of Eflex came to Ireland * 3 
to profecute the war againft Tyrone, in the end of March, 
1599, attended him from England j and the weather prov- 
ing very tempeftuous, accompanied his {hip, with fome gal- 
lant gentlemen, in a fmail barque, chofen on purpofe for 
fpeed ; which, being unfortunately caft away in April, his 
Lordfhip and company perifhed. He died unmarried ; fo 
that we return to Edward Fitz-Gerald, Efq. brother to 
Gerald, the eleventh Earl of Kildare. 

He was born 17 January, 1528, and being in England 
with his mother at the time of his father's death, was, by 
the intereft of her friends, preferred to the poft of Lieute- 
nant of the Gentlemen-Pcnfioners. — He married Mabel, 
daughter and heir to Sir John Leigh, widow of Sir John 
Pafton of Norfolk, and had iflue two fons and three daugh- 
ters, viz. Gerald, who fucceeded his coufin in title and 
eftate, and Thomas, father of George, the fixteenth Earl ;

George, the fixteenth Earl of Kildare, was born in 161 1 ', 
and coming to the titles and eftate when only eight years 
and nine months old, was given in ward to the faid Duke 
of Lenox, by Privy Seal from Weftminfter 22 January, 
1620, and by patent, 3 Auguft, 1622, for the fine of 
t 000 marcs, Irifh ; after which that Nobleman took care to 
have him educated m the communion of the Church of 
England, in which this illuftrious family have ever fipce 
continued •, but he dying before his wardf came of age, the 
cuftody of him fell to the Duchefs, and fhe affigning him 
over to the firft Earl of Cork, he received his wardihip by 
Privy Seal from Weftminfter, 10 May, and by patent 26 
June, 1629, paying to the Crown 47I. 10s. 6d. per an- 
num, and had him married, 15 Auguft, 1,630, to his fourth 
daughter the Lady Joan *.

landing in Ireland, confined in the College, until the defeat 
of the Irifh at the Boyne *, when he broke from his re- 
frraint, and by his courage and difcreet conduft preferved 
the city of Dublin from the calamities and defolation which 
threatened it on every hand : For, with indefatigable care 
and vigilance, at the hazard of his life, he preferved the 
magazines, with the great plunder taken from the Pro- 
teftants, and the goods of the Roman Catholics, from de- 
ftruftion ; of which he advertifed the King by letters, who 
expreffed the higheft fatisfa£tion at his proceedings $ and it 
is moft certain, that the confequence of his behaviour was 
very confiderable for the advancement of his Majefty's af- 
fairs, and contributed to the more fpeedy reducing the reft 
of the kingdom, who were fenfibie of the good treatment 
^nd generous ufage the city of Dublin had met with from 
his Majefty. — When the King came from the camp td 
church on Sunday (6 July) he prefented to his Majefty the 
keys of the city and caftle, which he was pleafed to return 
with this expreffion, Sir, they are in very good hands, and 
you deferve them welt, and may keep them. — -On 9 July, 1690, 
ne was commiffioned, with others, by the King, then en- 
camped at Cromlin, to fave all forfeited goods, and fee that 
thole, with the corn on the lands of all absentees, were 1 
fafely kept, or difpofed of for his Majefty's ufe ; 1 De-

1 H E origin of the family of Dc Borah, is deduced from Charles 
Charles the Great, King of France, (on of Pepin, fon of K. ot 
Charles Martel, who having fubdned the kingdoms of the France.

Baldwin II. was founder of the houfe of Blob in France, 
and alfo progenitor of the noble families of Burgh and Vefey 
in Ireland, by his fon John Earl of Comyn, and Baron of T hnE.of 
Tonfburgh, in Normandy, who being general of the King's Comyn. 
forces, and governor ot his chief towns, was from thence 
fornamed De Burgh.* His iflue were two fons, Harlowen 
and Euftace, (Baron of Tonfturgh, from whom the Vif- 
coont de Vefci derives) and a daughter Millkent, married 
to Fulk Earl of Anjou, who fucceeded him, Baldwin, in the 
kingdom of Jerufalem in 1131. 

Harlowen De Burao founded the abbey of Grefteim in Harlowen 
Normandy, and died before his father John Earl of Comyn % 
and having married Arlotte, mother of William Duke of 
Normandy, conqueror of England, bad iflue two fons, Ro- 
bert (anceftor to the Earl of Clanricarde) and Odo, Bifhop 
of Bajecuc, in Normandy, half brothers to the Conqueror, 
whom they accompanied in his expedition to England, and

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for their fervices therein, were amply rewarded with lands 
and honours, Robert being created in 1068, Earl of Corn- 
wall, with a grant of 793 manors ; and Odo being created 
Earl of Kent. Robert Earl of Cornwall, married Maud* 
daughter of Roger De Montgomery, Earl of Shrewfbury, 
Cornwall. by whom he had one fon, William Earl of Cornwall, who 
was the father of Adelm and John. 

John had uTue Hubert de Burgo Earl of Kent, one of the 
greateft fubjects in Europe, in the reigns of Rich. I. John 
and Henry HI*. . 

Adelm, the elder fon, by Agnes, daughter of Lewis VII. 
Bang of France, was father of William Fitz Adelm, " who, 
" fays Sir Richard Cox 1 , founded one of the bcft and no- 
" Heft families of Ireland, which has yielded many brave 
" and worthy men, that have proved eminently ferviceabk 
" to their King and Country, whereby their name, eftate, 
" and family, are preferred in great honour and reputation 
" to this day-," which William was high in the efteemof 
King Henry II. to whom he was fteward ; and on the re- 
duction of Ireland, was fent with Hugh De Lacie, to take 
the fubmiffions of Roderic OConor, King of Conaught, 
and of the King of Meath. He was made governor of Wex- 
ford, and upon the King's return into England, entrufted 
with the management of all his affairs in Ireland ; in 
1175, in a fynod of the bifliops and clergy at Waterford, 
he published the decree or bull, and the privileges granted 
by P. Alexander III. in confirmation of the bull of P. Adri- 
an IV. conflkuting the King lord of Ireland. — In 1 1 77, being 
appointed governor of the kingdom, he was attended into 
Ireland with twenty gentlemen of the King's houihoid, hav- 
ing John De Courcy, Robert Fitz Stephen, and Miles De 
Cogan, affigned to be his afliltants and council for the better 
execution of his office ; and arriving at Wexford, he was 
met by Raymond Le Grofie, who there refigncd the govern* 
ment to him. 

That year, or the enfoing one, by the King's command, 
he founded the moha&ery of St. Thomas, near DubHn, now 
called Thomas Court, for canons regular of the order of St. 
Victor, which charter received the royal confirmation at 
Oxford. — In 1178, he Was recalled to England, being fee- 
ceeded in the government by Hugh dc Lacie ; and in 1 1 79,

yearly rent of 300 marcs; which grant in 121 8 f 
(3 Hen. III.) for the fine of 1000 marcs, was confirmed to 
him and his heirs, after the death of the then King of Con- 
aught ; alfo, 12 June, 1225, a writ was directed to Wil- 
liam Earl Marihall, Lord Juftice, to feize on the whole coun- 
ty of Conaught, forfeited by OConor, and to deliver it to 
Richard de Burgo, at the rent of 300 marcs for the fir ft five 
years, and after of 500 marcs yearly ; except five choice 
cantreds of land, near Athlone, fuppofed to be referred for 
the fupport of that garrifon, which was confirmed to him 
by charter, dated at Weftminfter, 2 1 December, 1 226.

Richard Richard*, the fecond Earl of Ulfter, (ufually called from 

2 his complexion the red Earl) was educated for fome years in 
Earl. the court of K. Henry III. and from his large pofleffions, 

was efteemed the moft powerful fubjeft in Ireland. In 
1273, after purfuing the Scots into their own country, who 
had made an incurfion attended with great cruelty into this 
kingdom, deftroying many of them, and wafting their lands, 
he was made general of all the Irifli forces, in Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales, and Gafcoigne. — In 1286, he fubdoed 
all his opponents in Conaught, took hoftages of O'Neilt 
and O'Donel, difpoffefled Donel Mac-Brian-ONeile of his 
principality, and gave the government and chief name of 
Ulfter to NeHe Kulanagfc O'Neiie.— In 1268, pretending 
title to the Lordfhip of Meath, he befieged Theobald deVer~ 
don, in the caftle of Athlone, and at the inftigation of Wal- 
ter de Lacie, advanced with a great army to Trim.

13019 he did that of Corran, in Sligo ; in 1305, that of 
Grcen-Cafile, in the county of Down, at the entrance of the

If. inclufive ; and by him, who died at his caftle of Alveton, 17 
July, 1217, had a daughter lfabel, born 11 March after his death, wha 
was married to Henry Lord Ferrers of Groby ; her third hufband was Sir Ro- 
ger D'Amorie, Baron of Amoye, in the co. of Antrim, in the reign of Ed. IL 
with whom fhe lies buried in the church of Ware, Hertfordihire. She was- 
the foundrefs of Clare-Hallin the univerfity of Cambridge *.

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and in all pardons granted about that tknfe, this elaufe wat 
infested, excepting the death of WWi*m late Earl ef Ulfter. 
His eftate, by reafon <of his daughter's minority, Was fcized 
into the King's hands * and fo unfettled was the kingdom 
at that time, that two years after a liberate, dated 7 Au- 
guft, 1335, of 20 marcs, was granted to John Morrice, e£» 
cheater of Ireland, for his expences in going to Ulfter, to 
receive the rents of the laid eftate, and to recompenfe him 
for the damage he fuftained in the loft of horfes by the Irifli 
on his return. 

He married Maud, third daughter of Henry PJantagenet, 
Earl of Lancafter, Leicefter and Derby, fecond fon of Ed- 
mond Earl of Lancafter, the iccond fon of K. Henry III, 
and by her (who re-married with Sir Ralph U fiord, Lord 
Jufticeof Ireland) had an only child Elizabeth, born in 
1332, and married in 1352, to Lionel of Antwerp, Duke of 
Clarence, third fon of K. Edward III. then created Earl of 
Ulfter in her right, who alfo became Lord of Conanght, and 
having with her the honour of Clare inThomond, in right 
of her grandmother Elizabeth, fifter and co-heir to Gilbert, 
the laft Earlof Clare, was in the parliament of 1362, crea- 
ted Duke of Clarence ; from which dutchy, the name of 
Clarencievx, (the title of the King of arms for the fouth part 
of England) is derived, for that dukedom eicheating to Ed* 
ward IV. by the death of his brother George Duke of Cla- 
rence, (who was murdered in the tower) he made the herald 
who properly belonged to that Duke, a King of arms, and 
named him Clarencieux. 

Earl Lionel came into Ireland, of which he was Lord Lieu- 
tenant, 8 September, 136 r, and kept the provinces of 
Ulfter and Conaught in peace and fubfervient to law, whilft 
he continued in the kingdom. 

By his Cud wife, (who died in Dublin in 1363, and was 
interred in the Auguftin Friary at Clare in Suffolk, where 
he alfo was buried in 1368) he had an only daughter Phi- 
lippa, born 16 Auguft, 1355, whom at the age of 13 
years, her grandfather, K. Edward III. gave in marriage 
to Edmond Mortimer, the third Earl of March, who in Edtnond 
her right became Earlof Ulfter, Lord of TVim, Clare, and Mortimer 
Conaught ; he died in St. Dominick's friary, near Corke, Earl of 
a 6 December, 138 1, leaving Roger Earl of March and Ulfter. 
Ulfter, declared in the parliament of 1385, (9 Rich. II.) 
heir apparent to the Crown of England ; but the parliament 
being ended, he came into Ireland to quell fome commotions 
in Ulfter, and was {lain with moft of his company, by the 

rude 
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rude and uncivilized natives : — He married Eleanor, eldeft 
daughter of Thomas Holland, fecond Earl of Kent, (niece 
to K. Richard II. and by her had Edmond Earl of March 
and Uifter, who died childlefi ; Roger, who died young ; 
Anne and Eleanor, the elder of whom became heir, and 
was married to Richard Plantagenet, of Coninefburgh, Eart 
of Cambridge, fon of Edmond Duke of York, fifth fon of 
K. Edward III. whofe fon Richard, Duke of York and 
Earl of Uifter, in her right, claimed the Crown, and was by 
aft of parliament in 1455, declared heir apparent ; but being 
flain in the battle of Wakefield, 30 December, 1460, 
fighting againft the houfe of Lancafter, his fon Edward Earl 
of March and Uifter, afcended the throne by the name of 
Edward IV. by which means, Uifter, &c. became the fpe- 
cial inheritance and revenue of the Crown of England. 

We now return to William, fecond fon of Richard de 
Burgo, Lord of Conaught, who died in 1243, and younger 
brother to Walter Earl of Uifter. He was (tried William 
Oge Mac-William More Mac»Wsfliam 9 tie conqueror f and alfo 
William Athankip % from the place of his death. He ferved 
with his father in France, when the city of Bourdeaux was 
taken ; heaififted in 1245, K* Henry III. in his wars of 
Scotland, and in 1263, with a powerful army, invaded 
Defmond, flew Cormac Carthy, Lord of that country, and 
obliged his clan to give boftages ; after which, to his death 
in 1270, he was in many battles with his brother the Earl ; 
but was then put to death at Athankip, on the river Shan- 
non, by the King of Conaught, whilft his hoftage. 
Sir Willi- ** c was Succeeded by his fon Sir William, called Ljegh % 
am de or *&* Gray. In 1 296, he founded the friary of Francif- 
Burgh. cans, in the ifland of St. Stephen, without and very near 
the North gate of the town of Galway ; was appointed in 

1308, cuftos of Ireland ; held a parliament at Kilkenny in 

1309, which appeafed many civil diforders, and enacted 
divers good laws. He performed many fignal fervices agaiuft 
Edward Bruce, O'Conor, and others, by the firft of whom 
he was wounded and taken prifbner in a battle fought in 
Uifter in 1315, when the red EarPs forces were defeated, 
and he was carried into Scotland ; where leaving his fons 
William and Edmond as hoftages, he gained his liberty, and 
returned to Ireland, 30 April, 1316 ; which as foon as 
Phelim O'Conor, King of Conaught, underftood, he affem- 
bled all his forces, (affifted by Connor O'Brien, Prince of 
Thomond, and many others) in order to banifh him from 
that country ; and marching towards Athenry to meet him, 

* (who 
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(who was fupportcd and joined by the Lord Birmingham, 
and the Englifh of the province) they came to an engage- 
ment on St. Laurence's day, wherein the Irifli were totally 
routed, with the flaughter of King Phelim, Teige OKelly 
King of Imany, and 28 other chiefs ; after which he march- 
od his victorious army to Scleymore, where all the Irilh 
iepts agreed to make peace with him, except Mac-Dermot, 
to punifli whofe obftinacy, he invaded and deftroyed his 
country of Moyiorg, and with the fpoils of the flain, walls 
are faid to have been built round the town of Athenry. He 
was alfo in feveral rencounters with the Irifh, under Rich* 
ard Earl of Uifter, wherein he gave repeated proofs of his 
bravery; he died 13 of February, 1324! and was buried 
in the friary of St. Francis, at Galway, and having married 
a daughter of the family of Mac-Jordan, left UTue feven fons, 
Sir William or Ulick, the firft Mac-William Eighter, ances- 
tor to the Earl of Clanrickarde, Sir Edmond (Albanach) 
from whom the Earl of Mayo derives *, Richard ; Sir Red- 
mond, anceftor to the Burkes of Headford and Caftle- 
Hackett, in the county of Galway ; Sir Thomas, appointed 
17 July, 133c, Lord treafurer of Ireland 5 John, father 
of John de Burgo, archbifhop of Tuam, (who died in 1450) 
and Henry. 

Sir Ulick, Lord of Clanrickarde, was a nobleman of great g; r rj]; c ^ 
power; 20 June, 1419, he took OKcily prifoner in the^ Burgh 
county of Galway, flew 500 Irifh in Conaught, and in • 
1424, James Earl of Ormond, Lord Deputy, declaring 
to the King and Council, that the Mac-Mahons, Mac-Genifs's, - 
Neil Garrow, ODonel, and other Irifh enemies in Ulfter, 
had confederated and joined to them a great multitude of 
Irifh, Scots, and other rebels, purpofing to deftroy and 
conquer that country, if they were not powerfully refifted, 
which he was unable to do with his own retinue, nor could 
theypoffibly be reftrained without a great power of men at 
arms, and efpecially without the aid of Sir William de 
Burgh and his brother ; he therefore fupplicated the King 
and Council, in order to encourage them to afford their 
affiftance, that fome competent reward fhould be given 
them ; upon which it was agreed, that Sir William fhould 
receive 40 1. and his brother 20 marcs, out of the Cuftoms 
of Galway and Sligo : he did confiderable fervice in this 
expedition, and upon a memorial fetting forth the loflcs he 
had fuftained, had the King's patent, 20 May, 1427, to 
be paid tfce fame, which together with the 20 marcs, was 

paid 
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paid to his bfottor, 24 Oftobcf following.— He diod 00 
the Monday before St. Bridget's day, 1429, having married 
Agnes, daughter of Roger Earl of Warwick, and by her, 
who died in 1396, had Ulick his fucceflbr. 
Ulick. Ulick (the ttd) De Burgh, of Clanricarde, was a man 

of great efteem and power. In 145I1 he built the cattle of 
Corofin, and marrying Egelifta, daughter of Hugh de Coar- 
tenay, died in 1485* having had ifliie by her, (who died 
in 1452) fix fons and three daughters, viz. Ulick, his fuc- 
ceflbr; Richard j Thomas ; Henry > James ; and John. The 
daughters were, 

Mary, married to James the feventh, Earl of Defmond ; 
Honora, to Edmond, anceftor to the Vifcount Mayo ; and 
Anabella, to O'Brien Earl of Thomond. 
Ulick. Ulick was a perfon brave and politic in war. In Auguft, 

1495, Hugh Rufus O'Donnell, vanquiihing the OConors 
near Sligo, laid fiege to the caftle there ; but hearing of the 
approach of Ulick, retired into Tyrconnel ; that year he 
was fummoned to parliament, and in 1503, overthrew 
Malachy O Kelly. By Sluma, daughter of the Earl of Clare- 
mont, (who died in 1498) he left one fon 
Ulick Ulick, who married Margaret, daughter of Pierce Earl of

****• that b a cap'rtibus, or the beheader, having made a mount of 
the beads of men (lain in battle, which he covered with 
earth. — Being governor of Conaught, he was feized in fee 
of the territory of Clanricarde, confiding of the fix ba- 
ronies of Loughreagh, Dunkellin, Killtartan, otherwife 
Killtaraght, Clare, At henry, and Leitrim, (being lately fo 
divided) fome of the principal manors whereof he held in 
demefne, the remainder, excepting fpirifual lands, were 
poflefled by the gentry and freeholders, and held of him by 
knights fervice ; this vaft territory he greatly improved, by 
building the towns of Gal way, Rofcomon, Loughreagh, 
Clare, Concafhell, Ballyforwer, and Leitrim ; of all which, 
by his petition to the privy council, he defired to have the 
» fee farm, and alfo to hold by the fame tenure, the cocket 

of Sligo, Porterarde, and Leigh bourn, with other creeks, 
and to have the nomination to the fpiritual livings, within 
his rule (biihopricks excepted).

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daring their natural lives, pay to the Crown the yearly 
rent of 40I. Englifh, at thefeaftofSt. Michael, with 100 
marcs to the Lord Deputy of Ireland, to furnifii at every . 
general hofting 20 horfemen, and 80 Scots, well armed and 
prepared for war, with provifions for 40 days, at his own 
expence 5 to attend and fcrve with the King at his will and 
plcafure, and whenever the King fhould come near the 
bounds of his country, that he and his heirs would repair 
to him with all their horfemen, Scots, and forces of their 
country, furnifhed with 3 days provifions ; and further, 
that the King, for the time being, fhall have provifions in 
the faid country of De Burgh, collected by him for 80 Scots 
every year, for the fpace of 6 weeks 5 that the then Lord 
Deputy, the Lord Leonard Gray, might caufe to be cut any 
ftraight Way, called a pafs, in the faid country at his plea- 
fure, and further confented to make any way therein which 
he fhould think good for the more eafy paffage of the King's 
army and artillery, through that whole country, at his own 

expence. Afterwards waiting on K. Henry VIII, in 

England, made his fubmiffion, and furrendered this his 
large eftate into his Majefty's hands, who, by letters patent,' 
dated at Greenwich, 1 July, 1543, regranted and con- 
firmed the fame to him, and the heirs male of his body, 
creating him Earl of Clanricarde, and Baron of Dunkellin, 
with the annual creation fee of 30I. payable out of the ex- 
chequer, conferring upon him likewife the monaftery of De 
Via Nova, in the diocefs* of Clonfert, and the advowfons 
and donations of all rectories, vicarages, chantries, chapels, 
and prebends, in Clanricarde and Dunkellin, belonging to 
his majefty, and then in his gift, with the third part of all 
their firft fruits, as often as they fhould become void ; to 
hold all the premuTes by knights fervice, without account or 
any other rents or fervices whatfoever. — The King more- 
over defrayed the charges of his journey, and granted to 
him and his heirs male, a houfe and piece of land near 
Dublin, for keeping of their horfes and trains, on their re- 
pair to parliament and council 5 he enjoyed his honours but 
a fhort time, departing this life 19 October, 1544, leav- 
ing iflue by Maud de Lacie, one fon Richard 5 

Which Richard, the feedtfd Earl, was uTually called byRicharct 
ihe Irifh Sajfanagh % or the Englifliman — In 1548, he took 2 
Cormac Roe O'Connor, then in rebellion, and font him to Earl. 
Dublin, where he was executed ; and in 1552, gained the 
caftle of Rofcomon by policy. He was Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and affifted by Sir Richard Bingham, overthrew

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the Scots at the river Moye in 15531 and joined Sir Edward 
Fitton, prefident of Conaiight, with his forces in the battle 
of Shruel, againft Fitz-Oliver of Tyrawly. Upon his peti- 
tion to Queen Elizabeth, that the would approve, confirm, 
and ratify to him and his iffue male, the grants made to 
his father by k. Henry VIII. her Majefty did fo by patent, 
dated at Weftminfter, 2Z June, 1559, as likewife con- 
firmed to him the titles of Earl of Clanricarde and Baron of 
Dunkellin, and 12 January following, he fat in her firft 
parliament.. 

He married firft, 24 November, 15531 Margaret, 
daughter of Murrough O'Brien, the firft Earl of Thomond, 
by whom he had Ulick, his fucceflbr 5 he married fecondly, 
Catherine, daughter of Donogh, the fecond Earl of Tho- 
mond, by whom he had' iflue one fon John, created Lord 
Leitrim, and two daughters. His third wife was Honoxa, 
daughter of O'Brien of Duharrafs, and by her had Richard- 
Oge and two daughters, Lady Margaret, who married firft, 
Richard Burke, of Derrymacloghne, in the county of Gal- 
way, Efq. and fecondly* Theobald Burke, the firft Lord 
Brittas; Lady Marcella or Margery, married Conofius 
ONeiie, Earl of Tyrone 1 , and he died 24th July, 1582. 

Ulick Ulick the third Earl*, fat in parliament, 26 April, 

3 1585, and continued firm in his loyalty; and- affifting Sir 

Earl. Richard Bingham to fupprefs the rebellion in 1586, was 
rewarded with divers lands in the province of Conaught, 
and in England — He married 2$ November, 1564, Marga- 
ret, daughter of Richard Fitz- Allan, Earl of Arundel, and 
died 20 May, 1 6di, having had fix fons and two daughters ; 
\^ Lady Mary, who died a child ; and Lady Honora, married to 
yC Sir Nicholas Malby, the Queen's chief commiffioner. The

/A Richard of Kingfale, his fucceflbr, fo called for his bra* 
very againft the rebels there.

— He di£ Earl, 
tinguifhed himfelf eminently in the fervice of the Crown 
during the rebellion of ONeile, Earl of Tyrone, which de- 
iervedly gained him a great reputation, and gave him a juft 
title to the favour of his Prince 5 for the Earl, his father, 
having in 1600, taken time until the month of May, to 
declare himfelf on Tyrone's patty, he took occasion by re- 
pairing to England, to put himfelf as a gage and bridle to 
his father's proceedings, of which the Lord Deputy adver- 
tifed the fecretary of ftatc by letter, 3 April, concluding 
that he had taken order for fecuring the Caftle of Athlone ; 
but that all his hopes of keeping the province of Conaught

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" thcr was the Lord Deputy deceived, ^fays Moryfon 1 ,) in 
" this worthy Lord, who as during his father's life, fo from 
" his death, happening within a few months* to the end of 
" the war ferved the C£ueen as nobly, valiantly, and faith- 
«« fully as any nobleman or gentleman in the army." In 
1 599, he was made governor of the province of Conaught, 
by the Earl of Eflex, which by letters the next year to the 
privy council of England, he prayed leave to reiign, in re- 
gard of fome reftridtions, whereby he was difabled to fervc 
her Majefty as he defired. The Lord Deputy, 8 Auguft, 
1 6o i , difpatched his Lordfhip from the camp into Conaught, 
to command the forces in thofe parts ; after which he ac- 
companied him in his expedition to Kingfale againft Tyrone 
and the Spaniards, and was knighted* in the field of bat- 
tle for the great ferviccs he performed there, his Lordfhip 
killing no lefs than zo Irifh kerne with his own hand $ in 
this battle he had many efcapes^uid Kingfale being delivered 
up, upon articles between the Lord Deputy and Don Juan 
D'Aquila, he was a witnefs thereto ; and the Queen, in her 
letters of the fame date to the Lord Deputy, writes, " and 
" let Clanricarde know, that we do mod thankfully accept 
«• his endeavours." 

King James I. on his acceffion to the throne, being in- 
formed of the good fervices done by his Lordfhip during the 
courfe of the rebellion, and particularly at the fiege of King- 
fale, comYituted him, 11 September, 1603, governor of 
Conaught^ keeper of his Majefty's houfe at Athlone, and 
one of the privy-council 5 and 1 September, 1604, made 
him president of die fame province, with both the civil an4 
military government, having 1 July before, commiffioned 
him to be chief leader of the army there. — In 1602, Ear) 
Richard preferred a petition to the Lord Chancellor, to exa« 
mine witnefies relative to his legitimacy, which was impeach- 
ed by his brother Sir Thomas Bourke, aUedging that Ik 
was born before his father's marriage with the Lady Onerej 
his mother, now Countefs Dowager, and about 5a year^ 
old ; accordingly a commiffion was granted, 16 ApriL 
1602, (44 Eliz.) authorifing Thomas Dillon, Efq; Chid

chancery 1 . In the parliaments of 1613 and 1615, his 
Lordflup attended the fervice of his country •, and in 1615, 
was appointed of the council for the province of Munfter ; 
bat the next year, on account of a long illnefs f being un- 
able to undergo fo great a burthen as the prefidentfhip, he 
bdbught the King to accept of his furrender thereof, with 
which his Majefty complied ; yet in refpett of the favour he 
bore hkn in regard of his former great merits, and that he 
had ierved fo long in chief of that province, was not willing 
to leave him under the command of any provincial gover- $ 

nor, and therefore 12 July, 1616, the King gave him V 
the command of the county and town of Galway, where v 

his chief dwelling and moft of his eftate lay ; with fuch civil 
jarifdi&on and martial power as he then enjoyed throughout 
the province of Conaught, and made him chief in the com- 
miffion of Oyer and Terminer, with the Juftices of affize in 
their circuits ; he was alio to have ten (hillings Englifh, by 
the day, for his own life, and that of UlickLord Dunkel- 
lin, his fon ; and they were to have a regiment of foot, 
then in pay, under their command ; which grant deter- 
mining by the death of YL James, was renewed and con- 
firmed by K Charles, 20 May, 1625, to him and his 
fon for their refpe&ive lives. 

K. James alfo, in further' consideration of his eminent 
abilities and fcrvices, advanced him to the dignity of a Peer 
of England, creating him 3 April, 1624, Baron of So- / 
merhill, (a manor of his in Kent) and Vifcount Tunbridge 5 
to which titles K. Charles, 23 /.uguft, 1628, added 
thofe of Baron of Imany .Vifcount of Galway and Earl of St. 
Albans; 1 Auguft, 1634, he was introduced into the 
\mfp of peers by his proxy, the Vifcount Clanmoriih, 
«ho fat on the Earls bench in the Earl of Clanricarde's 
piace * ; and 4 Nov, following, he was prefent in par- 
foment, but departed this life at Somerhilt, 1 % Novem- 
ber, 1635, on which occafion the Lord Deputy Went worth,

UlKk Ulick, the fifth Earl of Clanricarde, born in London 

5 1 604, had a fpecial livery of his inheritance, 26 January, 

E:r!. 1636, and took his feat in the parliament which met 16 
March, 1639, as he did 26 October, 1640, by proxy 3 , 
lie was a nobleman of fingular merit and of unblemifhed 
loyalty to K. Charles, whom he attended in his expedition 
againft the Scots in 1640 ; and returning in the fummeroi 
1641 to Ireland, went to his feat of Portumna, where hh 
prefence was very ufeful on the breaking out of the rebel- 
lion ; for befldcs the authority which his commiffion ol 

governoj 

! Strafford'* letteri. a Luge's colled. 3 Lords* Journ. L 1 36. 
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governor of the town and county of Galway (of which he 
had a patent for life, as already obferved) gave him, he was 
the firft man of quality of that county, and the moft con- 
siderable gentlemen of it were his tenants, and had a de- 
pendance on him by their tenures. As foon as he had certain 
intelligence of the rifing in the North, he took all poflible 
meafnres for the fecurfty of the province, then under a 
terrible confternation \ and fummoned all who held lands 
of the King in capite, to be ready at 24 hours warning, to 
attend him for his Majefty's fervice, recommending to them 
ia the mean time, to take efpecial care of the lives and 
goods of the Englifh ; but having only his own regiment of 
foot quartered at Loughrea, and the ftate deferring to 
empower him to raife more, he afTembled the county at 
that place, where it was agreed to raiie 8 companies, 
making 400 foot, and two troops of 50 horfe each, which 
he fuppiicd with arms out of his own (lores, and without 
the leaft affiftance from the ftate, or any other quarter •, by 
his own prudence and activity, by the univerfal efteem in 
which he was held, and by the opinion, rather than the 
reality of his power, he preferred his own county in peace 
longer than any other in the kingdom, and found means 
.befides to render considerable fervices to his neighbours. 
He was appointed, it January, 1642, one of the com- 
raiffioners to receive the propofitions of .the Irifh confede- 
rate recufants, and in July, J 644, made commander in 
chief of the military part of Conaught, under the Marquefs 
of Orroond, Lord Lieutenant ; alfo 21 February, 1644, f° r 
his fervices he was advanced to the dignity of Marquefs of 
Clanricarde, with limitation of the honour to his iflue male ; 
and in May following, was fworn of his Majefty's privy* 
council : after this he omitted nothing which he thought 
might prove of advantage to his country, and to that end 
warmly efpoufed the ceffation between the Lord Inchiquin 
and the Iri(h •, and befieged the Pope's Nuncio (who oppoftd 
it) in Galway, where he had called a fynod to meet 1 5 
Aoguft, 1648,- to confirm his cenfunes upon fhofe who 
obferved it ; took the Cattle of Athlone, and having reco- 
vered James-town, Moate, and other places, which had 
been fcized by ONeile ; he obliged the befieged in Gal- 
way, 1 September, to proclaim the ceiTation, renounce 
the Nuncio, and pay a considerable fum of money. 

6 December, 1650, he was appointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, 2nd made feveral attempts to aflemble an army 
a the fiekl, but was defeated in his meafurcs by the diiaf- 

fcclion 
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fection of his officers, caufeAby the intrigues of the clergy ; 
and Galway furrendering to the parliament forces, ra 
May, 16521 he took Ballyfhannon the 16, which he held 
for feveral months, endeavouring in vain to draw together 
a fufficienc force to fight the rebels, fo that he was con- 
strained in February following, to lend the Earl of Caftle- 
haven to the King, to defire his commands how to aft in 
his prefent circumftances ; his Majefty, by letters, acknow- 
ledged his good fervrces, and directed him to make the 
bed conditions for himfelf and party that he could. — He 
might have provided well for himfelfj yet would receive 
nothing on his own account but a pais, and leave to remain 
in the enemy's quarters without taking the oaths ufually 
impofed, till he had fettled his affairs, and then to have 
the liberty of tranfporting himfelf beyond the fea«. Ac- 
cordingly in purfuance of the articles concluded with him, 
upon his fubmiflion and laying down his arms, he recciv- 
ted a pafs dated at Kilkenny, 11 October, 1652, to tranfc 
port himfelf and fix fervants, with travelling arms and 
neceflaries, and to pafs through England to fome place 
where {hipping might be ready for his tranfportation into 
Flanders, or any other foreign place, In amity with Eng- 
land; the pafs to continue in force for three months; 
which 2 December was enlarged to 1 March. *' 

Being thus driven out of Ireland, "H^here his eftate of 
29,000 1. a year was feized and fequeftered, he retired to 
his inheritance at Somerhill, in Kent., and being there freed, 
by death, from all his troubles, 1 July ' ^657*, was buried 
with his father at Tunbridge, having been excepted from 
pardon for life or eftate, in the aft pafled . by Cromwell's 
parliament, 12 Auguft, 1652, for the fettlement of Ireland. 
In December 1622, he married the Lady Anne Compton, 
then only daughter ofWilliam Earl of Northampton, and by 
*> her (who died 17 Auguft, 1675) had an only child, Lady 
Margaret, who was firft married to Charles Lord Vifcount 
Mufkerry, and by him, who loft his life in the great fca 
fight with the Dutch, 3 June, 1665, ftie had one Ton and 
one daughter, viz. Charles- James, who fucceeded his 
grandfather, Donogh Earl of Clancarty, who died in Jane, 

1666,

1666, and Frances, who died unmarried 24 December, 
1675 ; Lady Margaret in 1676, married to her frcoud huf- 
ban4 Robert Villicrs, called Vifcottnt Purbeck, who died in 
1685, and to her third, Robert Fielding, Efq. member in 
K. James's parliament for the borough of Gowran, who 
died 12 May; 1712, and (he deceafed in Auguft, 1698, 
leaving one fon by her fecond hufband, viz. John Villiers, 
who claimed the title of Earl of Buckingham. 

This great nobleman dying without iflue male, the titles 
of Marquefs of Clanricarde, Earl of St. Albans, &c. became 
extinct; but the Earldom of Clanricarde and Barony of Dun- 
kellin, devolved on his firft coufin Richard, eldeft fon of 
his uncle William, who married Mary, the fecond daughter 
of Sir James Mac-Sorley Boy Mac-Donnell, Bart, brother to 
Randall, created Earl of Antrim 1 , by whom he had two 
fons, viz. Richard, the fixth Earl of Clanricarde ; and colo- 
nel William, who fucceeded his brother. 

Which Richard became the fixth Earl ; and % December, Richard 
1697, It appeared that he had been outlawed, but had re* 6 
veried the fame*, in 1661, took his feat in parliament 3 , Earl. 
and having married the Lady Elizabeth Butler, feventh 
daughter of Waiter Earl of Ormond, by whool he had 
no iflue male, and deceafing in Auguft, 1666, left two 
daughters, viz. Lady Mary, married firft to Sir John . 
Burke, Kot. and fecondly to Lord A theory*, and Lady Mar- 
garet, married to Colonel Garret Moore 4 . 

William the feventh Earl, who fucceeded his brother, William 
fignalized himfelf by his valour and loyalty in feveral en* 7 
gagements during the troubles, and particularly in that of Earl. 
Kofcomon; after which, 12 October, 1652, he obtained 
a pafs to tranfport himfelf, three fervants, and the 
party which laid down arms with him, to England, to treat, 
with the Spanifh Ambaftador, or other his Majefty's agents 
and minifters there *, and himfeif to return, with two fer- 
vants, in two months, in order to the tranfportation of 
his faid men — Being thus obliged to follow the fate of his 
matter in exile,' he remained with him in a low condition, 
until his happy reftoration, when his loyalty was rewarded 
with two grants of lands, under the acts of fettlement ; he 
was appointed, 1 December, 1680, Lord Lieutenant of the

He married Lectkq, only daughter of Sir Henry Shir* 
ley, of Aftwell, in the county of Northampton, Bart, an- 
cestor to the E&H Ferrers, by whom he had five fons and 
four daughters, viz.

When God had bleffed md with a reafonable fortune and 
eftate, Sir Henry Wallop, Treafurer at War; Sir Robert 
Gardiner, Chief Juftice of the King's Bench ; Sir Robert 
Dillon, Chief Juftice of the Common Pleas ; Sir Richard 
Bingham, Chief CommiiEoner of Conaught ; being difpleaf- 
ed for fome purchafes which I had made in the Province, 
they all joined together, and by their letters complained 
againft me to (^Elizabeth, expreffing, " That I came over 
" a young man, without any eftate- or fortune; and that I 
" had made fo many purchafes, as it was not poffible to do 
« it without fome foreign Prince's purfe to fupply me with 
" money ; that I had acquired divers caftles and abbies , } 
" upon the fea fide, fit to receive and entertain Spaniards ; j' 
f« that I kept in my abbies, fraternities and convents of 
«< Friars in their habits, who faid mais continually ; and 
*« that I was fufpefted in "my religion, with divers other 
€€ malicious fuggeftions." Whereof having fome fecrct no- 
tice, I refolved to go into Munfter, and fo into England, 
to juftify myfelf ; but, before I could take (hipping, the 
general rebellion in Munfter broke forth ; all my lands were 
wafted, as I could not fay that I had one penny of certain 
revenue left me, to the unfpeakable danger and hazard of

To Sir James Ware 
and Sir Philip Perceval, each a gelding of his own breed. With divert 
other legacies and memorials to pu friends and fervants ; and to every per- 
fon, man and woman, to whom he had bequeathed any remembrance of his 
aficiftion, mourning cloaks and gowns, with mourning fuits to all his fer- 
vaots. 
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my life: Yet God fo preferred me, as I recoTered Dingle, 
and got Shipping there, which tranfported me to BrifW, 
\ from whence I travelled ti London, and betook myfelf to 
J my former c hamber in t fie^ Mid dle Temp le, intending to 
» renew my ftudies in the TawVltiil the rebellion was paffed 
j over. 

Then Robert, Earl of Eflex, was defigned for the go- 
vernment of this kingdom, unto whole fervice I was recom- 
mended by Mr. Anthony Bacon ; whereupon his Lordihip 
very nobly received me, andufed me with' favour and grace, 
in employing me in filing out his patent and commiffion far 
the government of Ireland ; whereof Sir Henry Wallop 
having notice, utterly to fupprefs me, renewed his former 
complaint to the Queen's Majefty againft me ; whereupon, 
by her Majefty's fpecial dire£tions, I was fuddenly attached, 
and conveyed dofe prifoner to the Gate-houfe ; all my pa- 
pers feized and fearched 5 and although nothing could ap- 
pear to my prejudice, yet my clofe reftraint was continued 
till the Earl of Eflex was gone to Ireland, and two months 
afterwards j at which time, with much fuit, I obtained of 
her facred Majefty the favour to be prefent at my anfwers ; 
where 1 fo fully anfwered and cleared all their objections, 
and delivered luch full and evident justifications for my own 
acquittal, as it pleafed the Queen to ufe thefe words : "By 
« God's death, all thefe are but inventions againft this 
\ " yo'ung"man, and all his Tufferings are for being able to 
fC do us~leryice, aftchthete complaints urged to foreftall him 
•« therein: But wefihcThim a man fit to be employed by 
/ u ourfelves, and we will employ him in our fervice ; and 
** t u Wallop and his adherents fhall know, that it fhall not be 
€€ in the power of any of them to wrong him, neither fhall 
! €€ Wallop be, our Treafurer any longer." And, arifingfrom 
j Council, gave order not only for my prefent enlargement, 
* but alfb difcharging all my charges and fees during my re- 
ftraint, gavejae_her royal hand to kifs^ which I did hearti- 
ly 5 humbfy thanking "God Tor that great deliverance. 

Being commanded by her Majefty to attend at Court, it 
was not many days before her Highnefs was pleafed to be- 
llow upon me the office of Clerk of the Council of Mon- 
ger *, and to commend me over to Sir George Carew (after 
Earl of Totaefs) then Lord Prefident of Munfter 5 where- 
upon

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upon I bought of Sir Walter Rawlcigh his (hip, called the V 
Pilgrim, into which I took a freight of ammunition and ^ 
victuals, and came in her myfelf by long fea ; and arrived 
at Carrigfoile in Kerry, where the Lord President and the 
army were then at the fiege of that cattle ; which when we 
Had taken, I was there (worn Clerk of the Council of Mun- 
fter, and prefently after made a Juftice of Peace and Quo- 
rum throughout all that Province. And this was the fe- 
cond rife that God gave unto my fortunes. 

Then, as Clerk of the Council, I attended the Lord Pre- 
fident in all his employments, waited on him ( who aflifted 
the L. D. Mountjoy) at the whole fiege of Kingiale, and was 
employed by his Lordfhip to her Majefty with the news of 
that happy victory (obtained over the Irifh under the Earl 
of Tyrone, and the Spaniards, 24 December, 1601); in V 
which employment I made a fpeedy expedition to the court 5 ^ 
for, I left my Lord Prefident at Shandon Caft le, near Cork, 
on Monday morning about two of the clock^ and the next 
day delivered my pacquet, and fupped with Sir Robert . 
Cecil, being then principal Secretary, at his houfe in the 
Strand ; who, after fupper, held me in difcourfe till two 
of the clock in the morning, and by feven that morning 
called upon me to attend him to the court, where he pre- N 
fented me to her Majefty in her be4db ar Pfe r 5 ^ho remem- 
bered me, calling me by my name, and giving me her hand J " / 
to kifs, telling me, that fie was glad that I was the happy /i 
rnan to bring thefirft news of the glorious vifiory. And after \ 
her Majefty had interrogated with me upon fundry queftions 
very punctually, and that therein I had given her full fatis- 
fa&ion in every particular, ihe gave me again her hand to 
kifs, and commanded my difpatch for Ireland, and fo dif- 
tnifted me with grace and favour. 

At my return into Ireland, I found my Lord Prefident 
ready to march to the fiege of Beerhaven-Caftle, then for- 
tified and pofleffed by the Spaniards and fome Irifh rebels, 
which after battering, we had made afiaultable, entered and " 
put all to the fword. His Lordfhip then fell to reducing 
thefe wefternparts of the Province to fubje&ion, and obe- 
dience to her Majefty's laws : and having placed garrifons 
and wards in all places of importance, made his return to 
Cork ; and in the way homewards acquainted me with his 
refolution to employ me prefently into England, to obtain 
licence from her Majefty for his repair to her royal pre- 
fence : at which time he propounded unto me the purchafe \ / 
pf all Sir Walter Rawleigh's lands in Munfter, which, by X 

his ' \ 
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his affiftance, and the mediation of Sir Robert Cecil, was 
v/ perfefted, and this was a third addition and rife to my 
/\ eftate*. 

Then I returned into Ireland with my Lord Prefident's 
licence to repair to Court, and by his recommendation was 
married, 25 July, 1603 f, to my fecond wife, Mrs, Catha- 
rine Fentop^the only daughter of SirJeffreyFenton, prinr 
cipaTSecretary of State, and Privy dounfellor, In Ireland, 
on which day I was knighted by Sir George Carew, L. D. 
of Ireland, at St. Mary's Abbey, near Dublin. 

12 March, 1606, he was fworn Privy Counfellor to the 
King, for the Province of Munfter 5 as he was 15 February, 
1 61 3, for the kingdom of Ireland ; and in the Parliament 
which met 18 May that year, and was diflblved 14 October, 
1 61 5, ferved for the borough of Lifmore. In 16 14, he 
was Governor of Loughfoil for life, at 20s. a day ; and 20 
May, 161 5, was appointed a fecond time one of the Coun- 
cil to the Prefident of Munfter ; and by Privy Seal, dated" at 
" Nottingham 14 Auguft, and* by patent J, at Dublin, 6 Sep- 
tember, 

, ' * This purchase was made 7 December, itfoi; Sir Walter, for the fum 
of 1 500I. conveying unto him the manor, eaftle and barony of Inchiquin 
and White's Ifland; the manors of Ballynetra, Stronecallie, Lyffinnen,

garvan and Earl of Corfc. On that day, 1629, ^ s Lo f d- 
lhip and the Lord Chancellor Loftus of Elye, were fworn 
L. J. with the entertainment of iool. fterling the month to 
each; and 12 Oftobcr, 1^31, he was conftituted Lord 
High Treafurer, and fworn 9 November following. He 
continued in the government until the arrival of the L. D. 
Strafford, who was fworn 25 July, 1633, during which 
time the kingdom was in perfeft tranquillity 5 and his Lord- 
fhip, at a very great perional cxpence, encouraged the fet- 
tlement of Proteftants ; the fuppreffion of Popery, the re- 
gulation of the army, the increafe of the public revenue, 
and the tranfplantation of many Septs and barbarous Clans,- 
from the fruitful Province of Leinfter into the wilds of 
Kerry. 14 July, 1634 ', he firft lat in Parliament ; being 
again prefent in the fecond fefBon, which met 4* November 
that year ; and alfo in the Parliament that opened 16 March, 
1639; after which he was fummoned to England, to give 
evidence at the trial of Thomas, Earl of Strafford # . 

Upon the rebellion of the Irifh in 1641, the county of 
Cork was the laft that felt their brutal ufage, being well in- 
habited with Englifh, by reafon of the noble plantations

• h is certain that the Lord Deputy (the Earl of Strafford) behaved in a 
▼cry arrogant and haughty manner to the Earl of Cork ; and that the con- 
duct of the Lord Deputy was fucb, as it could not reafonably be expected 
any man of fpirit would patiently fubmit to, and especially a man of fo 
much worth and merit as the Karl of Cork. His Lordihip gave in evidence 
at Strafford's trial, that when he had commenced a foit at law, in a cafe in 
-which he apprehended himfelf to be aggrieved, the Earl of Strafford, in the

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nude by his Lordfhip, and was in a great meafure preferred 
by his generality and conduct He was then newly return- 
ed from England, and immediately fortified his Caftle of

moft arbitrary manner, forbad hit profecuting his fuk, laying to Kim, 
" call in your writs, or if you will not, I will clip you in the Caitle ; for I 
*• tell you, I will not have my orders drfputed by law nor lawyers '."— . 
Strafford was defirous that all perfans i« -Ireland ihould be obliged to fab- 
mit implicitly so his will, and to the nleafure of his mafter, and employed 
the moil violent and unjuftifiable methods for that purpofc *. — 10 Novero- 
ber, 1603, as aflignee to SirGeorre Carey, Knt Lord Cork had a grant of 
the redory of BalHtMrarry, the abbies of Rupe, alias Here-Abbey, Galbcl- 
Jy, MotheU, and Ardnary, with divers lands and hereditament* m the city 
of Dublin, and the counties, of Limerick, Cork, Sligo, Tipperary, Wex- 
ford, Waterford, and Meath. 13 March, 1 600, a patent patted, upon the 
commiffino for remedy of defe&ive title*, of all his lands to htm and his 
heirs, and in 16" 13, a confirmation upon his Majefty's letters, of the barony 
of Inchiouin, and all other lands contained in the laid patent of 1609. 
Which eftate he had at that time fo greatly improved, that on a general 
srafter of the EnelHh inhabitants, taken 30 Auguft, 1611, before Sir 
Richard Moryfon, Vice-Prefident of Munfter, there appeared of his own 
fervants at TaHaghe, $6 horfemen, 186 pikemen, 150 mot, and 6 halber- 
diers (a lift of whom is preserved in the Lambeth library) ; and by an in* 
qatfition then and there taken, to dtfeover the breaches of article*, cove- 
nants, and conditions, made by the undertakers of plantations in Munfter, 
and particularly whether any Irifh were permitted to dwell en the Dud 
lands, it was found, that no body was fo well Applied with Brittfh tenants 
mm Sir Rkhard Boyle, for that he had Pet his lands to Britiih improving te- 
nant* who had built houies, and dwelt upon the fame ; that the entire rent 
of his feigniory being 100 marcs per annum, he paid wholly without defal- 
cation ; and that all his land was inhabited with Engliih ; which was the 
more commendable in him, becaufe the jurors, upon his teftimony, prefent- 
ed, that by his patent he was bound to none of the covenants and condi- 
tions that the undertakers were obliged to obferve. And for the better ac- 
complifbing his intended plantation, he purchafed fundry manors and lands 
from the Earl of Thomond, Lord Bourk, Sir Richard Fleetwood, Sir Robert 
Newcomen, and others, in the counties of Waterford, Cork* and Kerry, 
which, together with all his purchafed lands, were confirmed 3 March, 
1613, to htm and his heirs in fee, as patentee and immediate tenant to the 
Crown, with many privileges and jurifdi&ions. Alfo, as afiignee to Sir 
James Sempili, of Beltrecs in Scotland, he had a grant 16 July, 16x1, of 
the manors of Ballymodane, alias BallvbandoA, Caftleton, &c in the baro- 
ny of Carbery and county of Cork, whicn were created into the manors of 
Ballydahab, Cloghnekilty, and Innyflceene, with 500 acres in each for 
demefae lands; a Saturday market, and two fairs on Eaiter- Monday and 
Michaelmas-Day at Ballydahab ; a Thurfday market, and two fairs on the 
feafts of St. Barnaby and Matthew at Innyflceene ; and a Wedncfday mar- 
ket with two fairs 15 March and Lammas-Day at Cloghnekilty. Further, 
6 June, 1(17* a Tuefday market and two fairs on May-Day and St. Ber- 
; tholomew, at Caltleton ; and 17 March, 1637, a Saturday market and two 
j fairs on the feafts of St. John Baptift and Simon and Jude, at Tobber in the 
i county of Wicklow; afro 23 December, 1(24, as aflignee to Sir James 
/ \ Craige, had a grant of the manor of Dungarvan, with all its appurtenances.

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Lifinore, and rtifed two troops of horfc of his Engilfh te- 
nants, compofing a body of 500 men, which he put under 
the command of his fons, the Lords Kynalmeaky and Brog- 
hSl, maintaining them and 400 foot for fome months at his 
own charges. In December he was appointed by govern- 
ment to preferve Youghall from the enemy, with an af- 
figmnent of 1000 foot and fixty horfe, to whom he gave 
conftant pay ; and in a letter to George Lord Goring, fays, 
« As weak and infirm as I am, I am commanded hither, 
" and, God willing, I will be fo good a Conftable to the 
« King my mafter, as I will die in the defence thereof) al- 
" though I have no great hope to defend it, yet we will 
" beftir ourfelves like Englifhmen." In February following 
Sir Charles Vavafor arriving there with his regiment of 
1000 foot, infpired the Engliih with frefh courage j but that 
gentleman bringing over the proclamation againft the rebels, 
they grew defperate, and executed that very day eight of his 
Lordfhip's tenants ; and (as he writes in a letter to the Earl 
of Warwick, 25 February) the cruelties they exercifed upon 
the Proteftants were fo many, and fo unchriftian-like, that 
they were inexpreffible : He then adds, " Before this re- 
u bdlion my revenue, befides my houfes, demeihes, parks, 
w and other royalties, did yield me 50I. a day rent ; I do 
" vow unto your Lord (hip, that I have Hot now 50 pence 
" a week coming in to me \ fo as I fear I muft come a 
w begging to you, to allow me to be one of your beadfmen ; 
« bqt God's will be done, to whom I am thankful, for 
" granting me patience to undergo thefe great afflictions 
« and loffes." 

In July, 1642, he was defired and empowered by the 
L. J. as Cuftos Rotulorum of the counties of Cork and 
Waterford, to hold Quarter Seffions for the indictment of 
the rebels in thofe counties of high treafon, when eleven 
hundred were indi&ed accordingly. In a letter to the 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons of England, dated 25 
Auguft, 1642, his Lordfhip obferved, that the lofs of Li- 
merick would have been prevented, had the forces come 
over which the Parliament long fince had ordered ; the 
cannon of which place had ferved them to reduce aU th$ 
caftles in that county, except Loughgir, defended for the N / 
Earl of Bath, and his own caftle of Afkeaton (wherein he *"^V 
maintained 100 men fince the breaking out of the rebellion) ' 
which was then befieged by 4000 Irifh, and in great dan- 
ger of being loft. That the forces maintained by him, and 
commanded by his Ions, had deftroyed above 3000 rebels 

Juice 
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fince the infurre&ion ; that he was forced to fell his plate 
to pay the foldiers, and concludes, " I have with a free 
" heart and liberal hand fpent all that I have, and am able 
" to do no more ♦, I grieve not at my own lofies or wants, 
" but to fee thofe fealoned and well difciplined companies 
" to be without cloaths or pay, affiifts me to the fouL" 
His noble fpirit indeed thought nothing too much to ven- 
ture for the fervice of his King and country, rifquing his 
whole family on the fame bottom with the Proteftant into- 
reft in Ireland ; and therefore in the battle of Lifcarroll, 
fought 3 September, 1642, wherein the Englifh obtained a 
compleat vi&ory, he had no lefs than four fons engaged, 
namely, the Lords Dungarvan, Kynalmeaky, Broghill, and 
Francis Boyle : but had the misfortune to lofe the valiant 
Kynalmeaky, who in feveral rencounters had defeated 
the rebels, and with his father and brethren preferred the 
county of Cork. 

Amidft the extenfive improvements his Lordfhip made 
of his temporal eftate, he dedicated a portion of it to the 
great Difpenfer thereof, by erefting in Youghall an hofpi- 
tal, or alms-houfe, for the relief of fix decayed foldiers and 
alms-men ; and a free fchool, with convenient dwellings for 
a mafter and ufher, which was incorporated 3 March, 
161 3, with a licence of mortmain, and the fchool appointed 
the Free School of and for the diocefs of Cloyne. And by. 
his deed of fettlement in 1636, he fettled 20L Englifh on 
the mafter, iol. on the ufher, 5L to every alms-man, and 5L 
to maintain and repair the fame yearly, the overplus to re- 
main as a ftock for the repairing thereof, as occafion fhould 
require. Thefe ftipends by his will, dated 24 November, 
1642, he charged his fon and heir, that he and his heirs 
for ever fhould continue and uphold •, and to pay yearly the 
like allowance for ever to the fchoolmafter, ufher, and 
alms-men, of the free fchool and alms-houfe by him lately 
erefted at Lifmore ; and alfo to caufe the like free fchool 
and alms-houfe for fix men to be erefted of lime and ftone, 
fawen timber and flate, in the place where he had caufed the 
foundation to be dug, (viz. Bandon-Bridge) and whither, 
before the troubles, he had procured great part of the 
fquared timber, hewen ftone, and other materials to be 
-brought for finifhing that good work j and to pay yearly 
the Uke ftipends j and this to be done fo foon as it fhould 
pleafe God to fend peace in this kingdom. And for that 
(fays he) I much defire the good, increafe, and profperity 
of Bandon-Bridge, and the inhabitants thereof, whom I 

have 
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laave ever (till now of late) much tendered and refpe&ed, I 
clo therefore declare it to be my will, that there be a very 
flrong and fubftantial bridge of lime and ftone, with my 
farms cut in ftone, to be fet upon the wall thereof, erefted 
over the river of Bandon, within the to-.vn, where the tim- 
ber bridge now ftands : For the overfeeing of which he en-* 
treated the Provoft for the time being, and other friends, 
to take the charge upon them, that it might be gracefully, 
ibrongly and fubftantially done, without any faife or deceit- 
ful work (as other bridges of late had been) j and alfo or- 
dered a ftone bridge (which he had built over the river 
Ncare> under Caftle-Coney, called the Four-mile water from 
Clonmell, but which being ill built was broke) to be fpeedily 
rebuilt ; and if the Marquefs of Ormond, and gentlemen of* 
the county of Kilkenny, would contribute to the new build- 
ing and repairing of Bennet's Bridge, he bequeathed 200I. 
towards it. And whereas he had been at great charges for* 
the building of a timber bridge, wherein 800 tons of choice 
timber were by him beftowed, over the Black Water^ near 
Fermdy, which by an extraordinary flood was carried away \ 
and for that he defired the cafe and fafety of the neigh-* 
hours and travellers, be bequeathed aool. to have a very 
ftrong and fubftantial ftone bridge, with his arms, built hi 
the place thereof (as was at Moyallow) to which charitable 
work he was induced, though he loft the benefit of his fer- 
ry-boat thereby* Towards the hew building, covering, and 
garnifhing of the chancel of the collegiate and parochial 
church of Youghall, he devifed 98L and to the poor of that 
parifh, and thole of Iifmore, Tallough, Tallough-bridge, Ban-* 
don, Coolfaddagh and Cloghnikilty, iol. each. Moreover 
(fays he) I charge every one of my fons, upon my bleffing, 
not to make the leaft bexiefit or profit of any advowfon oi* 
prefentation within their feverai pofleflions j but that they 
pick out and make choice of learned and religious mini-* 
fters, and preachers of good life and do&rine, and beftow 
them freely upon them, tying them to perfonal refidence* 
And, I charge all my children to be moft zealous and con- 
ftant in the undoubted true Proteftant Religion, now pro- 
fefled and eftablifhed in the churches of England and Ire- 
land, in which they have befcn by myfelf, and their worthy 
religious deceafed mother, feafoned, trained up, and bred* 
and that they breed up their children in the fame true Pro- 
teftant Religion* His fon Richard Earl of Cork, by his 
laft will, changed the lands of Ballafagartbeg, fifty-four acres 
of Burgefs lands, fifteen of Gortatittallane, and fifteen pur- 
Vol. L M chafed 
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chafed from Edward Roche, near Lifmore, with the pay* 
ment of 1 20I. a year, for the maintenance of the faid hoi- 
pitals and fchools of Youghall and Lifmore. 

Sir Richard Cox thus writes of his Lordfhip: t€ The 
44 noble Earl of Cork, Lord- High Treafiirer, was one o£ 
44 the mod extraordinary pcrfons, either that or any other 
44 age hath produced, with refpeft to the great and juft ac- 
44 quifitions of eftate that he made, and thfc public works 
44 that he began and finifhed, for the advancement of th£ 
44 Engliih intereft, and the Proteftant Religion in Ireland : 
44 As churches, alms-houfes, free-fchools, bridges, caftles, 
44 and towns, viz. Lifmore, Tallaghe, Cloghnikilty, Inny-* 
44 ikeene, Caftleton, and Bandon; which laft place caft 
44 him 14,0001. Infomuch, that when CromwelT law thefc 
44 prodigious improvements, which he little expected to find 
44 in Ireland, he declared* That if there had been an Earl if 
w Cork in every Province , it vtouid have been impojfible for tie 
44 Irijh to have raifed a rebellion. > And whilft he was; catry- 
4 « ing on thefe folid ^works, he lived bx his family at a rate 
44 of plenty, that exceeded thofewho confumed great fcftates 
14 in *he»lavifh ways of ilV order ecTexcefs. His ntotto, t Gtfs 
** Providence is my biherilanve % fliews from whfcnee he dfef 
44 rived all his bleflings,' the greateft of which was, the flu* 
44 merous and noble pofterity ht had^ to leave his eftate 
44 unto 1 ." But his character and fervices to his country 
are more diftin&ly fpecffiW in the preamble to the patent, 
creating his fon -Lewis Vifcount Kynalmeaky, which for 
that reafon is hereafter inferted. 

Hrs Lordfhip departed this Hfe* at Youghatf, in Septem- 
ber, 1 643V JEiti 77,- aid lies interred in his chapel within 
that parilh" church, near a beautiful marble monument, 
whereon; are turi<*ifly engraven his effigies at full length in 
armoury having; on each fide thofe of his wives, and the 
namea and marriages of his children, w$h an infeription ex-' 
prefling his own marriages, titles, and employments, -which 
concludes with this diftich :

* This tomb was fixed in the place where 'the high altar anciently ftood, 
dife&ly facing the- door of the choir ; for the ere&ing of which in that place 
hi* Lordihip was called in queftion by the L. D. Wentworth, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Primate and Archbifhpp of Dublin, who, by their 
letters to the King, made a certificate concerning the propriety of its fitua- 
tion ; which however did not fo fatisfy the King as to produce a prefent 
determination of the bufinefe ;- his Majefty rather thinking, good to oe fur- 
ther certified by the L D. and others of the true ftate thereof: wherefore \ 
by his letter from Wsftminfter, 16 April, 1634, he required him to paft a

TnTBcIs*^ His Lordfhip embracing a military life, K. William, in 
2 1693, prefented him with a Cornet's commiflion in the 
Vifcount fecond troop of horfe guards, in which ftation he fervei 
Shannon, three campaigns in Flanders, and in 1697 was made Majcr 
of the fame troop; whence, 12 March, 1701, he was pre- 
ferred to the command of a regiment of marines, with 
which, in June, 1702, he embarked upon the expedition 
to Cadiz under the Duke of Ormond, had the com- 
' >*mand of the grenadiers of that army, which carried the fort 
of Redondella, and burned the French and Spanifh fleets, 
with the galleons, in the bay of Vigo ; and, 30 Oftober, 
was meflenger of the welcome news to Q^Anne, (as his 
great-grandfather had been of the viftonr at Kingfale to Qj 
Elizabeth, above an hundred years before) for which ftej 

nobtr 
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nobly rewarded him. 25 Auguft, 1704, he was made a 
Brigadier General of her armies, and for his fervices in 
Spain the next year, was appointed, 1 January, 1706, a 
Major-General ; afterwards Colonel of Prince George of 
Denmark's regiment, and 8 May, 1710, , a Lieu tenant-Ge- 
neral. 

In 1,708 hjewcas returned, to Parliament for Arundel io 
Suflex, as in 17 10 he was for the port of Hythe, and in 
17142nd 1722 for Eaft-Grinfted. — 1 February, 1714, he 
Succeeded B. General Bretton in his regiment of dragoons ; 
in Oftober, 1720, was conftituted L. General and Com- 
mander in Chief of ,all his Majeft/s land forces in Ireland ; 
and, 24 February, 1721, fworn one of the L. J. of the 
kingdom; as he was again 17 May, 1723, and a third 
time 9 May, 1724*. la April, 1727, he /ucceeded the 
Lord Forrefter in the command of the fourth troop of horfe 
guards, which he r-etained -to his death; and, 17 May, 
1733, was made General of the horfe in South Britain, on 
the deceafe of Geojjge Earl of Cholmondeley ; alfo 3 1 May, 
1738, in. the room of the Earl of Orkney, joint Field-Mar- 
flial with John Duke of Argyle, of all his Majefty's forces, 
arid was of the Privy Council to K. George I. and II. His 
Lordfhip married firft in 1695 (being then under age) the 
Lady Mary Sackville, daughter of . Richard Earl of 
Dorfet, widow of Roger Earl of Orrery,;, fecondly Grace, 
daughter arjd coheir to John Senhouie, oJf Netherhall in 
Cumberland, Ufa. and dying in I^ondon, 20.

Robert Boyle of Stalbri4ge,,in Dorfetfhire, Efq. born at (7} 
|/ifmore 25. J^n^ary* 7626, who (although dignified with 
no title of honour, was feveral times offered a Peerage) by 
his merit, rendered his name famous, not only in England, 
but in every nation -throughout Europe f. He departed

* On 19 September that yew, he nafled patent to hold four fairs on 
Eafter and Whitfun Mondays, i Auguft aod 28 O&ober, at Carrigaline, in 
county of Cork.

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Richard, the fecond Earl of Cork, born at the College 
of Youghall, 20 O&ober, 161 2, was knighted there 16 
Auguft 1624, by tne I*. D. Falkland; and 4 June, 1632,^ 
departed from Dublin to begin his travels into foreign 
kingdoms, with the allowance of 1000L yearly (which wan 
after augmented to 1500L) ; on his return he married, in 
the chapel of Skiptqn-Caftle in Craven, Yorkfhire, 5 July, 
1635, the L^dv Elizabeth Clifford, daughter and heir %o 
Henry, Earl of Cumberland (who died 11 December, 1643, 
by his wife Frances, only daughter of Robert Cecil, Earl of 
Salifbury). In 1639, he undertook to raife, arm, and pro- 
vide 100 horfe, to attend his Majefty K. Charles I. in his 
expedition againft the Scots, into the north of England, 
which he performed j for this and his other occafions (be-r 
fides his yearly maintenance of 1500L) his father fupplied 
Kim with the fum of 555 3I. Sterling; he alio fent two 
more of his fons, each at the hepd of 100 horfe, which coft 
him 5000L 5 when the King marched thither, the old Earl 
fent the Lord Broghill, with a prefent to his Majefty of 
1000 broad pieces of gold; and when the new Irifh army 
was to be difbanded, his Lordfhip entered into bonds of 
8000L which furnifhed the Treafurer with money for that 
purpofe. He was returned to the Parliament of 1640, for 
the borough of Appleby in Weftmoreland $ was of the Pri- 
vy Council to K, Charles I. for whom, after the rebellion 
was begun, he valiantly fought ; and in 1642, with the 
Lord Inchiquin, commanded thofe forces which defeated 
the Irifh army near Lifcarrol ; after which, and other fuc- 
cefles, a ceffation pf arms being concluded with the Irifh, 
15 September, 1643, an< * he at that time fucceeding his fa- \ 
ther, was zealous to fignalize himfelf in his Prince's fervice \ i 
to which end he applied to the King, in Deceniber, for or* ' 
ders, that his regiment might be one of thofe appointed to / 
ferve his Majefty in England : which being readily granted, * 
he landed his men near Chefter in February following ; 
whence marching into Dorfetfhire, he joined his Sovereign, 
whom he alfo fupplied with many large fums of money ; in 
confideration of which chearful and feafbnable afEftance, 
find by reafon of his aforefaid marriage, the King by patent, 
dated 4 November, 1644, created him Lord Clifford of 
Londefburgh, one of the titles borne by his Lady's father. 

He continued in England until all places were delivered 
up to the power of the Parliament, when he was fuffered to 
compound for his cftate, by paying 163 il. and retired be* 
yond the feas for a time j but returning to Ireland, he had 

an 
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an order of government, dated 2 January, 1651, to enjoy 
the rents and profits of his eftate, with power to fet the 
lands for a time, not exceeding two years, referving valuable 
rents, and giving fecurity in the fum of aoodl. to pay to the 
Treasurer of the public revenue it Cork, for the ufe of the 
Commonwealth, fuch rents and profits as he mould receive 
thereout, when required, in cafe it was adjudged liable to 
fequeftration : "Which reftri&ion being too rigoroufly exe- 
cuted by the Commiffioners of the revenue for that diftrift, 
the Countefs was obliged to apply to Cromwell for relief, 
which fhe did in the following terms : 

" My Lord,, 

M T F this prove an unfeafonalile time to move you ii 
u •*• any private bufinefs, I do only hope .for your par- 
€t don upon what neceffitates me thereto; which is, mv 
ct Lord's deprivement of that benefit and favour you were 
<c pleafed formerly to grant him (by licenfing his return and 
c< enjoyment of his eftate in Ireland), by an order of late 
€t iflued from the Commiffioners General to the Commif- 
* c fioners of the revenue, for to ftop fome leavyes of 
« moneyes intended by my Lord, in and about Bandon. 
« This order, grounded meerly upon an information (as 
€( appears by the copy of it herewith prefented to your Ex- 
€€ cellency) was, by thefe latter Commiffioners, ftretcht be- 
" yond what it will literally bear ; for they have extended 
<c it to the flopping of my Lord's rents in all places, and in 
« fuch a time as the lands were juft then to be fet for the 
« enfuing year ; fo that it is to be doubted they will for the 
" moft part lye wafte, if fome redrefle be not had fpecdily;

P. 8. " My Lord being now in Ireland, will, I hope, 
44 perfonally give the Commiffioners fatisfa&ion, If he be 
u admitted to a full hearing, by the help of your Excellen- 
44 cy's letters of recommendation." 

This application produced the defired effect ; for, upon 
«onfideration had of a letter of 7 January, 165a, from the 
Commiffioners appointed for relief upon articles of war, it 
was ordered, 6 April, 1653, that he fhould enjoy all his 
eftate in Ireland till further order, paying contribution and 
other country charges, notwithftanding any former directions 
for fequeftering the fame ; and, 1 1 of that month, the 
bonds he had entered into to anfwer the mefne profits there- 
of to the Commonwealth, were ordered to be delivered up 
to his Lordfhip to be cancelled. 

As he had affifted the father, fo was he ferviceable in the 
reftoration of the fon, who, after his fettlement on the 
throne, called him into his Privy Council; and, 15 No- 
vember, 1660, conftituted him Lord High Treafurer of 
Ireland, the faiary whereof he augmented from 30I. a year 
to 20s. a day; and, 20 March,* 1662, directed him to have 
a grant of that poft for life, which he received by patent, 
12 December, 1663, and enjoyed to 6 April, 1695, "^cti 
he furrendered it to K, William; who, 4 May enfuing, 
conferred it on his fon, Charles Lord Clifford. 22 Febru- 
ary, 1660, he was made Cuftos Rotulorum of the counties 
of Cork and Waterford ; and, 19 March, one of the Com- 
miffioners for the execution of his Majefty's declaration of 
30 of November, for the fettlement of Ireland, and fatb- 
faftion of the feveral interefts of adventurers, foldiers, and 
others. 25 June, 1661, he took his feat above all the 
Peers, as Lord Treafurer, in the Irifh Parliament; had a 
/ reverfionary grant, 5 July, of the command of a troop of 
Y horfe ; and, 24 March, was made Governor of the fort of 
\ Halbouling, upon the river of Cork, with the cntertainjnent 
of fix (hillings a day. 

In consideration of his faithful fervices, and for the great 
iflerits of the afcrefaid Henry, Earl of Cumberland, he was

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created, 20 March, 1663, Earl of Burlington, otherwife 
Bridlington, in YorkCbire * \ of the Weft Riding of which 
county, and of the city and county of the city,^ he was made 
Li.

When K. James was unhappily 
endeavouring to fubvert the Laws and conftitution of thele 
kingdoms, bj the introduction of Popery, the Earl of Cork 
joined with feveral Noblemen and Bifhops, 1 7 November, 
1688, in a petition, that his Majefty would call a parlia- 
ment, regular and free in all its, circumftances, and in the 
mean time enter into a treaty with the Prince of Orange 
for preventing the effufion of blood. An unkind recep- 
tion and fharp anfwer was given to this excellent petition ; 
and, after the Prince's arrival in England, the King remov- 
ing into Ireland, called a parliament in 1689, which pafled 
a general act of attainder againft the Protectants, and con- 
fiscated their efiates, among whom was the Earl of Cork ; 
but K. William the next year proving victorious, called his 
Lordfhip into his Privy Council, and confirmed him in the 
poft of Lord High Treafurer. 

3 March, 1691, he was appointed one of the fociety of 
the royal fifhery in Ireland, then firft incorporated ; but 
departed this life 15 January, 1697 ; by his laft will, he 
charged the lands of Ballyfagartbeg, 54 acres of burgefi

Richard, the fourth Earl of Cork, was born 25 April, Richard, 
1695, and 9 Oftober, 17 14, called by K. George L into 4 
his Privy Council of Ireland ; who alfo, 1 May, 17 15, ap- Earl, 
pokted him L. L. of the Weft Riding of Yorkfhire, of the 
city of York, and county of the fame; Cuftos Rot. (21 
June) of the North and Weft Ridings j and 25 Auguft, 
Lord High Treafurer of Ireland, which was renewed to 
him by K. George II. when he came to the crown *. In 
September, 1727, he was conftituted Vice- Admiral of the 
county of York ; in May, 1729, L. L. of the Weft Riding 
thereof, and one of the Privy Council; 18 May, 1730, he 
was elected a Knight Companion of the Garter, he was in- 
ftalkd at Windfor 18 June, and, 12 June, 1731, made 
Captain of the band of Gentlemen Peniioners, which he re- 
filled 5 May, 1733, together with his appointments in 
Yorkflure. 

His Lordfhip's encouragement of the liberal arts, his fub- 
lime tafte and fkill in architecture, and his plans and de- 
figns in that uferul art are juftly admired ; amongft many 
inftances whereof, it is fufficient to mention his noble im- 
provements at Chifwick, his reftoration, at a large expence, 
of the portico of Covent-Garden church in its original 
beauty, and the grand aflembly-room he built at Yorkf ; 
after the finifhlng whereof, being at that city in 1732, he 
was prefented with his freedom in a gold box, as an ac- 
knowledgment of that and other benefactions to the city* 

In 1737 his Lordfhip put in his claim to the barony of 
Clifford, and, 25 May, proving himfelf defcended from*, 
and the next heir to Lady Elizabeth Clifford, his great* 
grand-mother, daughter and heir to Henry, Lord Clifford,

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with limitation of the honour to the right heirs male of his 
father, the Earl of Cork ; the King alfo directing by his 
iakl letters, that he fhoukl be honoured with Knighthood. 
He had his education in the univerfity of Dublin, being ad- 
mitted into that feminarjr at the age of fifteen years, and 
after two years ftay, was lent with his brother Kynelmeaky, 
to accomplifh himfetf in foreign kingdoms, under the care 
of Mr. Marcombes l \ when he vifited Paris, Genoa, Ge- 
neva, with many other places, and was received in all with 
lingular marks of honour : After fpending about two years 
on his travels, he returned to the Enghfh Court through 
Switzerland and France, where he appeared fo accomplifhed 
a Nobleman, that the Earl of Northumberland, Commander 
in Chief in the northern expedition againft the Scots, en- 
trufted him with the command of his troop* and the Earl 
of Strafford encouraged him to aik any employment within 
his power* to procure *. 

That fervice being foon ended, he returned to Ireland 

with his Lady, and arrived at Lifmore the very day that the

He afterwards, by patent, 7 January, 1619, bad tbat manor of Brog- 
hill, with thereputed dtftind manor of Rathgogan, and all their appmrte- 
aaacet in the counties of Limerick and Cork, (which had been purchafcd 
by bit father from Thomas Stephens, and fome time poflefled by Hugh 
Catfe, Efq. and the Lord Audley) ereded into a manor, by the name of 
the Manor of Broghill and Ratheogan, with $00 acres let apart for demefhe 
bads; a Wcdnefday market, and two fairs on the feafts of St. John Baptift, 
and St. Michael, at Rathgogan ; and by the faid patent had the lands of 
Lkteragh and Corkaweny in Kerry, created into the manor of Ballynecourt, 
wkh a market and (airs on the fame days as at Rathgogan, and- other pri-

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great rebellion broke out ; to ftop the progrefs of which, 
having the command of a troop of horfe, raifed by his fa- 
ther, he fignalized himfelf in many engagements. He for- 
tified his father's houfe of Lifmore, and when befieged by 
Sir Richard Healing with a powerful party, obliged him, by 
ftratagem *, tp draw off. And being thus relieved, he rc- 
■ t y , '[ took the caftle of Turbeath \ burnt the Condon's country, 
' A *nd in March attendecTSir William St. Leger, who, with 
1500 raw men, refolved to oppofe Lord Mufkery's march 
againft him at the head of 3060. 4 March he took and 
burnt the town of Dungarvan $ had the two caftles on each 
1idc the town uirrendered the 6 \ then taking Roche's caftle 
of Towreene, near Lifmore, Jie, with fixty horfe and 140 
J\J f™* rela yed Sir Richard Ofborne, befieged in the caftle of 

~/\ ~~~ Knockmohe, with the flaugnter of 200 rebels, (having put 
many hundreds of them to flight 3 March before) ; on his 
return 4 July, 1642, being way-laid by 3 ftrong body near 
Capoquin, he boldly charged them, killed two Captains and 
about 200 foldiers, with the lofs only of one Englifhman ; 
(this being the firft pitched battle fought in Munfter) and 
21 of that month, with the Lord Dungarvan, took the 
caftle of Ardmore, with the {laughter of 140 of the enemy j 
for which feafonable fervices he received a letter of thanks 
from the Lords Juftices. 

He was foon after this in the battle of Lifcarrol with hi> 
three brothers, when a compleat viftory was the reward of 
their gallant behaviour; and in this action his Lord&ip 
being taken prifoner, was refcued by his own men. To- 
wards the end of the year, he was joined by the L. J. with 
Captain Jephfon, to Lord Inchiquin, as Commiffioners for 
the government of Munfter, with directions to deftroy the 
enemy's provilions ; and continued with vigour to fupprels 
the rebellion, until the ceflation of arms, concluded 15 
September, 1643, which he earneftly oppofed, as a ftep 
that would prove deftruttive to the Proteftant intereft in 
Ireland ; and on that account, was at the head of a petition

* He caufed all the ordnance, muflcets, and piftols he had, to he dif- 
charged at once, and fent the befiegcrs word hy a trufty racftenger, that the 
Engmh army was come to the town ; which hidden news and thundering 
fliot ftruck fuch a terror, that they in flam ly huddled up their colours, and 
ran to the Black-Water, to take boat at Aflane, where they had come over.

rebels, without the confent of his parliament of England, 

And, being daily alarmed with plots of the Papifts, who, 

among other contrivances, had formed a defign on the city 

of Cork j he joined with the Lord Inchiquin and others, 

1 8 July, 1644, " m a letter to the King, fetting forth, 

" That no peace could be concluded with the Irifh, which 

w would not bring to his Majefty, and the Englifli in gene- 

* ral, a far greater prejudice, than the fliow of a peace 

" there would bring them advantage ; and thereupon be- 

u fought him to proclaim again the Irifh to be rebels, and 

" not to pardon fuch, who had committed crimes above t ^x * ^ "

But fuch a diflatisfaftory anfwer had they from the King, till 
on whom his Lordfhip waited at Oxford, that he and the t * 

Lord Inchiquin put themfelves under the protection of tht 
Parliament, who had undertaken to manage the war in 
Ireland ; and receiving a commiffion for Lord Inchiquin to 
profecute the Irifh in Munfter, returned and joined him, f .^ 

when by their courage and conduft they drove the rebels lb!f~ * 
out of moft of the port towns, and other coniiderable places . 
in that province, and formed a body of 1 2000 men in arms. « *-C &* 
In 1644 he ftept afide from the camp to attend the fenate, 
taking his feat in Parliament 10 April ' ; and 3 July had a * U vi^ 

rcverfionary grant for life of the Conftablefhip of Limerick, 
after the death of George Courtenay, Efq, We find him 
again in the field the next year, for, 10 May command- v -/ 

ing the horfe under Lord Inchiquin, he gained a victory ^\ 

over the Earl of Caftlehaven's forces at CafUe-Lyons, and 
obliged him to raife the fiegc of Youghall ; after which, he 
retook Ballymartyr, Roftellan, and (in 1646) Lord Mufke- 
rfs ftrong cattle of Blarney, near Cork ; affiF'c^alEfiTg 
many OlTiili fecteffiircTv^'tne re5elsphc fttS&fe&ldTBf&fio 
coniiderable, that Cromwell carefled him by all the arts he 
was mailer of (which were not a few) 5 brought him over 
to his aflhtance in the reduction of Ireland, after the death 
of K. Charles I. and received him as his intimate friend, 
frpofing an intire confidence in his Lordfhip's judgment and 
integrity, which indeed were above corruption.

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On his Lordfliip's arrival in Ireland with forces from 
Briftol, fo much had he gained the affections of all, who 
had ferved under him before, that they inftantly repaired 
to him ; fo that he had foon a troop of horfe, compofed of 
gentlemen, and a regiment of 1500 foot well appointed, 
with which, in Oftober, he joined Cromwell at Wexford, 
who had landed at Dublin with an army of 12000 horfe 
and foot, 14 Auguft, 1649; when Oliver marching to 
Drogheda, made a bloody entrance there, and his Lordihip 
proceeding fouthward, reduced, by 1 2 November, Kingfak, 
Cork, Bandon, and Youghall, without the effufion of blood; 
Cromwell's army being reduced to a miferable condition be- 
fore Clonmell, he advertifed his Lordfhip thereof, and that 
he fhould be obliged to raife the fiege, if he did not im- 
mediately join him $ to which Lord Broghill returned an- 
fwer, that he had jufi defeated the enemi % conjtfting of above 
4000 tnen % in the Weft % and would not fail to be with him in 
three days. He performed his promife, and no fooner ap- 
peared, but Cromwell caufed his army to cry out, A Bng- 
Ml J A Broghill! embracing him in his arms, highly ap- 
plauded his conduft and punctuality j and being thus rein- 
forced, took Clonmell in the depth of winter* 

Cromwell being foon after fent for by the Parliament to 
oppofe the Scots, left his Lordfhip at th e head of a flyigr 
\ * camp in Munfter ; who, with his fmalTWhy of 26ooT!dttc 

~and7!r2[gdoris7"To May, 1650, routed 5000 men under the 
titular Bifhop of Rofs at Macroomp, whom he took prifoner \ 
reduced Carrigdroghid and other caftles ; routed the ene- 
my in fcveral encounters ; and during Ireton's fiege of Li- 
merick, being dire£ted by him to prevent the Lord Mui- 
ker/s joining the Pope's Nuncio, he very gallantly perform- 
ed that fervice, having only 600 foot and 400 horfe, to op- 
pofe 1000 horfe and 2000 foot, and in a very defperate en- 
gagement, killed 600, taking many prifoners. After the 
iurrender of Limerick, which yielded to mercy, and Ire- 
ton's death, the command of the army devolved on Fleet- 
wood, who marched to Dublin, and left Lord Broghill to 
keep Munfter in awe, who did fo, by taking Ballymartyr 
and other places. In the ipring of 165 1, the Nuncio hav- 
ing returned to Ireland, nufed an army of 8000 men, and 
obtained a viftory over them (though double his number 
of horfe, and thrice as many foot) at Knocknaclafhy, in the 
county of Waterford, 26 July, 1652, which was the laft 
battle fought in that war. 

After 
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. After his Lordfhip had thus hazarded his perfon to re- 
duce the kingdom to a ftate of quiet and peace, he was no 
lefs lblicitous to preferve it in that lituation ; to which end 
he offered propofals to the government for receiving into 
protection fuch of the Irifh foldiers as fhould come in and 
deliver up one or more Field Officer of their party, to be 
proceeded againft according to juftice, aligning unto the 
faid foldiers fome place of iecurity, wliere they might de- 
fend themfelves from the enemy, and do further fervice. 
This propofal was approved of, and his Lordfhip ordered, 
2 January, 1651, to proceed therein, as he mould conceive 
to be moil for the publick fafety and advantage, provided 
the place of fecurity to be affigned them was none of the 
parliament garrifons, and the perfon s not fuch as had a hand 
in any of the murders or maflacres committed upon the 
Englilh or Proteftants in Ireland. The fame day he was 
added to the Commiflioners of the publick revenue, and 
for the adminiftration of juftice within the precinct of Cork, 
had an order to receive iocl. out of the receipts of ex- 



100I. allowed towards the carrying on that fervice, he was* 
empowered to uTue warrants to the Treafurer of the pub- 
lick revenue, to pay the fame to fuch perfons as he fhould 
appoint to receive it. 23 June, J6$2 f the Aim of 150). 
was ordered to be. iflued for the fortifying and planting of 
garrifons in fuch places within the county of Cork, as his 
Lordfhip and the council of war fhould adjudge fit to be 
garriToned for the better prefervation of the country ; 8 
April, 1653, he was added to the committee, appointed to 
confider of the advancement of trade in Ireland $ and hav- 
ing offered further propofals fcr the fettlement and benefit 
of the kingdom, it was ordered, 21 July that year, that the 
reformades, who ferved in his troop, not exceeding 28, do 
receive the proportion of arrears allowed to private troopers . 
That fuch who ferved with the Lord Inchiquin in his re- 
volt, and have fince faithfully and conftantly ferved the" 
Commonwealth, be indemnified for any afts done, as fol- 
diers, in the way of war. That where the number of 
eighty or more of the foldiers, now to be difbanded, fhall 
plant together, there /hall be pay allowed .unto fifteen men, 
as foot foldiers, for their guard and fecurity, to continue 
for the fpace of fix months, fro.m the time of their difband- 
ing and fitting down to plant. That the arrears of thofe

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who died in the Parliament's fervice before 1649 Ovd! ^ 
ftated. And that thofe of his Lordfhip's regiment who arc 
diibanded, be allowed their arrears on the baronies in the 
county of Cork, according to the propofals lately made by 
the council of Officers at Dublin, provided the Parliament 
do approve thereof. 

27 July, 1653, he was empowered to tranfport fiich of 
the Irifh nation as were then, or had been in arms againft 
the Commonwealth of England, into any parts beyond the 
fea in amity with it j except two or three of the perfons 
then ftanding out, who had moft eminently violated the 
protection \ and likewife to permit fome of thofe, who 
ihould fo come in, not exceeding fixty, to ufe their arms for 
three weeks, for the reducing and bringing in of others of 
their party 5 provided they were not guilty of blood or vio- 
lating protections, and that the whole affair be managed 
without charge to the country, 1 Auguft, his Loxdfhip, 
Sir Hardrefs Waller, Qol. Hierom Sankey, and others, 
were appointed a committee to fit at Cork-houfe, Dublin 
every Monday, Wednefday, and Friday, to confider of all " 
matters, referred unto thein by the Commifljoners of govern- 
ment ; and likewife from time to time tQ offer unto the 
{aid Commiffioners, how oppreffions might be redrefled aad 
removed ; trade advanced and improved ; the great work 
of tranfplantation managed and carried on with moft advan- 
tage ; and whatever elfe they conceived might he for pub- 
lick fervice. 24 of Auguft he was appointed, with others, 
to adminifter the path of office to feveral perfons, made 
(the 10) juftkes of the peace, and keepers of the fame with- 
in the province of Munfter ; and 7 November, 1653, in 
purfuance of an order of parliament of the firft of February, 
1652, to fet apart for the provifion of the Countcfs, of Or- 
mond and her children, Dunmore-houfe, near Kilkenny, 
and 2000I. a year out of lands, which were her father'^ or 
mother's, and to fettle the inheritance thereof upon fiich 
perfons as the Commiffioners of government ihould think 
Jit to be truftees for her and her hejrs, who were to take 
care, that the profits thereof Ihould not be difpofed of ta 
her huiband ; Lord Broghill was appointed the firft truftee. 
Alfo, 21 November was nominated, with Colonel Arthur 
Hill and others, a committee, to meet from time to time^ 
to coniider what was fit and advifeable to be done, in order 
to the tranfplantation of the Irifh, and to prepare fiich com-: 
miffions, inftru&ions, and rules, as they fhould judge ren 
<jjuifit$ for tl^e carrying on of that ferviee. 

promweU 
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Cromwell being now declared Proteftor, fent for him to 
England ; and calling a parliament *, his Ix>rdfhip was re- 
turned member for the county of Cork, and employed all 
his art to bring about the King's reiteration ; being made a 
Privy Counfellor, advifed the Proteftor to aflume the title 
of King, knowing, if he did fo, his party would fall off: 
And Mr. Morrice, his Lordfhip's Chaplain, tells us, that 
he held a fecret correfpondence with the King, and had 
leave to propofe and promote a match between his Majefty 
and Cromwell's daughter, which the latter would not come 
into, fearing the King could not forgive his father's mur- 
der. — About this time Cromwell fent him to Scotland, as 
the moft proper man to prefide there, Monck, by his over 
feverity, having almoft put that kingdom in a flame, where, 
during a year's residence, by ipethods of lenity, he brought 
that people to a decorum, and opened a pafTage for General 
Monck's eafy fuccefs.' And after his return, a bill being 
brought into parliament for the decimation of the Cavaliers* 
eftates, he ventured to oppofe it, and fo well fucceeded as 
to have it difmiffed '. 

After Oliver's death, his Lordfliip was a Member of 
Richard's Parliament and Cabinet Council ; and prevailed 
with him to diffolve the Council he had fummoned of the 
military officers ; foon after which, the Protector ifluing a 
proclamation for the diflblution of the parliament, and by 
that aft diverting himfelf, in effeft, of all authority; his 
Ixn-dfhip finding the family of Cromwell laid afide, to whom 
he had the higheft obligations, refolved to do his utmoft to 
reftore the King ; and with that view repaired to his com- 
mand in Munfter, where he had a considerable fhare of 
power and efteem. Seeing the government run into wild 
meafures, he took that occailon to treat with the chiefs of 
that province, and after fecuring them to his interefts, fent

standing the laid CommiTTTbnerswere forbidden by their infractions to let 
lands to one another. Alfo, by aft of the parliament begun at Wcilmis- 
fter 17 September, 1656", the caftle of Ballfmaloe, (late belonging to Ed- 
mund Fitz-Gerald) and 1000 acres or pY0fitable' land, Irifli mcaiure, in tfco 
Varony of Imokilly were fettled on him and hU heirt. 
• I edge's CoUea, 
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a trufty agent to Sir Charles Coote, to prevail with him to 
do in the North of Ireland, what be had done in the South. 
Sir Charles readily came into the defign, and having in a 

, fhort time taken proper mcafures to fecure the North, his 
Lordfhip difpatched his brother Francis, with a few lines

/to atfure tke Kinj* , thmat Bnilleb, ihat UTERI $606 dThii 
TIuBJRts, all tried reiblute men, at or near Cork, 
ready to attend his Majefty, if he would pleafe to come into 
his kingdom of Ireland. The King embraced the propofal, 
and had provided difguifes for that purpofe ; but as he was 
going to take horfe for Calais, received certain advice that 
General Monck defigned his reftoration in England j fo • 
that, acknowledging Lord BroghilTs lingular loyalty, he 
gave him aflurances of his favour ; and, the firft time he 
{poke in council, mentioned his obligations to his Lordihip, 
and the Proteftants of Ireland. 

Whilft he was preparing for the King's reception at Cork, 
he had a letter from Sir Charles Coote, acquainting him, 
that their deiign having taken wind, he was obliged to de- 
clare before the time j and advifed his Lordfhip to do tbt 
fame, that the whole force of the enemy might not be em- 
ployed againft him, concluding, " you fhould remember, 
" your Lordfhip firft put me upon the deiign, and therefore 
" hope you will not leave me, in what you firft propofcJ. 
« which was to declare for the King and Parliament.'' 
This threw him into fome perplexity, left the whole under- 
taking fhould be ruined $ wherefore he immediately declar- 
ed, and difpofed all in the King's intereft to do the fan*, 
for a free parliament; and in January, 1659, covered the 
Caftle of Dublin from Sir Hardrefs Waller ; forced him t*» 
comply ; feized and fent tne L;ommitfioriers of government 
to England ; and procured a free parliament to be declami 
for by the Convention, who feemed to contend with Eng- 
land, which fhould be moil forward in reftoring the King. 
14 February they publifhed a remarkable declaration for 
a foil and free parliament in Ireland, and the re-admiffion 
of the fecluAd members of that of England 5 and pnrfuant 
to it the convention meeting in this kingdom 14 March, 

Subltthed a declaration to the fame purpofe, accepted hn 
tajeft/s declaration from Breda of 14 April, and 25 
May appointed his Lord&ip one of their Commiffioners, 
to prefent to his Majefty the addrefs of the nation. 

Thrfc 
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Thefe considerable favices were well accepted, and large- 
ly rewarded by the King, who by patent, at Weftmin- 
fter 25 July, 1660, granted him a pardon for all crimes and 
offences, &c. which he had or might have committed be- * 

fore 10 June preceding ■ ; by other letters patent *, dated at 
Weftminfter 5 September, 1660, conferred upon his Lord- 
fliip the dignity of Earl of Orrery, with the creation fee of 
20I. a year; and 28 of the fame month made him Aflellbr, 
Colle&or, and Receiver General of all his Majefty's conv- 
pofition-money, rents, and arrears, which then were, or fhould 
become due, impofed, compounded, afleffed, or taxed with- 
in the province of Conaught (the county of Clare excepted) 
during his life*, as Sir Henry Wallop, or any other, had ex- 
ercifed and enjoyed the fame, with full power and authori- 
ty to afTefs, divide, allot, Uavy 9 and reare from time to time, 
equally and indifferently, all, and all manner of afieilmcnts, 
contributions, taxes, and impofitions whatfoever, at any 
time to be impofed, taxed, aflefled, or charged for the King's 
fervice, in or upon the faid province ; alfo to diftrain for 
non-payment, and to felt the fame, if not redeemed within 
eight days ; and for the better executing and exercifing of 
the faid office, power to fummon and empannel a jury of 
freeholders, or other fufficient men within the province, to 
enquire termly and half yearly, as well what lands remain 
and lye wafte, and void of manurance, without home or 
c$rrre, as alio to enquire what arrears of rents and compofi- 
tkm are there due and unfatisfied ; and upon the paffing of 
his accompts, to return the faid Inquiiitions, and the monies 
he fhould colleA into the Exchequer. Which grant was 
dated at Weftminfter, Alfo by patent 10 October, 1660, 
on the resignation of Jerome, Earl of Portland, who had 
been fo appointed by patent, dated at Oxford 1 March, 19 
Charles I. he was constituted Lord President of the province 
of Munfter for life, and called into the Privy Council in 
both kingdoms ; he was a member of the Englifh parlia- 
ment, and 15 September, 1652, took his feat as Earl of 
Orrery 1 .

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In October the fame year he was declared one of the 
three Lords Juftices of Ireland, and was to conftituted by pa- 
tent ', dated 31 December, with a fee of 1500I. a year each, 
and on his arrival, was fworn 1 7 January ; 7 Feb. he was made 
Colonel of a regiment of horfe, Captain of a foot company, 
and two days after appointed Governor of Limerick and 
the liberties, alfo Governor, Conftable, and Keeper of the 
caftle thereof for life *• His Lordfhip, and John Vifcount 
Maflereene, 15 March, were made Receivers of all fuch 
fums of money as by the King's declaration of the 30 of No- 
vember for the fcttlemcnt of Ireland, were to be paid to the 
ufes therein exprefled \ for which they were to be allowed 
6d. in every pound they mould receive, and pay into the 
Treafury. He was commiflioned 9 Auguft, 1661, to 
mufter and array all the inhabitants of the province of 
Munfter, as occafion fhould require ; to adminifter the oath 
of allegiance to all magiftrates, officers, and others ; and to 
be chief leader of the army therein, for the profecution of 
any rebels or traitors. He continued in the government ua- - 
til James, Duke of Ormond, was fworn L. L. 28 July, 
1662 ; and fo fenfible was the King of the great care and 
prudence of the Lords Juftices, in the management of af- 
fairs for his fervice, and the welfare of the kingdom, that 
by Privy Seal, dated .at Whitehall 14 September, and by 
patent 15 October, 1661 3 , he granted the fum of io,oocl 
Englifh, to be equally divided among them, out of fuch 
money as fhould be received out of the forfeited bonds for 
tranfporting wool, &c. and his Majcfty, 22 June, 1662, 
nominated his Lordfhip Scrjea nt- M ajor-Gen eral jof the ar- 
my, with the fame pay of* the Tieutenan&General of the 
horfe j which poft was eftablifhed 22 Auguft, as a confide- 
ration of his ferviccs, integrity, and good conduct as L. J. 
the King ordering the fame to ceafe after hia Lordfhip's 
death. He was joined in commiflion, 1 December, 1662, 
to make effectual inquiry into the full yearly value of the 
lands, that were, or fhould be fet out to adventurers, fbl- 
diers, purchafers of tranfplanted perfons, and to grantee% 
as the fame were worth in the year 1659 ; and with the 
Lords Anglefey and Maflereene, was receiver of the fecuri- 
ties for the arrears of the commiflioned officers, that ferved 
the King before 5 June, 1649 $ whom his Majefty directed

a mark of his efpecial bounty and grace. 

Some time before the meeting of the parliament, he 
drew up with his own hand the aft of fettlement, that im- 
portant work being chiefly entrufted to the conduct of his 
Lordfhip # and Sir John Perceval \ and the writer of his life 
obferves, " that the Proteftants may blefs the day he was 
" born, who confirmed thofe old foldiers in their poflef- 
c< fions, who had given their children liberal education, fo 
" that they became profeflbrs of law, divinity and phyfick." 
And fo high an opinion had the King and his ministers of 
his judgment, that they fent for him more than once into 
England, to have his advice in affairs of importance 5 as for 
a time did the Duke of Ormond, in almoft every thing re- 
lating to Ireland. — And his Lordfhip going to England in 
1665, at t ^ e t " nc of Lord Clarendon's difgrace and flight, 
he was offered the Great Seal, both by the King and Duke 
of York, of whioh his being muc h afflicled with the gout * 
p reven t ed his acceptance j "as The poll" required conttant at^ 
^ffndance 1 . '""" """— 

His Lordfhip (pared no pains in defeating any defigns 
prejudicial to the intereft of his country, or in fettling the 

affairs

19 Mar, 1671, the caftle, town, and lands of Broghill, Killeudon- 
nelly £cc. in the counties* of Cork and Limerick, were created into the ma- 
nor of Charlcville ; and the town of Charleville ere&ed into a free borough, 
confiding of a Sovereign, two Bailiffs, twelve Borgefles, a Recorder, and

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affairs of his province, to univerfal fatisfa&on ; nor did be 
flop at any expence in providing fpies, or procuring intelli- 
gence 5 by which means and his own vigilance, in 1663, 
his Lordfhip and Sir Theophilus Jones discovered to the 
L. L. a ddlgn of Jephfon*, and others, to feize (21 May) 
the caftle of Dublin, and his Excellency's perfon, whereby 
the execution of it was prevented ; fome of the confpirators 
hrought to punifhment; and the King acknowledged his 
great fervice on this occafion, in a moft kind and affectionate 
letter, dated 13 June, 1663. In 1666 a new plot of the 
fanaticks was detected by his Lordfhip and Captain Robert 
Oliver ; and the writer of his life mentions, that in 1667, 
having intelligence that the Duke de Beaufort, Admiral of 
France, was preparing to make a defcent on Kingfale, his 
Lordfhip, with hardly credible application and difpatch, 
was lb well provided for his reception, that he dropped his 
defign. But, being fenfible, that in cafe of a French war, 
the kingdom lay much expofed to an invafion 5 and that as 
Kingfale, the beft harbour throughout his Majefry's domi- 
nions, was without any fortification to protect flups from 
foreign enemies, he prevailed with the King in 1670 to per- 
mit him to erect a fort there ; which, in 1678 being re- 
viewed by the Duke of Ormond, was by him, in honour of 
his Majefry, named Charles-Fort, and confifts at this pre- 
sent of a garrifon, with a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
and Fort-Major. 
l^ In 1 665, the Duke of Ormond making a progrefs into 

Munfter, his Lordfhip received him at the confines of the 
province, and had him conducted through it by the tram- 
bands of each barony, under arms ; which being reprefeat • 
ed to his Grace as too popular for a fubject, and only to

\ices and great fufFerings for his Majefty, he was pleafed 11 
March following, to grant and continue to him, his heirs 
and affignes, the entertainment of 83 8L 14s. a year, until * 
the fum of 8000L fhould be paid at one entire payment, 
for the performance whereof the King gave particular di- 
rections, by his letters 23 March, 1675, and 15 June, 1676, 
to be paid out of certain quit-rents, amounting to 5000L a 
year. 

16 November, 1666, he was made Governor of the city, 
and Conftable of the cattle of Limerick for life * j was in 
commiflion 10 October, 1671, for the ordering of the pay- 
ment of all debts and arrears due to the King ; was return- 
ed Member of Parliament that year for Arundel in Suflex, 
with Francis, Lord Aungier ; made Cuftos Rotulorum of 
the county of Limerick 17 July, 1673; and o May, 1678, 
had his Majefty's orders for the payment of 182I. ios. a 
year, as Governor of the county of Clare. The King con- 
tinued to confult him in all matters of the higheft confe- 
rence; and in 1677, when the Duke of Ormond came 
1*. L. with orders to hold a parliament, the King obliged 
him to take Lord Orrery's advice about what was fit to be 
the debates of it , and accordingly he fent his opinion in 
five flieets of paper, propoilng a method for fecuring the na- 
tion from foreign and domeftick enemies ; increafing the re- 
venue ; confirming mens* eftates ; and efrahlifhing the Pro- 
tcftant intereft j for which he received letters of compli- 
ments from his Grace and the Lord Chancellor. 

After a raoft Chriftian preparation for eternity, he paid 
his laft debt to Nature 16 Odtober, 1670 *, having enjoyed 
\ery great employments with an universal reputation f, and

Roger, the fecond Earl of Orrery, was of a ferious and Roger, 
contemplative difpofition, which led him to feek retirement % 
to his death, which happened 29 March, 1682 ', having Eark 
iflue by the Lady Mary Sackville, daughter of Richard, 
Earl of Dorfet, three fons and two daughters, viz. Roger, 
who died an infant \ Lionel and Charles, fucceffive Earls of 
Orrery; Elizabeth, who died young ; and Lady Mary, mar* \ / 
ried to Clotworthy Upton, of Caftle-Upton, in the county J 
of Antrim, Efq. and reprefentative of that county in parlia-*—* / - v 
ment upwards of 20 years *$ and dying in 1694, had no / 
iflue by him, who died in June, 1725. 

Lionel, the third Earl of Orrery, being a minor at his Lionel, 
father's death J , was left under the guardianfhip of Richard, 3 
Earl of Cork ; and his grandmother Margaret, Countefs of Earl.

On the acceffion of K. George I. his Lordfhip was con- 
tinued in his command in the army > and 16 Oftober made a 
Lord of his Majefty's Bedchamber j appointed 1 November, 
1 7 14, L. L. and Cuflos Rot. of the county of Somerfetj 
fworn a Privy Councilor 16 of that month, and 12 Decem- 
ber made one of the new board of General Officers. But 
in September, 1 7 1 5, he refigned his Lieutenancy of Sbmcr- 
fetfhire, as in 17 16 he did his poll of the Bedchamber, after 
his regiment had been taken from him in June thai year ; 
and 28 September, 1722, was committed clofe prlfoner to 
the Tower, by w a r rant of a Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil, on fufpicion of high treafon, no friends or relations 
being permitted to have accefs to him ; fo that all his com- 
forts, under this rigorous confinement, were a clear con- 
fidence, an undaunted courage, and the hope of a fpeedy 
relief by the Habeas Corpus aft, which laft failed him, being 
fufpended by the parliament for one whole year J whereby 
he was kept a priioner for fix months, and then admitted 
to bail* on Dn Mead's affirmation, that unlefs he was fet 
at liberty he would not anfwer for his life twenty-four hours. 
He was accordingly fent down to his Houfe at Britwell, in 
cuftody of two officers, on his entering into a recognizance 
of 30,0001. and the, Lords Burlington and Carlton into ano- 
ther of 20,000k each, for his appearance. This befell hint 
on account of Chriftopher Layer's Plot, yet nothing was 
ever prove4 againft him ; and the world in general had a better 
opinion of his Lordihip's judgment, thari to believe he 
would be concerned with iuch a man in fuch a caufe. 

In March, 1705, his Lordfhip married the Lady Eliza- 
beth Cecil, then only daughter of John, Earl of Exeter, and 
by her, who died 1 2 June, 1 708, had an only fon John, the 
fifth Earl of Cork and Orrery. He died 28 Auguft, 1731, 
at his houfe in Weftminfter, and 1 1 September was inter- 
red in the Duke of Ormbnd's vault in the Abbey Church 
there, purfuant to directions in his will, without any pomp, 
and with as little ceremony as poffible ; — " and I defire, 
" (lays He) to have a decent, not a coflly monument, witfh 
u a proper infeription in Latin, defcribihg my juit charafttr 
** and behaviour both in public and private, without any 
u exaggeration or fulfome panegyrick." — He gave 200I. to 
be equally diftributed among ten poor people, who had been 
houfekeepers of fair and reputable characters, and reduced

parifh of Burnham in Bucks.

" of value, which I would have carefuUy preferved for the

ilS an elder branch of this noble family has teen lately 3* 
advanced to the Peerage of this kingdom, we (hall refer the 
reader to the title of Lord Mac-Donald, where he will find 
an exaft genealogy of the Mac-Donnells, or Mac-Donalds, 
to the year 1388, about which period John, Lord of the John, 
^budae, or Wefttrn Iflands of Scotland, died, leaving iflue 
three fons and two daughters, viz, Donald, Lord of the 
Ifles, anceftor to Lord Mac-Donald ; John, from whom the 
Earl of Antrim derives j Alexander ; Elizabeth ; and Mar- 
garet. 

John of Ifle, the fecond fon, was ftated at Dunniveg and Joha, 
Grynns, in Argylefhire, his defendants removed into the 
North of Ireland about the fifteenth century* where they 
luve flourifhed to the prefent time ; among whom was 
Alexander Mac-Donnell, who lived in the reign of Q^Alexaa- 
Mary, and in 1 557, was prefented by the Earl of Suffex, L, L* der, 
with a gold fword and filver-gilt fpurs, for his fervices 
againft the Scots ; and the monaftery of Glenarm, in coun- 
ty of Antrim, and the lands belonging thereto, were grant- 
ed to him *. He married the daughter of Mac-Cane, and 
had iflue Sorley-Boye, his heir ; Alexander Oge 5 Tirlach, 
Oonatus, and Ludovicus, which three lad were killed in 
1 60 1 ; and a daughter Alice, married to Sir Moyfes HilU 

Sorley-Boye, who fucceeded, was feated at Dunluce, inSorky- 
the county of Aptrim, and during the rebellion of Shane-Boye. 
(Weile, was taken prifoner and confined by him, until en- 
larged, in order to procure the affiftance of his brother 
Alexander, and the Scots under his command, to withftand 
the L. D. Sidney. Alexander, pretending to aflift O'Neile, 
came to his tent with a (mail company, when the Scots 
calling to mind the many injuries they had received at his 
hands, hewed him to pieces, put all his followers to death, 
and buried him in a ruinous adjoining church \ whence he 
was taken up by Captain Piers, who cut off his head, and 
fent it to the L. D. then at Drogheda, who. caufed it to ba 
fixed on the Cattle of Dublin.

•By patent dated at Weftminfter, 14 April, 1573, he 
(bring of the Scott j/b-Irj/b race) was made a free denizen of 
Ireland ; acknowledged the Queen'* right to the country of 
Ulfter and* Crown of Ireland*; profefled obedience, and 
{wore to be a true fubjeft; in consideration whereof, he 
was to be reputed and taken always after for a free deni- 
zen, and not as meer Irifli, ScottUh-Irifh, or a ftranger. 
But notwithftanding this favour from the Crown, he affimk- 
ed the garrifon of Carrickfergus with his company of Scots 
in 1575, flew Captain Baker, with his Lieutenant, forty 
foldiers, and fome inhabitants 5 yet, by the courage of the 
reft, he was obliged to retreat; and Sir Heniy Sidney 
marching thither with 600 horfe and foot, 19 Oftober, 
brought him to terms of agreement and fubmiflion.

Sir James Mac-Sorley-Boye, the fecond fon, as appears Family of 
by the Privy Council's account of the ftate of Ireland to Mac- 
Robert, Earl of Eflex, on his arrival in 1599, poflefled, Donndl, 
with his Scots, the Route and tie /even Glynnes, having 4oo BaroneU# 
foot and 100 horfe in rebellion, to ferve againft whom, the 
ftate determined, about the beginning of April, 1600, to 
hire 1500 or 2000 Iflander Scots, but the propofal took no 
effeft, being difapproved of in England. He married Mary, 
daughter of Hugh Mac-Phelemy O'Neile, of the Clane- 
boyes, by whom he had a numerous iflue, whereof Sir

Sir Randal Mac-Donnell, the third Baronet, being Cap- 
tain of a fhip of war in the fervice of K. Charles II. per- 
formed that memorable a&ion of Mamora againft the Moors* 
in 1683, burning and deftroying a {jreat number of their 
flups in their own harbours ; but being afterwards an of- 
ficer in K. James's Irifh army, he went from Ireland after 
the defeat at the Boyne, and 10 July, 1691, was attainted; 
apd forfeited his eftate, which was granted, 6 November, 

1696, 
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f6p6, to Charles Campbell, Efq. in truft for his wife and 
children, and confirmed by aft of parliament, pafled in 
the firft year of Q. Anne's reign. He married in January, 
1686, Hannah, fifter of David Rodie, Efq. and dying 
about the year 1720, had feven children, two whereof died 
m their infancy, and the others were, James; Randal; 
John-Richard; Mary, married to Chriftopher O'Brien of 
Ennyftimon, otherwife Newhall, in the county of Clare, 
Efq. and by him, who died in 1743, had Randal, who 
fiicceeded his father, and died unmarried in 1744, and Ed- 
ward, who fucceeded his brother ' ; and Henrietta, who 
died unmarried in 1732.

Randal, fon of Sorley-Boye, for fome time joined Tyrone in his re- 
l bellkms but became a fingolar promoter and patron of ci- 
Ear ** vility in his country, which was at that time uncultivated, 
and over-run with the barbarous and favage cuftoms of the 
wilder natives : And when all the province of Ulfter was 
in the flame of rebellion, he joined Sir Arthur Chichefter, 
in Augnft, 1602, in his journey to the L. D. at Tullog- 
hoge $ offered to ferve the Queen in the expedition againft 
Tyrone to Fermanagh (where he had fled) with 500 foot 
and 40 horfe, at his own charge ; made a free and volun- 
tary fuhmiffion to the L. D. Mountjoy ; and, after being 
honoured by him with Knighthood, demonftrated his fide- 
lity, by performing good and acceptable fervice to the 
ftate *• Of which K. James I. was fo well fatisfied, that he 

conferred

mation to him and his heirs-male for ever, with divers limitations, by Let- * 
ten Patent, bearing date 28 May, 16*03, of all the countries and territories

Of this eftate he was afterwards directed by the King to make 
a furrender, and doing fo 14 July, I0o6", he had a re-grant thereof 18 of 
that month, but with a reservation thereout of the cattle of Dunlnce, for a, 
fort or garrifon, when the Crown (hould think expedient (he anrf his heirs 
neverthelefs to have the cuftody thereof), the priory of Coleraine, tlkrcc 
parts of the fhning of the river Banne, the caft le of Olderfleete, and aU tne 
lands, parcel of the poflefiions of the Sees of Downe and Connor : To hold. 
the premifTes with the like remainders, and by the like tenures (except the 
•dditton of four horfemen), with power to divide and enclofe the laid ter- 
ritories ; each divifion to contain tooo acres or left, as was agreeable, and 
to be a perfect and entire manor, with 500 acres in each for a demefhe, 
and a licence to hold feveral markets and fairs, viz. a fair on St. John Bap- 
thVs-day, at Clomagher-Dunoghy ; on Michaelmas-day, at Dunkerd ; a 
Saturday market at Dunluce ; a Tuefday one at Dunynynne; and a Thurf- 
day one at Glenarme ; he to build a eafUe, or principal mesTuage, within 
the fpace of feven years. 19 November, io"io, he furrendered and affigned 
to tne King, nine towns, add three quarters of land, next adjoining the 
town of Coleraine ; and in confideration thereof, had a confirmation of all 
ilis eftate (except the (aid alignment) at the yearly rent of 8ol only, and no 
beeves, one caft of falcons, and a riling out of twenty horfemen and 116" 
footmen.— And further, ai June, 161$, the caiUc of jDunluce, (which -had 

bee*, 
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conferred upon him the dignity of a Vifcount, and in hit 
warrant for paffing tfye patent, dated at Greenwich 28 
May, 1618 ', thus exprefleth himfelf : " As it is a lingular 
" contentment to a King, to fee his fubje&s defire to excel 
« each other in virtues and commendable courfes, fo there 
« is nothing th?t does more incite them to fuch honeft con- 
« tentions amofcgft themfelves, than the hopes of honour 
" and advancements, which being long fince obferved by 
" us, we have at all times heretofore rewarded fuch of our 
" fubjefts with titles of honour, as we have found deferv- 
" mg fervants of the Commonwealth; and now having 
" taken into our confideration the many and faithful fer- 
" vices, which our trufty and well-beloved Sir Randall 
« Mac-Donnell, Knt. during the troubles of that kingdom, 
« hath, as a valiant gentleman, performed to our crown ; 
" and how wifely and worthily he hath fince behaved him- 
" felf, as well for the fettling of a general peace in that 
" our kingdom, as in reducing to civility the barbarous

« cioufly pleafed, as an efpecial mark of our favour -towards 
" him, and a reward of his merits in both kinds, to con-

£hip into the city, to a grand entertainment, which he had 
provided for him there. 

His Majefty alfo called him into his Privy Council, gate 
him the command of a regiment in his army, appointed 
himL. L. of the county of Antrim } and by letters patent * 
under the Great Seal of England, bearing date at Weftmin- 
fter, 12 December, 1620, advanced him to the dignity of

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tivity, he carried a confiderable aid in 1639 to E. Charles, 
in his firft expedition againft the Scots ; which being ended 
in a fliort tifne, he attended his Majefty to Oxford ; whence 
returning to Ireland, he took his feat, 17 June, 1646 ', in 
the Houfe of Peers, and, as Lord Clarendon writes, lived 
in Iplendour till the rebellion drove his Lady again from 
thence, who, upon the Queen's firft coming to Oxford, ac- 
companied her Majefty, w&ere flie found great refpeft from 
all: After which, fome falfe reports and afperfions were 
carried into England, of the Earl's not only joining with the 
rebels, but of being concerned in the very beginning of the 
rebellion 5 but from that malicious charge, Sir William Par- 
fons, one of tKe L. J. under whofe eye he lived at that time 
in Dublin, wrote into England a vindication of him ; and it 
is certain, he was fo far from being any ways engaged in 
the beginning of the rebellion, that he retired with his Lady 
from Dublin foon after its commencement, to the Earl of 
CaftlehavA's feat at Maddenftown, near Kildare, and lived 
.there fome five or fix months in peace and quiet, until af 
ter the battle of Kilrufh, 15 April, 1642, relieving and en- 
tertaining, during that time, many, diftrefled Proteftants of 
the neighbouring country, who doubtlefs muft have perish- 
ed, had he not faved ana fheltered them, and (when they 
defired it) fent them to Dublin with money and cloaths, 
which he freely gave them *. 

After the faid battle of Kilrufh, and threats of having 
the houfe pulled over his head, he fent hi$ * Lady into Eng- 
land, and going to hjs eftate in 1642 (where he arrived at 
April), betook himfelr to the rebels in the North, with an 
imagination, .that his quality and fortune would give hint 
the fupreme power over them, which he never intended to 
employ to the prejudice of the King, as appeared plainly 
from this, that though they were glad of his prefence, and 
to have his name known to be amongft :hem, yet they had 
no confidence in him to advife or command them ; which . 
proceeded chiefly from the freedom he took in e xpi effi n g 
his deteftation of their a&ions and meafures, and relieving 
the miferies and diftrefles of the Britijb Proteftants ; partis 
cularly thofe of Coleraihe, befieged by the Jrifb, and in the 
utmoft diftrefs, to whom he did all the good offices, which 
either his rank, confanguinity, or religion, could enable 

him

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him to ufe wkkiuccefi ; endeavouring to engage the Lrifh 
to raifc the fiege, and by letters entreated a parley, which, 
being granted, he prevailed fo far with their officers, that 
they promifed liberty to the people of the town, to take 
grazing /or their cattle fafely for at leaft three miles com- 
pels ;• after which his Lordihip fent into the town about 
tbreefcore horfes loaden with com, for the benefit of the in- 
habitants. 

Notwithstanding this fervice, and that by his intereft, 
and among his tenants he raifed a regiment, yet Major-Ge- 
neral Monroe, commander of the Scots forces, on pretence 
that fome other of his tenants were ta the rebellion, (but hi 
reality to gratify his own avarice, by poSeffing ■ his eftatc 
and plundering his houfe) feized Ms perfon, in Mav, 1642, 
whilft he was entertaining him in his cattle of founluce, 
and fent him prifoner to Carrickfergus 5 whence having the 
good fortune to make his efcape into the northern parts of 
England, he waited on the Qtieen then at York ; who, to 
promote the ceflaticm of arms with the Iriih (then become 
absolutely neceflary by the extremities to which the army 
was reduced) fent his Lordihip to Ireland, with letters and 
inftru&ioiis to that purpofe : But he was again taken by 
Monroe, the very inftant of his landing, in the county of 
Downe, and imprifoned in Carrickfergus. 

After fome months reftraint, he recovered his liberty bf 
a fecond efcape into England, and arrived at Oxford \6 
December, 1643, w b crc hi* prefence was not unacceptable; 
Monroe all the while enjoyjng his eftate, and refufing to 
aHow him or his agents to receive the* rents of it, though 
repeated orders were fent from the King and the ftate of 
Ireland for that purpofe. 

He was no (boner arrived at Oxford, but the Marquefs of 
Montrofe propofing a fcheme for raifing fuch a body of the 
King's friends in Scotland, to oppofe the Covenanters, who 
were then in treaty with the Parliament, as fhould oblige 
the Scots- army to return out of England, if he had but 
fome troops to begin with, and to fcrve for a pretention to 
the Royalifts that (hould join him, confulted with the Earl 
of Antrim, whether it might not be poffible to draw a body 
of men out of Ireland, to be fuch a foundation for raifing 
the faid forces in Scotland, as might advance the enter- 
prize he had fo long in his heart, of doing the King fervice 
m the north, and protefting the Roplifts that would join 
him in his undertaking. The Earl of Antrim readily un- 
dertook. That if the Kwg would grant bim a commlffion, b* 

Vofc. I. P wuld 
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would raife an army in Ireland, and tranfpori it into Scotland, 
and would him f elf bo at the bead of it ; by means whereof, be 
believed all tie Clan of the Mac-Donnelh in the Highlands 
tnijfbt beperfuaded to follow him. 

Upon this overture, the King conferred with the two 
Noblemen together, and knowing well that the Earl of An- 
trim had intereft enough to raife as many men as fhould be 
defired in that part of the kingdom, his Majefty reformed to 
encourage it all he could j which he did, by creating him 
Marquefs of Antrim, by Privy Seal *, dated at Oxford, 26 
January, 1644, 20 Car. I. with the creation fee of 40L a 
year, ifluing out of the cuftoms of the port of Coleraine. 
Having received this honour and the King's commiffion, be 
began his journey to raife the intended forces, to be fent 
into Scotland in April 1644; but, in the execution of his 
' defigns, unforefeen difficulties often ariiing to retard them, 

he could not raife them fo expeditiously, nor make good 
his undertaking efFe&ually, without the affifiance or coun- 
tenance of the fupreme council at Kilkenny ; to recommend 
himfelf to whom, he took the oath of aflociatkm, and was 
made a member of that body , whereby, with the Marqoefs

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tf Ormond's concurrence, he fent off, 27 June, 1644, 
about 1500 men, under the command of Colonel Alexan- 
der MaoDonnell j who, landing about the end of July in 
the iihnds, were received by the Marquefs of Montrofe, 
and by their brave behaviour laid the foundation of all the 
great enterprizes he undertqpk, and the amazing victories 
he gamed, in all which they conftantly accompanied him. 

From this time till the month of February, 1647, wc 
have no public mention of the Marquefs of Antrim, when 
he was appointed, by the general affembly at Kilkenny, one 
of their three agents to the Queen and Prince in France, to 
defire a L. L. might be fent into Ireland. He returned in 
September, 29 of which month the Marquefs of Ormond 
landed L. L. at Cork, and, 17 January, 1648, concluded a 
peace with the fupreme council : But the Pope's Nuncio do* 
daring againft it, he was foon forced again to leave the 
kingdom j yet the Marquefs of Antrim and Owen O'Neile 
adhering to him, Aood it out againft die- peace; and at 
length the Marquefs entered into an intrigue with Crom- 
well, from whom, in i6;i, he had an alignment of 500L 
a year, and his protection from being arretted or imprifon- 
ed during his ftay in the Parliament's quarters ; having, in, 
1655, 800I. a year allowed to him, yet he did not forget 
his duty to his Prince, which he cxprefled by affifting hun 
with arms and ammunition, when he was in the weft of 
England 5 and after his forces were defeated at Worccfter, 
furnHhed him with (hips to make his efcape into foreign 
parts. For which, and other considerations, he was reftor- 
cd to his eftate by the afts of fettlement, and at length, 
after much difficulty, received a confirmation thereof by 
two patents under the Great Seal. 

In April, 1635, he married to his firft wife the Lady 
Catharine Manners, daughter and heir to Francis, Earl a£ 
Rutland, widow of George Villiers, the great Duke of 
Buckingham ; and to his fecond, Rofe, daughter of Sir 
Henry O'Neile, of Edenduffetarrick, otherwise Shane's* 
Caftle, in the county of Antrim, Km. by his wife Martha, 
daughter of Sir Francis Stafford, Governor of Dlfter, but 
having no iflue by either, and dying 3 February, 1682 *, 
he was buried in Bonamargey, the title of Marquefs became

other places, whence arriving about the beginning of the 
troubles of 1641, he waked on the King at York 3 after 
which he returned to Ireland, and fided with the Irifh of 
bis own religion, in whofe army (in 1642) he .commanded 
a regiment 5 but was ever averfe, during that war, to any 
a& of cruelty, oppreffion, or blood 5 was a conftant friend 
to pacific mcafures, laboured to bring the Confederates to 
their due obedience, and firmly adhered to the peace of 
1648, which his brother fo warmly oppofed. But however, 
he was attainted of treafon, which attainder being reverfed 
after the reftoration, he was reftored to his eftate by the ad 
of explanation.

was appointed, 1 December, 1680, Cuftos Rot, of the

K. James II. who made him L. L. of the faid county, $ad 
gave him the command of a regiment of foot, for which he 
was attainted of high treafon, but was afterwards adjudged 
to be comprifed within the articles of limerick, in coufe- 
quence whereof his whoje eftate, if any part thereof was 
fcized upon, was. reftored to hin> ' $ and a December, 1697, 
the Committee of the Houie of fiords reported that his out- 
lawry had been reverfed *♦

Nugent, with his brethren and relations accompanied Sirbert. 
Hugh de Lacie in that expedition } to which Sir Hugh, the 
King allotting the county of Meath, to hold of the Crown 
by Knight's fervice, he gave tp Sir Gilbert, in recompencc 
of his brave and fignal fervicen, his fift^r Rofa in marriage, 
and, as a portion with her, the barony of Delvin to him 
and his heirs, with all the appurtenances and towns (except 
tfre village of Torrochelach, belonging to the Abbot of 
Foure) to hold by the fervice of five Knights fees, as ap- 
pears by the grant*, to which was affixed the feal of a 
Knight in complete armour on horfeback. This large trait 
of land Sir Gilbert diftributed to his brethren and others ;

X HIS family derives frpm a very noble extr^flion, viz* $ % 
the Earls of Hapfburg in Germany, (who were there 
tounts Palatine in the reign of K. Henry III.) as is mani- 
feft from divers authentic evidences. And firft, the occafion 
of their fettling in England, appears from a memoran- 
dum in a MS. written in the reign of Edward IV. import* 
fog *> " that Geffrey, Earl of Hapfburg, by the oppreffions Geffrey 
t« of Count Rodolph, who was afterwards elected Emperor dcFelden; 
** of Germany, being reduced to extreme poverty, Geffrey 
<' his fon ierved K, Henry III. in his wars in England , 
cc and because his father had pretentions to certain domi- 
€€ nions in Laufienburg and Renfelden, he took the name 
iC of FeMe^" It further appears, that K. Henry fo much 
tendered the low condition of this Geffrey, who fought un- 
der his banner with great bravery, that he gave him a con* 
fiderable fupport in rents and fees f , lying in feveral places. 
By his wife Matilda de Col vile % he left three fons, 
Geffrey, John, and Thomas ; of whom the eldeft lived in Geffrey, 
the reigns of Edward I. and II. and alfp proves his defcent 
from the houfe of Hapfburg by a letter of attorney, which 
Jie made at Munfterton in Leicefterfhire, on the feaft of St.

VII.) was a com- 
mander in the King's army at the battle of Stoke, againft 
the impoftor Lambert Simnel. — In June, 1497, ke Shared 
in the viftory obtained at Blackheath, in Kent, over the 
Cornifli men, who being difcontented at a fubfidy granted 
to the King, had raifed an infurreftion. — 17 November, 
1501, he was made Knight of the Bath, at the marriage of

9 Henry VIII. parted the lands of Manceter, 
and others in the counties of Warwick and Leicefter, in 
exchange for divers lands in Stormyfworth, in the laft men- 
tioned county j which lands of Manceter, his great-grand- 
fonBafil, about the year 1622, fold to Alice, wife of Sir 
Robert Dudley, who augmented therewith the fmall vica- 
rages of Manceter, Leke-Wootton, Afhow, Kenilworth, 
Monkikirby, and Stonley, 20I. a year each, with provifo, 
that the refpe&ive incumbents fhould preach one fermon 
every Sunday throughout the year, and a fpecial fermon 
every Whitfunday in commemoration of her, and Aleezia 
her daughter, then deceafed, who by her will had bequeath- 
ed moft of her eftate to her mother, to be employed to fuch 
ufes as (he fhould think fit. — it, 12, and 18 K. Henry 
VIII. he ferved the office of Sheriff of the county for Rut- 
land ; was afterwards knighted ; and having raifed forces 
among his tenants and otherwife, for the wars of France 
ind Scotland, (as by fcveral Privy Seals is evident) was in 
fuch efteem with Q^ Jane, third wife to K. Henry VTIL 
that in his 29 year, upon her delivery of Prince Edward, 
ftie fent him a Privy Seal, fignifying the fame, and defir- 
ing his congratulation and prayers. — He aflifted with fix-

the Earl of Southampton, for preventing fuch attempts as 
might be made by the Pope, 6* his agents, whofe fiiprem*- 
cy the King had abolifhed.— He married Elizabeth, elder 
dbughter of Sir ThOmas Poultney of Miftertptt, in Leicefter- 
fhire S (anceftoi 1 to the late Earl of Bath) and they lie bu- 
ried in Monk^Kirby church, Warwickfhire, in the chao- 
td whereof is a tomb, with their effigies in ftone, he in ar- 
mour, and fhe in the drefc of the times, with their arms 
impaled, and this memorial :

Matthew, then upwards of forty years old (as appears by 
inquifition, taken 19 Edward II. proving him heir to his 
brother) who, by Sarah Brabazon ' his wife, had two fons, 
Sir Sir William his heir, and Roger, Prior of Tinmouth. — Sir 
YVMiam. William lived at Garthorpe, in the county of Leicefter, 20 
Edward II which manor, with that of Sproxton (as an in- 
quifition, taken 34 Henry VI. manifefts) were given to him 
by his uncle Sir Koger.

Thomas. Henry VI..— Whereupon his brother Thomas Succeeded,

flain in the battle of Bofworth Field, 22 Auguft, 1485, 
and was buried at Eaftwell ; leaving, by Matilda (Maud), 
daughter and heir to Nicholas Jervis, of Hardby in Lei- 
cefterfhire, one daughter Iiabel, and five fons, viz. 

Roger of Eaftwell, above fourteen years old at his father's /,\ 
death, who left only two daughters, whereof Joan was mar- 
ried to Sir George Haftings, of Elfing, Knight of the Bath, 
1509* "who, by inquilition taken 3 Henry VIII. was found 
to hold in her right half the manor of Eaftwell, with other 
lands, her divifion of her father's eftate, and died 1 1 June 
that year, leaving John his heir, aged fourteen years and 
more. 

Adam, who lived at Allerton, and having no iflue, made ( 2 ) 
his will 25 January, 1509, whereby he directed his body to 
be buried in St. Mary's church at Stamford, and left his 
eftate of Hardby, Wykeham, and Calewell, to his fifter La- 
bel for life, remainder to his brother "William, and his ion 
John, and their heir*. 

John, anceftorto the Earl of Meath. (3) 

William of Eaftwell, who had iflue John, to whom his (4; 
uncle Adam left his eftate ; and a daughter Margery, mar- 
ried to Sir Edward Moore, of Mcllcfont, anceftor to the 
Earl of Drogheda. John, the fon, married Ja*ne, daughter 
of Vincent Lowe, Lfq. and 20 February, 1548, making 
his will, ordered his body to be buried in the chapel of the 
parifh church of St. Goodlach, of Eaftwell, where his 
grandfather lay •, and left to his coufin William (fon of his 
uncle John) all his lands of Wykeham and Hardby, which 
were in variance between them j " in confideration (fays he) 
that he {hall be good to Jane my wife, and my child K oie ; 
with all other my lands in Eyton, Strathome, and Plim* 
gare." 

Alexander, who alfo had iflue, as appears by his brother (5) 
Adam's will, who ordered the lands he had bought of Mrs. 
Saundford to be fold, to find fome of his brother Alexan- 
der's children to ilhool. 

John . 
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John. John Brabazon, Efq. anccftor to the Earl of Mead*,' 

married the daughter of Chaworth, by whom he had 

a fon William •, and a daughter Elizabeth, married to Ri- 
chard Neale, of Obketilby, in the county of Leiceftcr, 5 
Edw. VI. 
Sir William, who fucceeded his father, was honoured with 

William. Knighthood, and, 26 Auguft, 1534, appointed Vice-Trea- 
furer and General Receiver of Ireland, which he held to 
his death, viz. 9 July, 1552 # ; which year, fays Sir Ri- 
chard Cox, " was unhappy; not only by the civil diflen- 
« fions in Ulfter, between the Earl of Tyrone and his fon 
" Shane O'Neile, and by the fcarcity of provifions ; but 
« aifo by the death of Sir William Brabazon, who died in 
« July, and was one of the moft faithful men to the En- 
« glifli intereft, that had appeared in Ireland from the 
« Conqueft to that day." Indeed, his capacity and abilities 
were fo confpicuous, that in a letter, dated 21 Auguft, 
, 53S> fr° m thc ^° r ^ Chief Juftice Aylmer to the Lord 
Cromwell, Prime Minifter to K. Henry VIII. he is ftyled, 
Tie man that prevented the total ruin and defolation of tb& 
country > and is extolled by them as the /aver of the kingdom. 
In 1536, with the Lord Chancellor Trimlefton, he prevents 
ed the ravages of O'Connor in Carbury, by burning many 
villages in his country of Offaley, and, carrying away great 
preys. And in the parliament held that year, there being 
much difficulty to get the afts for efctWHhing the King's, 
and abolifhing the Pope's fuoremacy and jurifd&ion in Ire- 
land, to pafs both Houfes, he feconded the fpeech, made 
by Archbifhop Browne, fo effectually, that the Houfes were 
ftartled at it, and prevailed on at length to pafi both the 
bills. 

As a confequence hereof, in 1539 many Abbots and 
Priors, with their fraternities, treading in the fteps of then- 
brethren of England, made a voluntary furrender, by char- 
ters under their common feals, of their abbies, with all their 
furniture and goods, to the King, to whom annual penfions 
for life were affigned out of the revenues, which the King 
had referved to himfelf ; and the difpofal of all the abbies

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\n Ireland was given to his Majefty by parliament. Thdc 
furrcnders were taken for his Majeft/s ufe, by the Chan- 
cellor Allen, the Vice-Treafurer Brabazon, and Robert 
Convey, Mafter of the Rolls, Commiffioners for that pur- 
pofe ; who were alfo commiffioned the next year (1 C40) to 
grant the faid annual penfions to the Monks of the fuppref- 
fcd abbies. 

Thefe, and other fervices to his Prince, rendered him 
worthy to be entrufted with the chief adminiftration of af- 
fairs ; and, accordingly, 12 October, 1543, he was cenfti- 
tuted L. J- of the kingdom, and fworn 10 February follow- 
ing : And to him new feals for the ufe of the Chancery, 
Exchequer, and both the Benches, were fent, upon the al- 
teration of the King's ftyle, from Lord to King of Ireland.. 
After which, at the King's command, who had declared 
war againft Francis the French King, he fent his Majefty 
700 foot to Calais, under the command of Poer, Finglas, 
and Scurlock, who did him great fervice at Bulloign *. 1 
April, 1546, he was again appointed L. J. of Ireland, and 
that year purfued Patrick O'More and Brien O'Connor, who 
had entered the county of Kildare, and, among other dau- 
mages, burned a great part of Athy, in the caftle whereof 
he left a garrifon, proclaimed them traitors, marched into 
Offaley, made a fort at PhilipSi-towp, deftroyed their terri- 
tories, and forced O'Connor to fly into Cc>naught. 

After K. Edward's acceflion to the Crowrj, his Majefty, 
by letter to the L. D. St. Leger, dated at Greenwich 7 
April, i|47> direfted, that in refpeft of his faithfyl and 
diligent fervice, done to his father and himfelf, he fhould 

be

wood-mill, and double mills belonging to the lame ; one carucate of land, 
called Donower, Sec. all the tenths of the premifles; and all jurifdi&ions, 
liberties, &c. fpiritual and temporal, to hold m Csf*u> by the twentieth part 
of a Knight's fee, and the yearly rent of il. 4s. 1 id. which grant was con- 
firmed by patent, ix March, 1609, to Sir Edward Brabazon his fon. In 
1 579 the city of Dublin called Sir Edward's title in queftion, claiming it to 
be within the jurifdicHoa and liberty of the city, and fuhjedt to fcotte and 
lotte with the citizens ; but 1 8 October that year, he obtained a decree 
from Sir William Gerald, Lord Chancellor, againft them, with 10I. cofts. 
41 April, 1551, K Edward VI. directed, that Sir William mould have a 
leafe of twenty-one years in reverfion, of fuch farms as he then held, by the 
•demife and grant of K. Henry VIII. and the faid decree aforefaid, with 
the examination of the witnefles, taken in the Court of Chancery, 7 Feb. 
1 57$, are enrolled A°. %6 Eliz. d. IL 3. 
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be one of his Privy Council. In which year, the caftle of 
Athlone, at his motion and inftigation, being repaired and 
garrifoned by order of Council, the charge thereof was 
committed to him, which he moft effectually performed, 
notwithftanding the great oppofition of Dominick CHfelly, 
and other powerful Chiefs in Conaught. — In the fpring of 
1548 he accompanied the L. D. againft Richard and Alex- 
ander, the younger fons of Thomas, Vifcount Baltinglafs, 
then railing fedition in Kildare, which was fupprcfled in 
its very contrivance by their fubmiflion.— 2 February, J 549, 
lie was a third time made L. J. being fo elefted by the 
Council, on the death of Sir Francis Bryan; after which he 
made a journey to Limerick, where Teige O'Carrol fubmit-. 
ted, was pardoned, and fubfcribed to certain articles, bind* 
5ng himfelf not to aflfume the title of Prefident of Qrmood, 
to pay to the Exchequer a yearly rent, and maintain a cer- 
tain number of horfe and foot for the King's fervice j by 
whofe interceffion alfo, letters of protection were granted 
to Mac-Murrough O'Kelly, and O'Melagblin, — And receiv- 
ing from England 8000K and 400 men, in Auguft, 1550, 
}ie purfued, with indefatigable labour, Charles-Mac- Art 
Cavenagh, again in rebellion, declared him traitor, killed 
inany of his followers, and burned his country, which 
obliged him to make a very formal fubmiffion, in Dublin, 
4 November following, to renounce the name of Mac-Mur- 
rough, ,and part with fome of his ufurped jurifdicTion and 
cftatej and by letters patent, dated 26 May, 1552, he re- 
ceived a pardon, in general, for all offences which he had 
or might have committed '. He died in Ulfter, as before- 
mentioned, having his heart interred with his anceftors at 
Eaftwell, and his body buried in the chancel of St. Catha- 
rine's church, Dublin, where a monument was ere&ed to his 
memory, with the following infeription, which (as already 
obferved) in fome particulars is erroneous, s*nd contradicto- 
ry to the account before given of him :

way, Efq- had iffue Anthony, his heir ; Urfula, married to 
Bernard Talbot of Rathdown, in the. county of Wicklow, 
Eiij. 5 Sarah ; and Dorothy. — Anthony fucceeded his father, 
who died at Ballynafloe 20 May, 1637, and was buried 29 
Jane at Criock, and (as appears by the depofition of John.

Sir Edward Brabazon, the eldeft fon of Sir William (as Sir Ed* 
appears by inquifition) was little more than three years old ward, 
at his father's death, and, when in England, refided at Lord A^ 
Nether-Whitacre, in Warwickfhire *. In 157 1, having ,<*«• 
attained his full age, he had a fpecial .livery of his eftate ; 
was fworn in 1584 of the Privy Council to Q^ Elizabeth, 
and in Sir John Perrott's parliament, which met 26 April, 
1585, he and Sir Henry Harrington reprefented the coun- 
ty of Wicklow. — In 1590, he contributed towards the foun- 
dation 



♦ Which eftate he parchafed about i $98, from George ViUiers, of Brooke-

Edward, Edward, his next brother and fucceflbr, the fourth Earl 
4 of Meath, 29 July, 1661, was made Captain of a foot corn- 
Earl- pany*, and 9 December, 1675, appointed Ranger, Game, 
keeper, and Matter of the Game in all his Majeft/s Parks, 
in Ireland, and Ranger of the Phoenix-Park, near Dublin : 
Alfo, having been Captain of a troop of horfe in the Irifli 
armyj and unfortunately falling under the difpleafure of the 
Earl of Eflex, JL L. his Lordihip took his command from 
vhim and gave it to another j after whofe removal from the 
government, being reconciled to his Lordihip, he petition-

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A HIS noble family, from their name being inierted in j, 
the roll of Battle-Abbey, among the affiftants of William, 
Duke of Normandy, in the expedition to England, are pre- 
fumed to derive their original defcent from that Dutchy ; 
and from the time of the Conqueft have been remarkably 
famous for their conduct and valour : But we are told by 
Camden in his Britannia, that the name is derived from the 
ifland of Barry, in the county of G l amorgan in Wales (fo ^ 
called from Baruch, a h<!>ly mill folff led" there) andi from 
their great riches and large eftates, the family have been 
called Barry+More 9 or Barry the Great. 

"William de Barri, a man of extraordinary fame, the com- William* 
xnon anceftor of the family, married Angareth, daughter of 
Nefta (the daughter of Rhefe Gruffydth, Prince of South- 
Wales) and fifter to Robert Fitz-Stephen and Maurice Fitz- 
Gerald ; and had uTue four fons, Robert ; Philip, anceftor 
to the Earl of Barrymore ; Walter ; and Gerald, or Gerard 
Barry, well known by the name of Gir aldus Cambrenfis- „,— » 
and fo ftyled from the word Cambria, tte ancient name ot 
the county of Pembroke, being born at Tenby, ortheCaftle 
of Mainarpir, within that county, about the year 1146. 
In 1 166, when about twenty years old, he ftudied in Paris, 
at the time of the birth of Philip the Augufl \ was Preben- 
dary, or Ca n pn ^ of H ereford ; and, being a very learned 
man, electee! in" 176 SytneChaptcr of St. David's, Bifhop 
of that See, not then exceeding his thirtieth year -, but he 
declined the election, becaufe the King had not iflued his 
licence for that purpofe, as the law required, and pafled a 
iecond time into France to purfue his ftudies at Paris ; where 
he acquired a prodigious fame, efpecially in the knowledge 
of the Decretals, fo that in 1 179 he was chofen Profeflbr of 
the Canon Law in the Univerfity there, but rejected the 
Jhonour, in expectation of more folid advantages in his own 
country, to which he returned the next year ; and about 
four years after was lent for to Court by K. Henry II. who 
made him his Chaplain, and to whom he was very ufeful 
by keeping affairs quiet and fettled in Wales. — }n $185 the 

King 
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King fcnt him to Ireland, with his Ton John, Earl of Mote- 
ton (to whom he was Tutor) in quality of his Secretary and 
Counfeilor, where he improved his five years ftay, in col- 
lecting materials for. writing the Topography of Ireland, and 
the Viticinal Hiftory of its Conquen : And, having written 
before a defcription of England and Wales, he travelled to 
Jerufalem, and wrote De Mirabllibus Terr* SanB*. After 
his return, his uncle David, Bifliop of St. David's, made 
him Archdeacon of Brecknock } in which capacity he affift- 
ed (1188) Baldwin, Archbifhop of Canterbury, to preach 
the Chriftian Doftrine to the Welch, and incite them to 
take the Crofs (which ht did himfelf ) to ferve in defence of 
the Holy Land.— But, in 1197, Jeffrey Fitz-Piers, Earl of 
Bffe*, being made fufticiary of England, and having 
marched with a great force into Wales, was fo much in- 
cenfed againft Giraldus, by the Bifnop of Bangor's infinua- 
tions of his being an enemy to the King, that he difleized 
him of all his lands at Brecknock, and paffing, in his re- 
turn, through Gloucester, directed a precept (20 January) 
to the Archdeacon of Oxford, to take into his hands all the 
revenues Giraldus had within his Archdeaconry : Whereof 
Gerald complained by letter to the Bifhop of Ely, the Dean 
of London, and the Archdeacon of Bucks, fctting forth, 
that among his other fufffcrings, he had been difleized of his 
Prebend of Hereford, and his church of Chefterton in Ox- 
fordshire. — He refufed the Bifhoprick of Leighlin and 
Femes ; but 29 June, 1 199, was contented to accept of 
that of. St. David's, which he chofe perhaps out of a defire 
to be his uncle's fucceflbr, but could not however get him- 
felf confirmed therein by the Pope, though he went thrice 
to Romte for that end, being oppofed by Gcofrry, Prior of 
' Lanthony, nominated by Hubert, Archbifhop of Canterbu- 
ry : So that he not only defifted from all further pretences, 
but foon after refigned the Archdeaconry of Brecknock to 
his nephew William j and dying about the year 121 5, at 
the age of near feventy years, was buried in the Cathedral 
of St. David's. 
$: r Sir Robert Barry, the eldeft fon of William and Anga- 

Kobcrt. reth, in 1 1 69 accompanied Robert Fitz-Stephen into Ire- 
land, to affift Dermoid, King of Leinfter, to regain his 
kingdom ; for whom he did great fervice againft the people 
of Wexford and Donald, King of Oflbry, and was the firft 
man wounded in the reduction of the kingdom 5 for, being 
a young Knight of great refolution and courage, and 
mounting the walls of Wexford with the foremoft, he re- 
ceived 
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ftsvcd a ftroke upon his helmet with a large ftone, which 
tumbled him from the wall into the ditch, where he had 
perifhed, if he had not been timely relieved by his men* 
who ventured their lives to fave his-; and, through the 
violence of the blow, about futteen years after he loft all 
his great teeth. — After Wexford was reduced, and a way 
opened for the fettktnent of the EnglUh, he endeavoured to 
bring the Irifh into a ftate of civility, on which account ha 
gained fuch repute among them, that they gave him the 
title of Barry* More, as Cambrenfis writes, who alio honours 
him with a large character, " being a young Knight, that 
«• for his worthinefs cared not for his life, and was rather 
« ambitious to be really eminent than to feem fo ;" and re* 
marks, that he was the firft that ever manned a hawk in 
this ifland. — After his fervices in Ireland, he is faid to feat 
himfelf at Sevington in Kent, but however that be, he re- 
turned here again, and about the year 1185, being killed 
at Lifmore, in the county of Waterford, his brother Philip Philip, 
de Barry, in February following, arrived with a choice com* 
panyofmen, to affift his uncle Robert Fitz- Stephen, and 
Reymond le Grofle, to preferve the kingdom of Cork 5 and 
to recover, and boild caftles upon his lands of Olethan, 
Kfllede, and Mufcherie-Dunegan (unjuftly detained by Ralph, 
ion of the faid Robert Fitz Stephen) which was confirmed 
to him by the faid Robert's charter, bearing date 2 1 Febru- 
ary, 1206 *, (8 K. John) and foon after he built the caftle 
m Banys-Court. 

In 1229, he endowed the friary of Ba llvbegg^ in t he 

county of Cork, in memory whereof, his effigies on horfe- 
back was caft in brafs, and fet up in the church there. Alfo, 
for the health of the foub of the King, his foi* John, and 
others, he gave in pure and perpetual alms, two carucates 
of land next the bridge of Dungarvan towards the weft, 
with the adjoining meadow below tKe^river, as far as the 
great water, with one mill and three acres of land next the 
caftle ; to which grant his fon Robert was a witnefs, as he 
was to the aforeiaid charter of Robert Fitz-Stephen.

Robert, affigned his eftate in Ireland to his younger brother Robert 
de Barry, who appears to be poflefled thereof by the bequcft 
he made, in honour of God, the blefled Virgin, and St* 
Thomas, of one Mother Church upon his lands, and one 
carucate near his caftle of Robertftown, which he built as a 
frontier to his territory, againft the invafions of the Fitz- 
GeraJds of Cofhbride, powerful and dangerous neighbours. — 
He had iflue two fons, David his heir, and Philip Barry, 
who in 1237 (21 Hen. III.) paid four pounds as an atone- 
ment for his offence, in entering into war againft the King, 
with Richard Marfhall, as appears by the Pipe-Rolls 5 and 
in 1 240 obtained a grant from K. Henry III. of the lands 
of Iniihoran, with liberty to hold a fair there; and from 
him many families of the name derive their defcent. 
Sir David. David O'Barry, who fucceeded his father Robert, had a 
grant from the faid King, dated at Merleburgh 26 Sep- 
tember, 1234, of a Saturday market at Buttevant, and an 
annual fair there, to continue for eight days, viz. on the 
Vigil and Feftival of St. Luke the Evangelift, and for fix 
days after ; and alfo a Friday market at his manor of Car- 
reftohill. — In 1235 (fi x vears ^ er ^is grandfather Philip 
had endowed the friary .of Ballybegg) he enlarged its reve- 
nues, and was made a Knight 5 but was killed in the year 
1262.

E>avid-oge Barry, the fecond Vifcount, who was alfo David* 
ftyled Lord of the Plant) and founded a monatiery of Mi- 
norites at Buttevant, in the year 1 290 ; * He is faid to mar- 
ry Maud Bolton, but we find that the wife of David de 
Barry, living anno 1298, was named Joan, that lhe after 
married Euftace le Poer, and affigned to her fon John de 
Barry, for all her dower in Olethan, &c. the moiety of ths 
Cantred of Mufkery, except two parts of the marriage of 
Philip, fon and heir to Philip de Barry.— His eldeft fon and 
lucceflbr was William Barry (Moyle) called Lord Barry of Wilfeh1* 
Olethan, (the eaftern extremity of Barrymore) who, in 
1300, affigned to pious ufes one carucate of land, with its 
appurtenances, at Cleynboly in Inyfmore, and the advow- 
fon of the church at Dongorney. 

He married Joan, third daughter of Maurice, the fecond

-valiant man ; but was murdered by the O'Kerralls, on St» 
Dominicus's day, 1325, leaving by Catharine, daughter of 
Nicholas, the third Lord of Kerry, William his heir, who, 
in the reign of Edward II. founded a convent in the coun* 
ty of Cork, in which city (anno 1 33 1 ) he was taken prifoner 
by Sir Anthony Lucy, L. D. By EUen his wife, daughter 
of the Lord Roche, he was father of John de Barry, who \ 

married Sheely, daughter of Mac-Carthy-Reagh. \ *

Fita-Andrew Fkz-David, Thomas Fhz-Amond, and Ito* 
bert Delahay, for entering forcibly into hi9 free chace of 
Botevant, chafing and. carrying away the game, and occa- 
fioning other loffes to him, — He was living at Botevant 8 
January, 1317 (n Edw. IL)+and was father of David de 
Barry, who by Beatrixhis wife, left nfue David Fits-David, 
Lord of Olethan and -Caftklehan, to whom K. Edward IU. 
in 1332, dire&ed a writ, requiring him to affift Roger Ut- 
law, L. J. in a treaty of peace with the King's Iriik ene- 
mies and Englim rebels. — In Atiguft, 1334, he was taken 
prifoner by Donat Garbreagh Mac-Carthy, with the lofi of 
100 men ; in 1339 he and Robert de Barry were fummon- 
ed to the parliament then held at Dublin 5 and 8 March, 
1342, 17 Edw. IH. a writ was dated at Trim, directed to 
the Sheriff of the county of Cork, to put Peter de Ok*. 
burnham in pofleffion of fome lands, recovered againft this 
David Fit z-David.— In 1344 he received a fummons from 
the King, to attend him at Portfinouth, on the Octaves of 
the Nativity of the Virgin Mary, with 20 men at arms and 
fifty hobellars, to affifr in the intended war againft PhHip 
of France \ and by oommiflion, dated at Dtogheda 21 No- 
vember that year, was made Sheriff of the county of Cart. 
during pleafure, beirtg alfo appointed, by anothfer commtf- 
lion of the fame date, the King's Senefthal and Keeper of 
the manor of Inchecoigne, and town of Youghall, with 
power to hold courts and pleas \ — He died 12 May, 1347, 
leaving by Matilda (or Mary) his wife, Sir David hh heir, 
in his minority, who was fummoned to the parliaments of 
1 and 5 Rich. II. and to whom, and bis foil John, with 
others of his name and family, Robert dh Vere, Marquefs 
of Dublin, L. L. directed his writs from Kilkenny 16 May, 
13871 requiring them to preferve the peace in the county 
of Cork, and purtifh offenders. — His fon Sir John de Barry, 
Knt. 24 February, 1402, was ri!ade Juftice of peace in the 
county of Cork, (the city of Cork and town of Youghall ex- 
cepted) and in 1403 (4 Hen. IV.) was Lord of Olethan and 
Mufkery-Dunegan ; in which year, or foon after, it is pre* 
fumed, he died, and was fucceeded by his fon James, Lord 
Barry, Vifcount of Buttevant, who fo ftyles himfelf in the 
grant he made of Ifland-Cullyne to John Stapleton, 00 
Monday next after the Epiphany 7 Hen. IV. viz. 4 Janua- 
ry* x 4°5» l0 hold at the rent of two {hillings Irifh.

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To him fucceeded William, Lord Barry, to whoin K. William. 
Edward IV. granted * for life twenty marcs a year, uTuing 
out of the cuftoms of Cork, Kingfale, Youghall, and Diyi- 
garvan. He left iflue Sir John Barry, Lord Barry, a Noble- Sir 
man of great worth and honour; who died in 1485, and John, 
was fucceeded by his fon Thomas, Lord Barry of Olethan, Thomas, 
and Vifcount Buttevant, who, 27 June, 1488, did homage 
to Sir Richard Edgecombe, the King's Commiflioner, for 
his barony, on board the fhip called the Richard^ in the 
port of Kingfale, and took the oath of allegiance, then im- 
pofed by the King, on account of the late impofture of Lam- 
bert Simnel in Ireland. 

He left two fons, William his fucceflbr, a man efteemed William, 
for his valour, virtue, conduct, and liberality, in the annals 
of Nenagh, it in univerfo morum honeftate pncclarut, who in 
1490 fat the firft Vifcount in parliament, but in Auguft, \ ' 
1499, was flain by his brother David, Archdeacon of Cork ' x 
and Cloyne ; who was ferved himfelf in the fame kind by 
Thom25 Barry, and after he had been buried twenty days, 
his body was taken up and publickly burned, by the com- 
mand of Maurice, Earl of Defmond. — He had iflue a daugh- 
ter Juliana, married to Edmund de Courcy, by whom fhe 
was grandmother of John, Lord Kingfale ; and a fon John, John. 
Lord Barry, and Vifcount Buttevant, who had iflue James 
his heir, and two daughters* Elizabeth married to Thomas, 
Earl of Defmond ; and Catharine, the firft wife to Cormac- 
ogc (Ladir) Mac-Carthy, whofe fon Teige by her married 
Julia, daughter of Donald Mac-Carthy Reagh.

David Fitz-James, the fecond fon, who fucceeded to the David, 
cftate and honours of Vifcount Buttevant, and Baron of 
Ibawne, was one of the Lords of the parliament held by 
Sir John Perrot, 26 April, 158$, but afterwards afibciatod 
with the Eafi of Defmond in his rebellion ; yet was reced- 
ed to his fubmiffion in the time of the Lord Grey's govern- 
ment, on his acknowledgment of the fine of 500I. to her 
JVf ajefty's ufe, for that offence.' From that time he became 
remarkable for his fidelity to the crown ; was of council to v! 
Sir George Carew, Prefident of Munfterj and did great 
iervice againft the rebels in that province, as may be feen 
by his anlwer to Tyrone's letter of invitation to join him, 
and other inftances in the hiftory of that time, entitled 
Pacata Hibtrnia.— In 1601 he was made General of the 
Provincials, and after the defeat of the Spaniards, and raif- 
ing the fiege of Kingfale, (in which his Lordfhip afiifted) 
the Prefident, in 1602, to make the fpeedier profecution of 
the affairs of the province, caufed the rifing-out of the 
coantry- to be aflembled, to the number of 1600 men (at 
their own charge) under the conduct of the Lord Barry ; 
who, with his brother John, and Sir George Thornton, x

jeft to the Engltfh Crown* — After this, he placed ioo En- 
glifh in his caftle of Shandon near Cork, for which fervice, 
and his faithful, noBIeT'and^courageous carriage, he re- 
ceived the thanks of the Government (21 January) and by , 
his care and countenance, in conjunction with Edmund Y 
Fitz^Gerald, Senefchal of Imokilly, kept than part of the ' \ 
country (Imokilly) in fubje&ion, and preferved the paffage 
between Cork and Youghall.

Baron of the Exchequer, Chief Juftice of the King's Bench, 
received the honour ot Knighthood in .634, and 7 July, 1659,

Sir John Chichefter the younger, who, whilft his brother 
Arthur was in France, fought glory in Ireland ; where his 
fervices were rewarded with the poll of Serjeant-Major of the 
army, and the honour of Knighthood, fo that he came to be 
diftinguiQied from his elder brother of the fame name and 
degree, by the title of Sir John Chichefter the younger ; it 
being no unufual thing for parents, in former times, to give 
a favourite name to more of their children than one, living 
at the fame time.

1 60 1 , the L: D. wrote to the Lords in England (among other 
things) that Sir Henry Docura at Loughfoile, and Sir Arthur 
Chichefter at Carrickfergus, had made their numbers fure to 
the ftate, and both had done her Majcfty excellent fervice ; 
and in his letter 14 June acquainted their Lordfliips, that 
thole gentlemen had determined to aflure the paflage of 
Moyry ; then to plant a garrifon at Lecale, and to reinforce 
Sir Arthur, whereby he might go near to effeft what the 
whole army fhould have done. 18, Sir Arthur waited on 
the L. D. at the camp at Blackftaff, and there received his 
defigns for the prefent fervice, with a proclamation to be 
published for eftablifhing the new coin, and received 200 foot 
to ftrengthen his garrifon ; with which, in July he took 
Caftlc Reagh, the only one held bv Bryan Mac- Art in thofe 
parts ; and in Tune, 1602, the L. D. Mountjoy having driven. 
Tiroen out of his country, as high as CafUeroe upon the 
Banne, and taken in fome of his ftrongeft iflands, fent Sit* 
Richard Morryfon from Dungannon, with 500 foot, to meet 
Sir Arthur Chichefter, who was to pafs Loughfidney, with 
his forces from Carrickfergus, and land within a few miles of 
Dungannon : Where being met, they began, by the Deputy's 
directions, to raife the fort of Mountjoy, capable of contain- 
ing above 1000 foot and 100 horfe, which were to be victu- 
alled from Carrickfergus, by the way of the Lough ; and for 
the prefent fervice, Sir Airthur commanded in chief the forces 
left there, with power to draw out them and all other garri- 
sons towards Carrickfergus, upon all occafions of fervice. 
Soon after this, the Deputy having intelligence, that Tiroen 
propofed to fend Bryan Mac-Art to difturb Killultagh, andfo 
divert as much as poffible his own profecution ; directed Sir 
Arthur, with Sir Henry Davers( 10 Auguft, i6o2)toinveft 
the fort of Eniflaughlin, the only place of ftrength held by 
the rebels in thofe parts, wherein the plate and valuable ef- 
fects of fuch as had fled into Tyrone were depofited.* This 
fort, ieated in a large bogg/and only acceffible through 
thick woods, furrendered to the Queen's mercy, as foon as 
they had made their approaches to the firft ditch ; and the 
garrifon, 19, were brought prifoners to the Deputy at New- 
iy. Whence Sir Arthur accompanied his Lord/hip in pur- 
suit of Tiroen into Fermanagh ; but on the news of the 
Spaniards arriving at Beerhaven, he was fent back 8 Septem- 
ber, with directions to lye at Fort Mountjoy ; to deftroy all 
the^orn which he could not preferve for the garrifons, and 
to be ready to oppofe the rebels, fliould they make any head ; 

or 
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or attend the Deputy, if the Spaniards fttould land. Aoi 
that month Sir Henry Davers, Serjeant-Major of the annj, 
being induced by the ncceffity of his private aflairs, to dit 
continue his fervice in Ireland, his poft was conferred upon 
Sir Arthur; who, in January following, expelled Bryan 
Mac-Art out of Killultagh \ and by the Deputy, in his letter 
to Secretary Cecil 2 O&ober, -1601, was recommended as 
the fitteft man that could be chofen in England or Ireland, to 
be made fole Governor of Ulfter, in order to carry on a 
{harp winter's war againft the rebels, and prevent any im- 
portant fuccour to the Spaniards, then landed at Kingfale; 
but Tiroen being fhortly after defeated in Munfter, this pro^ 
jeft took no effeft. 

He equally diftinguiflied himfelf in the arts of peace 5 for, 
being a man of great capacity, judgment, fteadinefs, and ex- 
perience, he was wife in taking his party ; refolute in exe- 
cuting his defigns ; mafter of his own temper 5 dextrous and 
able to manage all the variety of humours he had to deal with, 
and to gain even the moft perverfe. 

21 April, 1603, the King directed him to be admitted a 
Privy Counfellor, and by patent, dated 10 September fol- 
lowing, appointed him Governor of Carrickfergus, with the 
fee of 13s. 4d. a day for life (which he had long held under 
(^Elizabeth) but that patent foiling fliort of the Sling's in- 
tentions, a new one was pafled 9 May 1604, inventing him 
with the faid government, and that of all other forts, with 
the Lough-Neagh, and the commodities thereof; and con-* 
ftituting him Colonel and Governor of the forces ftatkmed 
at Carrickfergus, both the Cladeboyes, the Duffraine, KD- 
lultagh, Kilwarling, the little Ardes, the Route, and the 
Glynnes in Ulfter, and of all the inhabitants thereof, to at- 
tend upon him, and be at his direction; alfo Admiral and 
Commander in Chief of Loughfidney, otherwife Lough- 
Neagh, with the fifhing thereof, as for as the falmon-kap on 
the river Banne ; Governor of the fort of Mountjdy ; and to 
draw forth the forces of Armagh, Blackwater, Mountnorra, 
and Charlemount, and employ them as he fhould fee moft 
expedient for the advancement of his Majeft/s fervice. 

By patent, dated 1 February, 1603-4, he was made L. D. 
of Ireland j and that year eftablUhed two new c i r cui ts (in 
order to civilize the Irifli) fending the firft Juftices of Affize 
into Conaught, and retrieving the circuit of Munfter, which 
had then been difcontinued for about 200 years 5 fo ttyar 
whereas the circuits before encompafled only the EngFtfl>pmb y 
from this time they carried the influence of juftice through- 
cot 
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O&f the kingdom, and had fo wonderful an effeft, that in 1 
fhort time to many capital offenders were not found in the 
thirty-two counties, as in fix (hires of the weftern circuit in 
England 1 . But his care to bring this great work to fome 
degree of perfection refted not here \ the many proclamations 
for the reformation of the country, which he not only pub* 
lifhed but executed, mightily contributed to that end j fuch 
were thofe for abolifhing the cuftoms of Tani/try, &c. and 
all former grudges and difpkafures conceived in the Queen's 
time ; for enforcing the ftatute of 2 Elizabeth, concerning 
religion ; prohibiting the importation of arms or ammunition 
to Jell to the Iriih , and others. 

He very much influenced and promoted the plantation of 
the forfeited eftates in Ulfter ; and when all plans and mea- 
lures for carrying on that neceflary work failed, he fupplied 
their defects j with which the King was fo well fatisfied, that 
lie conferred on him very conflderable grants of lands * in

The 
King alfo by warrant, dated at Salilbury 8 Aug u ft, 1620, ordered an effectual 
grant or grants to be made by patent, of all the eftates he poafcfied by virta* 
of any 1 former mnts, in confideratio© of his manifold, great, and good Ser- 
vices, as well daring the rime of his government as Deputy fbr many year*, 
as in other his em ploy menu ; and accordingly two daftinet patents were pafltd, 
tearing date 20 November, 1 fat , confirming all his fatd eftates, which were 
very large ; the former whereof contained (among others) the manor, fort, 
town, and lands of Dnngannon (where he Bad built a fort no feet fijoare, 
with four half-buhracks, encempafTcd by a ditch twenty feet broad, and 
oounterfcirned ;. a large church and fteepk , twenty houfes, after the EagfinV 
manner, See. which was made abotough-town, and fends memben* to pax- 
Dsment) the barony or territory of Eniftowen ; all iflands within the ion kha 
w arms of the fea, called Loughfwilly and Loughfoile; the manors, caaUr*, 
and tuoghs of Elbgh, Greenecaftle, Doncranagh, &c. the fo+y upon Loogh- 
foile, plying between Greenecaftle and Ternionmagillegan ; four lalmom eve-

heirs, by a new^ patent noon the commiifiod of grace, all their other eftare* 
whatever in Ireland ; ana alfo the redoral tithes of the pariih and advowfoa 
of the vicarage of Shankhilt, other wife Belfaft, in lieu of the ifland Magee ; 
and in Ben of the fifliing of Lourhneagh, to grant to them and their heirs a 
feat-charge of 40L a year Englim, with liberty to take falmon in the faid 
Lough, lor provifion of their houfe or houfes ; and all the eel wears and eel 
filbingsio or near Toome. Alfo, that the Deputy (hould unite the whole 
Ifland of Magee into one peri(b. and difpofe of the faid tithes for the benefit 
of that church and the college there, for bettering the means of the vicar, an4 
the founding of lectures, as (hould feem moft fit. Accordingly, to this pur* 
pbfe the letters patent of K. Charles I. dated 11 September, 1640, were paflej 
to Edward Viicount Chichefter, and his fon Arthur, and the heirs and 
afligaes of the faid Arthur, with the creation of federal lands into the manor 
of Joymourit, and K. Charles II. t February, 16*6*8, not only confirmed the 
fame, but feparated the lands of Ballynefeigh from the manor of Jbymountt 
andaanesedthcmtor£«/of Belfaft, Set. (Lodge.) 

The (aid Sir Arthur, by affignment from Sir Edmund Fitzgerald, was 
alio ponefted of the friary of Francifcans in the town of Carrickfergus, on the 
fite of which he erected a caftle in 1610. (Mon. Hib. p. 4.)

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on his ifTue male •, and accompanied the patent with a letter, 
-written by himfelf from Newmarket, 4 March, to this e£ 
feft : " As at firft you were called by our election without 
" feeking for it, to this high \>lace of truft and government 
t( of our kingdom of Ireland, and have (6 faithfully difcharg- 
** ed the duties thereof, that without any defire of yours on 
u that behalf, we have thought fit to continue you- in that 
" employment thefe many years, beyond the example and 
« cuftom of former times ; fo now we are pleafed merely of 
" our own grace, without any mediation of friends, without 
€i your fuite or ambition, to advance you to the fete of a 
<c Baron of that kingdom, in acknowledgement of your many 
4C acceptable fervices performed unto us there ; and that 
a you, and all other Minifters of State, which fcrvc us 
f< wherefocver, may know by the inftance of this our favour 
" to you, that we obferve and dtfeern their merits, and ac- 
f < cordingly do value and reward them," &c* 

He continued in the government ten years fuceeflively ; 
in the laft of which he had occafion for all his great abilities* 
to manage the moft ftubborn Parliament that ever was in 
Ireland; which met on Thurfday 18 May, 161 3, and witk 
which he prevailed to attaint the Earls of Tiroen and Tyr- 
t:onnd, SirCaher ODoghertie, and others; to make ana& 
of recognition of the King's undoubted lawful right and title 
to the crown of Ireland ; another, for the King's general and 
free pardon ; and to give his Majefty a fubfidy ;. to which he 
was rated the fum of 200L In this Parliament (deiigned to 
make and eftablifh a full and firm reformation in Ireland) 
'many jealouiies were conceived by certain Members, and 
complaints thereupon laid before the King in their names, of 
fundry practices and abufes, fuppofed to be committed in and 
concerning the faid Parliament ; whereof the King being de- 
firous to be thoroughly informed, commiffioned the Deputy 
and others, 27 Augufr, 1613,, ftrictly to enquire into any 
general grievances cither in tl*e civil or martial government ;

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thftat being informed of both, and underftanding the grounds 
df the faid complaints, he might apply proper remedies. In 
execution of their commiffion and inftru&ions *, they made a 
ftrift enquiry, and kid the ftate of the kingdom before his 
Majefty; who thereupon, to fatisfy the public, and clear his. 
Deputy from any afperfions, which were or might be caft 
upon him, by fuch as cenfured his proceedings for the public 
good, publifhed a proclamation 7 February, and having 
commanded the prefent appearance in England, of divers 
Members of both Houfes, directed Sir Arthur to repair 
thither alfo, that he and his council might advtfe at large 
with him, and receive information from him, touching the 
ftate and affairs of Ireland. 

On his return in 1614, he was empowered (with others) 
by fpecial commiffion, to view the counties of Wexford, 
Longford, Leitrim, &c. and enquire into the crown's title to 
the fame ; the eftate, number, and condition of the inhabi- 
tants ; the chiefries, claims, cuftoms, and rents, of the 
then owners ; and the beft way to reduce and fettle them. 
This commiffion was executed that fummer, and a general 
title found for the King, to about 3 85,000 acres; which, 
after taking care of the rights of the church, aligning a 
maintenance for the clergy, and making a provifion for free 
fchools, were difpofed of betvreep the natives and the Britifh 
undertakers. 

27 July, 1 6\ 4, he was again made L. D. in which year 
the harp was fir ft marlhalled with the arms of England, and 
finee then hath been imprefled on the Britifh coin. He alio 
reduced the mountains and glynnes on the South of Xfciblin 
into the county of Wicklow 1 ; brought many of the Jrifli to 
conform to the Englifh habit and laws ; and fo obfervant was 
he over the actions of fufpefted perfons, that Tiroen was 
heard to complain, he could not drink a full caroufe of fack 9 
but the /fate was within few hours advertifed thereof. 2 Af- 
ter he had thus continued many years Chief Governor of the 
kingdom, K. James, by his letter from Newmarket of the 
29 November, 16 15, was pleafed to difburthen him of that 
charge, and give him leave to retire from that publick duty, 
to follow his own private affairs, and repofe himfelf either in 
his government in the North, or, if more agreeable, to repair 
to England to kifs his hand ; and of this (lays the King) you

Alfo 12 Oftober that year, conftituted him his bro- 
ther's fucccflbr in the government of Carrickfergus, Admiral 
of Loughneagh, Governor of Culmore ; and that day he was 
fworn of his Majeft/s Privy Council* He had alfo a confir- 
mation of the eftate, 22 September, 1640, for the fine of 
467L 17s.

On 4 July, 1605, he married to his firft wife Anne*, 
daughter and heir to John Copleftone, of Eggesford in the 
County of Devon, Efq. (who died 11 November, 1606, by 
his wife Dorothy, daughter of Sir George Bifton, of Bifton- 
Caftle in Chefhire) with whom he had a large eftate ; and to 

his fecond wife Mary, daughter of Denham, of Wor- 

tham iit the faid county, Efq. and widow of OthwiH Hill, 
of Pcnwarnt in Cornwall, Efq. but by her, who died at Bel- 
fail, 2 February, 1637, and was buried at Carrickfergus, he 
had no hTue. 

He was a very worthy and eminent perfon, well acepm- 
plifhed both for war and peace, and very ferviccable in the 
wars of Ireland, for which he was knighted. In the par- 
Jour at Eggesford was his effigies drawn in full proportion, 
with thefe lines under it, expreffing a virtuous and generous 
mind.

John Chichefter, Efq. the fecond fon, was born 22 Fe- 
bruary, 1609, refided fome time at Dungannon, in the 
county of Tyrone, an eftate fettled on him by his father ; for 
which borough he ferved in the Parliament of 1639 j was 
Lieutenant-Colonel of a regiment in the fervice of K. Charles 
I, and in 1647, Serjeant-Major of his Majefty's army*. He

Earl of cd Captain of the firft troop or company that fhould become 

Donegal, void^ which happening in 1627, by the resignation of the 

Lord Valentia, he fucceeded him, 25 Auguft, in the com- 

mand of his troop of fifty horfemen, and was made Governor 

of Carrickfergus for life, after the deceafe of his father. In 

1639, he reprcfentcd the county of Antrim in parliament ;

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In 1640, was Captain of fixty-three carbines, with the pay 
of iL 4s. a day; and, by the name of Colonel Arthur Chi- 
chefter, did good fervice againft the rebels. 

He was reiident at Carrickfergus when the firft tidings of 
the rebellion were brought thither, on Saturday 23 October, 
1641 , about ten o'clock at night. He immediately, by fires 
and alarm drums railed the country, and the next day (leav- 
ing only fifty mufquetcers, under Captain Roger Lyndon, to 
guard the cattle] delivered the reft of the arms, with ammu- 
nition, to the country people, whom he formed into com- 
panies j and 25, with about 300 horfe and foot, marched to 
Belftft, where he was joined by 150 men from Antrim \ on 
27, he met the Lord Montgomery at Lifetime, whofe forces 
united were about 1 000 horfe and foot ; and 1 November, a 
commifEon arriving from the Lords Juftices and Council, to 
him and Sir Arthur Tyringham, to command in chief with- 
in the county of Antrim, and to order and difpofe of places 
according to their difcretion, they took the beft methods in 
their power for the defence of the country, and fuppreffion 
of the rebellion. 

His Majefty alfo, being fully fatisfied of his loyalty and 
-affection, and of his good abilities to ferve him, conftituted 
him by commiifion, 14 February, 1643, Governor of Bel- 
faft and the territory of Inifhowen, forbidding all perfons 
to billet or garrifon any foldiers in thofe places, or make 
any afTeffements upon the inhabitants, without his licence 
and approbation ; and for the better fortifying of the town 
of Belfaft, his Majefty directed the L. L. to advance 1000L 
to him forthwith. 

But when, through the defection of the army in tire 
North, he could do the King no further fervice in thofe 
parts, he removed to Dublin, where, in December, 1644, 
he was fworn of the Privy Council ; and 2 January follow- 
ing, with the reft of the officers of the Marquefi of Or- 
mond's regiment, refolved not to take the covenant, then 
impofed upon them by the Englifh Parliament, but to pre- 
ferve their allegiance to his Majefty, and obey the orders of 
his L. L. 

His fidelity to his Prince, affection to his country, ar*d 
activity againft the rebels, were fo eminent, that the Mar- 
quefs of Ormond, in his letter to the King, 19 January, 
1645, thus reprefents him to his Majefty : " You have been 
«* gracioufly pleafed of late to reward fome, that have either 
«« ferved your Majefty actually, or fuffcred for you emi- 
* /wntly in their perfons or fortunes, with new creations, 
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« or with additions of honour in this kingdom* That £& 
« loncl Arthur Chichcftcr hath miffed fuch a mark of your 
" Majefty** favour, I conceive to have been thredgh his 
« own modefty, and my not reprefenting his peribnalroe- 
" rit. If he outlives his father, he will be in among the 
« foremoft of the Vifcounts of this kingdom in place, and 
" (I am fure) beyond them all, except one, in fortune, 
" though he be for the prefent deprived of the latter for hit 
« faithfulnefs to your Majefty's crown, the fame means 
" whereby his uncle got both it and his honour. He hath 
u ferved your Majefty againft the Irifh rebellion fince the 
" beginning of k ; and when, through an almoR general 
" defection of the northern army, he was no longer able to 
" ferve your Majefty there, he came with much hazard to 
" take his fhare in the fufferings of your fervants here, 
" and with them to attend for that happy time, that (we 
" truft) will put us in a condition to contribute more to 
w your fervice than our prayers. If your Majefty fhall 
« think fit to advance this gentleman to an Earldom, I 
" conceive that of Dunnegall, a county in the province of 
« Ulfter, wherein he fhould have a ecod inheritance, is fit- 
" teft, which I humbly offer to your Majeft/s confideration, 
" as a part of the duty of 

« Tour Majefty's, &c* 

« Ormond.* 

The King, upon this reprefentation, was pleafed by Privy 
Seal, dated at NewcafUe 15 January, 1646, and by patent 
at Dublin, 30 March, 1647 *> t0 creatc him Earl of Done- 
gal, with limitation of the honour to the iffue male of his 
father, and the annual creation fee of 15I. fterling. In 
1647, ke was one of the four hoftages, fent by the Mar- 
quels of Ormond to the Englifh Parliament, as furcty for 
his performance of the articles between them, for the deli- 
very of Dublin, and the other garrifons, to their commit* 

doners.

In February, 1704, the Prince of 
Hefle conferred on his Lordfhip the coiraniffioa of Major 
General of the Spanifh forces ; and 16 and 22 of Augoit, 
1 705, he was of the council of war, held on, board the Bri- 
tannia, concerning the fiege of Barcelona, for which he 
gave his voice, and in November was made Governor of the 
ftrong fortrefs of Gironne, on the river Ter, fifteen miles

defcent from Lambart, Count of Mons and Louvain, who 
died in the year 1004, leaving three fons, the cldcft fuc- 
ceeded him in his principality ; the fecond Ion, named 
Baldwin, was fettled on an eftate in Flanders, given to him 
by his father ; from him defcended the Lambertini family, 
which fettled at Bologna, and has been always confidered as 
one of the mod illuftrious in that State ; Cardinal Lamber- 
tini of this family was elected Pope 27 Auguft, 1740, 
being then about oj years of age, and took the name of 
Benedict XIV. Rodolph, the third fon, fettled in Nor- 
mandy, on an eftate of his mothers ; he there married and 
had a fon * Radulph f (Ralph) de Lambart, who accompa- Ralph. 
nied William the Conqueror iu his expedition to England, 
anno 1066, ai^d affifted in the decifive battle of Jiaftings in 
Suflex, where Harold loft his Crown. 

To fyim fucceeded his fon Hugh Fitz-Lambarf, Lambert, Hugh. 
Lambard, or Lamberd (for fo the name was varioufly writ- 
ten) who. jointly with Matilda his wife, gave lands in Hoi- I 
bech, which belonged to her father Peter de Rofle, to the 2^f<^" 
Monks of Croyland ; to whom he alfo' gave three acres of j\ 
meadow in Wefton, and two bufhels of fait out of his falt- 
works there, to be received on St. Bartholomew's day, for 
the health of his foul, of his father's and mother's, and of 
all his predeceflbrs ; ftyiing himfelf Hugo filius Rodulphi de 
Lambart, i. e. Hugh the fon of Ralph de Lambart. 

By his faid wife he was father of Sir William de Lam*- $\r 
bart,who was witnefs to the charter of Sir Robert Kyme, William, 
confirming to the church of St. James's de Frefton, and to 
the Monks there, all his eftate in the village of St. Botplph's. 
He married Gunderd, daughter of \yilliam Earl Warren 

and

— He attended Robert, Barl of Effete, in his firft 
expedition to Spain, who m 15*96 made him a Knight for his 
bravery in the ftorming of Cadiz 5 after which he was a 
Commander in the Netherlands, and when that Earl firft 
propofed to manage the Irifh wars, he procured two regi- 
ments of old foldicrs to be tranfportcd mto this kingdom 
from the Low Countries, namely, tlibfe of Sir Charles Per- 
cy and Sir Henry Docura, in the former or* which Sir Oliver 
Lambart commanded a company of 150 fobty who landing 
in Ireland before the Earl's arrival, were incdrporated with 
the new raifed regiments, to feafori and fti^ply them with 
able officers. In this ftation Sir Oliver (erveJ againft Tiro- 
en and other rebels, until the Earl, in September, 1599, on 
his leaving the kingdom, appointed him provisionally, mat- 
ter of the camp, and to command 200 foot at Ennifcorthy \ 
after wliich he was made Serjeant-Major of the army. 

In March, 1600, he victualled the garrifon of Marybo- 
rough for three months, which before was in extreme dif- 
trcte j and in the beginning of April, with 1000 foot and 
100 horfe, imaded the territories of Leix and Offaley ; and 
with much judgment and gallantry victualled the garrifon of 
Philipftown, meeting with briik attacks from tho O More* 
and O Conors, who had "boa (led, that the Queen's forces 
fhould not be able to victual it. He afterwards (16 May} 
with the Earl of Southampton, joined the L. D. Motitttjoy 
at Dundalk, in his expedition towards Ulftef againft Tiroen, 
who had razed the old fort of Black water, burned Armagh, 
and, after other ravages, entrenched himfelf in the ftrong 

faftneft 
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faftnefs of Loughlurgan y with which forces the Irifli were 
reduced by one winter's war to the neceffity of eating one 
another, find Tiroen forced to fubmit to mercy. In this 
(ervice Sir Oliver greatly affifted ; and from 7 to 12 of July 
lay encamped in Offaley, where he made a caufeway, and a 
icoall fort in the faftnefs to facilitate the relief of Philipftown, 
near which place he met the L. D. 16 Auguft, on his march 
into Leix, at the F>JJage % (one of the moft dangerous in Ire- 
land) when, fighting all the way, they flew many rebels ; 
and the next day in their march to another faftnefs, being 
encountered by Owny. Mac Rory O More, chief of that 
lept 3 (who had lately taken the Earl of Ormond prifoner, 
and raifed great difturbanccs) they flew him with thirty-fix 
more, and leventy-five wounded, whereby the O Mores were 
■ totally difcouraged, and never able to make head againft the 
Hate. Sir Oliver thence proceeded into Donel Spaniagh's 
country, where taking a large prey of cattle, with the 
Slaughter of many rebels, the iepts of the Kellys and Lalors 
fubmitted. 

The Deputy, in his letter to Secretary Cecil K ip July, 
16*01., {hewing the neceflity, that a man of experience (hould 
have the government of Conaught, and recommending Sir 
Oliver as the fitteft perfon for that port, he was accordingly 
appointed 5 and that year began to build the fort of Garway, 
whereof he was Governor; which being finifhed in 1602, 
he went in profecution of O Rourk, but was recalled from 
that fervice by the arrival of the Spaniards, in twenty-four 
ihlpt, at Beerhaven* After which he baniihed Mac William 
out of the county of Mayo ; and bv other fuccefles in Co- 
naught and Ulfter, the latter province was entirely reduced 
and cfcheated to the Crown 4 j which to preferve in fubjec-

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tion, and encourage a plantation therein by the Englifh, tbe 
hereditary degree and dignity of Baronets was inftituted ; K. 
James I. creating n May, 1611, 200 gentlemen to that qua* 
lity, who engaged fingly to maintain thirty foot foldiers in 
Ireland for three years, at the rate of eight pence Englifh, by 
the day, and to pay the firft year's wages into the Exchequer, 
at one payment, upon pafling their patents, which, with 
fees of honour, amounted to near 1 200I. a piece. 

K. James, on his acceffion to the Crown, by privy fed $ 
September, 1603, direfted him to be fworn cif his Privy 
Council, and on the Earl of Clanrickard's promotion to the 
Government of Conaught, ordered his entertainment often 
fhillings by the day to be given to Sir Oliver, to hold byway 
of penfion during pleafure *. In the parliament of 1613 he 
1 ferved for the county of Cavan, and was fent in December, 

161 4, to the ifland of Ha in North-Britain, to reduce fome 
feditious Scots there ; which he performed by taking the 
ftrong caftle of Donavegge and other places, and informed 
his Majefty from thence of 1us fuccefs.
